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TRADmONS  OF  LEXINGTON 
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Lexington — the  very  name  speaks  of  history.  Situ- 
ated in  the  heart  of  Kentucky,  founded  by  men  clad 
in  deerskin,  named  when  the  news  of  the  first  battle 
for  freedom  was  thrilling  through  tlie  country,  and 
christened  with  the  name  of  that  battle,  the  old  town 
shelters  in  her  borders  the  monument  of  many  a 
brave  deed  and  the  relic  of  many  a  great  man. 

Like  all  the  pioneer  towns  of  Kentucky,  the 
first  Lexington  was  a  stockade,  with  the  usual 
pile  walls  and  blockhouses.  Stories  of  hard- 
ships and  famine,  of  Indian  attacks,  of  following 
forest  trails,  of  wives  and  daughters  captive  to  Indian 
bands,  of  rescue  parties  to  other  towns,  of  escapes 
and  battles  without  number,  cluster  around  the  mem- 
ory of  the  okl  fort.  The  life  was  one  of  hardship 
and  danger.  Some  men  guarded  while  their  com- 
rades plowed :  the  women  did  most  of  the  work — 
milking,  grinding  corn,  cooking,  spinning,  and  weav- 
ing. The  clothes  were  the  skins  of  animals  or  else 
homespun,  the  food  was  mostly  game,  salt  was  pre- 
cious, since  the  salt-licks  were  frequented  by  Indians : 
dishes  were  of  wood,  and  all  the  household  furniture 
was  crudely  home-made.  Where  arc  now  paved 
streets  and  quiet  homes,  Lexington  men  were  then 
shot  down  by  the  guns  of  lurking  Indians.  The 
story  of  the  young  man  wounded  and  chased  by  the 
savages  to  the  very  gate  of  the  fort,  whose  sweet- 
heart unbarred  the  door  and  received  him,  dying,  in 
her  arms;  the  tale  of  Bryan's  Station,  a  few  miles 
away,  whose  besieged  garrison  was  supplied  with 
water  by  the  women  going  to  the  spring  along  a  path 
beset  with  the  ambuscaded  Indians,  are  typical  of 
this  day. 
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From  Lexington  went  many  men  with  George 
Rogers  Clark  on  that  expedition  through  a  region  of 
famine  and  icy  flood  that  saved  Kentucky  and  the 
Middle  West  to  the  Union.  Lexington  men  were  in 
the  brave  troop  that,  spurred  by  McGary's  taunt,  "Let 
all  who  are  not  cowards  follow  me !"  crossed  the  Lick- 
ing and  rode  to  certain  death  from  the  lurking  Indians. 

Even  before  the  Indian  left  her  lands,  and  while 
wildcats,  too,  were  sometimes  the  chief  foe  of  the 
schoolmaster,  the  people  of  Kentucky  and  Lexington 
established  Transylvania  Seminary,  soon  to  become 
Transylvania  University.  The  first  president,  Rev. 
James  Moore,  has  been  made  famous  in  James  Lane 
Allen's  "Flute  and  Violin"  and  **Choir  Invisible." 
The  University  figures  largely  in  other  works  of  Allen, 
and  readers  of  John  Fox's  "Little  Shepherd  of  King- 
dom Come"  remember  when  Chad  Buford  first  saw 
Morrison  College,  "a  big  white  building,  bigger  than 
a  boulder  in  the  mountains."  Among  the  names  on 
her  roll  of  alumni  stand  those  of  Jefferson  Davis, 
Thomas  Marshall,  and  Richard  Menifee.  Henry  Clay 
was  once  head  of  her  Law  College. 

The  visits  of  Aaron  Burr,  fascinating,  dangerous, 
and  of  La  Fayette,  the  honored  guest  of  the  nation,  to 
Lexington,  are  told  of  to-day,  and  the  houses  where 
they  were  entertained  with  ante-bellum  grandeur  are 
pointed  out.  West  and  Jonett,  the  painters;  Filson, 
the  historian ;  Cassius  Clay  and  Henry  Clay — these  are 
names  belonging  to  the  period  before  the  Civil  War, 
when  the  slave  block  was  a  common  sight,  when  gen- 
tlemen drank  and  gambled,  and  still  were  gentlemen, 
and  when  the  debates  on  slavery  and  states'  rights 
were  making  an  orator  of  every  Kentuckian.  To  this 
period,  too,  belongs  the  story  of  "Old  King  Solomon." 
William   Solomon   was  a   vagrant,   ragged,   idle,   auvi 
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a  smoker  of  the  stubs  of  Henry  Clay's  cigars.  He 
was  sold  for  vagrancy  at  the  block — auctioned  off  and 
knocked  down  to  a  neg^o  freedwoman.  Cholera  came. 
Many  fled  the  town — doctors  and  ihose  who  should 
have  aided  the  doctors.  Then  King  Solomon  came 
forward  and  took  his  place  in  the  thinned  ranks  of 
workers,  nursed  the  sick,  and  buried  the  dead.  The 
story  of  King  Solomon  of  Kentucky  has  been  immor- 
talized by  Allen,  and  his  memory  will  outlast  the 
block  of  gjanite  to  his  memor>'  that  stands  in  the 
Lexington  Cemetery. 

Years  of  war  followed.  From  Mexico  the  bodies  of 
Lexington's  bravest,  among  them  Henry  Clay,  Jr.. 
were  sent  home.  A  breathing  space,  then  1861  and 
civil  war.  Men  flocked  to  the  enlisting  camps  of  Fed- 
erals and  Confederates;  families  were  divided,  friend- 
ships broken,  all  the  old  order  changed.  John  Morgan, 
with  Mr.  Basil  Duke  as  lieutenant,  orp^anized  the 
"Lexington  Rifles,"  the  nucleus  of  ** Morgan's  men." 
These  young  hotbloods  soon  quarreled  with  some 
young  Union  men,  guns  were  turned  on  the  Phoenix 
Hotel,  and  for  a  few  hours  the  buikling  was  in  a 
state  of  siege.  That  night  it  was  **boots  and  sad  lies," 
and  Morgan's  men  slipped  away  from  under  the  very 
noses  of  the  Federal  authorities.  From  that  time  on 
first  men  in  blue,  then  men  in  gray  floofled  the  town. 
When  the  blueclad  army  came.  Union  families  were 
jubilant,  but  the  Confederates  kept  in  their  houses. 
When  Morgan  would  sweep  through  Kentucky  on  a 
raid,  everywhere  the  stars  and  bars  would  fly,  the 
streets  would  be  crowded  with  bovs  come  home  anrl 
ladies  welcoming  them,  and  Morgan  himself  would 
be  toasted  as  hero  and  savior. 

Events  since  Lee's  surrender  are  of  too  recent  date 
to  be  given  under  the  head  of  **tradition."     Romance 
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is  not  dead,  however.  Though  the  age  of  Indian  and 
deer  hunting  has  passed,  though  ladies  no  longer  have 
their  retinue  of  black  slaves,  nor  do  gentlemen  chal- 
lenge each  other  to  death-duel  for  a  girl's  handker- 
chief, yet  chivalry  and  Kentucky  ideals  are  living 
to-day,  and  we  are  making  the  traditions  of  to-morrow.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  LEXINGTON  ALUMNAE 

In  the  November  Eleusis,  Mrs.  Collinses  article  on 
the  "Spirit  of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic"  gave  new 
strength  and  encouragement  to  us  Kentucky  Chi 
Omegas. 

We  considered  especially  splendid  her  points  about 
colleges  and  universities  reflecting  the  general  charac- 
teristics of  a  historical  epoch,  and  we  agree  with  her 
entirely  that  the  colleges  have  much  to  do  with  the 
nation's  trend  and  progress. 

She  says  of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  that  it  is 
"very  strong  in  its  support  of  college  activities.  Not 
that  fraternity  women  may  gain  this  or  that  or  the 
other  honor,  but  by  working  with  people  and  through 
people  in  their  college  days,  students  gain  their  pre- 
liminary training  for  sharing  and  helping  in  the  best 
things  in  the  life  out  of  college.  The  big  social, 
economic,  and  cultural  problems  waiting  for  brave 
hearts  and  strong  hands  and  clear  brains !" 

Our  Lexington  Alumnae,  believing  very  strongly 
that  our  organization  would  be  an  entire  failure  with- 
out some  special  purpose  and  work  to  bind  us  together, 
decided  last  winter  that  we  should  turn  our  attention 
to  social  settlements.     We  found  that  many  of  the 
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colleges  of  the  East  and  North  have  organized  chap- 
ters of  woman  for  social  service  and  that  such  work 
IS  regarded  as  a  college  activity  of  as  great  importance 
as  the  work  of  the  Christian  Association  or  of  the 
Athletic  Association,  or  even  as  the  legislation  of  the 
Student  Government  Association. 

We  discovered,  after  a  little  investigation,  that  there 
IS  a  national  organization,  called  the  College  Settle- 
ment Association,  made  up  of  local  chapters  from 
thirteen  colleges,  carrying  on  their  work  in  three 
large  cities,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  New  York. 

The  Transylvania  girls  did  not  intend  that  Ken- 
tucky college  women  should  be  less  progressive  than 
the  more  energetic  sisters  of  the  North ;  so  we  imme- 
diately fell  to  work  and  found  that  a  settlement  school 
in  the  West  End  of  Lexington,  or  what  is  popularly 
known  as  Irishtown,  was  just  waiting  for  our  services. 

Irishtown  is  out  of  the  city  limits,  and  has  no 
real  public  school;  but  a  great  crowd  of  children 
swarm  every  day  to  try  the  patience  of  a  few  over- 
taxed teachers — and  far  larger  swarms  of  little  Irish- 
men play  continually  in  the  streets  for  lack  of  ade- 
quate educational  facilities. 

So  a  few  of  the  Chi  Alumnae,  with  Florence  Shelby 
as  ringleader,  began  with  a  small  library,  until  now 
the  work  has  grown  so  that  we  are  being  greatly 
praised,  not  only  by  the  Lexington  press,  but  by  the 
clubwomen,  the  Civic  League,  and  the  public  in  gen- 
eral. Interesting  story  books,  suitable  for  the  chil- 
dren, have  been  contributed  to  the  number  of  about 
200  volumes;  neat  sectional  bookcases  have  been 
bought ;  and  even  portfolios  containing  copies  of  good 
pictures  have  been  most  generously  and  enthusiastically 
donated. 
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The  chapter  keeps  a  regular  schedule,  with  two 
girls  on  duty  at  the  little  schoolhouse,  every  Friday 
morning,  to  give  out  the  books,  either  to  the  children 
or  their  parents;  to  conduct  a  most  interesting  story 
hour  of  fairy  tales  of  nature  stories;  and  to  teach  a 
few  simple  kindergarten  games.  We  have  a  large, 
sunny  room,  with  a  piano  in  it — ^and  the  tired  teachers 
really  seem  quite  relieved  to  have  us  take  charge  of 
the  little  folks  for  a  couple  of  hours. 

Of  course,  we  have  great  visions  of  transforming 
these  mischievous  youngsters  into  honest,  capable, 
efficient  Kentucky  citizens,  and  we  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  only  through  these  children  that 
we  shall  be  able  to  reach  the  needy,  ignorant  families. 
Later  on,  we  are  planning  to  organize  classes  of 
mothers  in  sewing  and  other  domestic  work,  and  nat- 
urally we  are  going  to  help  the  Women's  Clubs  in 
their  new  movement  to  build  a  $30,000  model  public 
school  in  this  dreadful  district. 

The  week  before  Christmas,  we  plan  to  have  a 
Christmas  party  for  our  children — a  large  tree  with 
candies,  dolls,  books,  and  toys,  so  dear  to  their  hearts. 

The  Lexington  Alumnae  may  not  be  accomplishing 
much  that  is  of  real  benefit  to  the  children,  but  we 
feel  that  we  are  helping  to  arouse  public  sentiment, 
and  the  work  is  most  certainly  of  real  value  to  us. 

Our  attention  is  being  given  to  the  great  questions 
of  sociology  and  economics;  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
city  government;  to  educational  and  municipal 
legislation. 

We  are  interested  in  public  playgrounds,  in  our 
park  system,  in  sanitary  conditions,  in  libraries  and 
schools. 
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We  are  earnestly  trying  to  get  a  broader,  more  sym- 
pathetic view  of  life,  and  to  contribute  our  small  effort 
toward  the  realization  of  a  real  fraternity  of  mankind.

THE  MOUNTAINS  OF  KENTUCKY 

Away  from  the  whirl  and  turmoil  of  this  great 
world,  in  the  mountain  region  of  Kentucky,  lies  a 
village,  nestling  down  among  the  hills,  so  that  it 
cannot  be  seen  from  a  distance.    It  is  called  Hindman. 

Last  June,  a  most  beautiful  month  in  the  mountains, 
a  party  of  us  went  for  our  summer  vacation  to  Hind- 
man.  At  Jackson,  the  last  point  at  which  one  may 
see  a  train,  we  took  a  *'jolt"  wa.^'on.  The  only  way 
to  travel  here  is  on  horseback^  in  a  wagon,  or  on  foot. 
We  chose  the  wagon,  and  imagine  our  feelings,  if 
you  can,  riding  over  roads  which  had  been  made  by 
travel,  great  rocks  shooting  up  right  in  the  middle 
of  them,  through  rough,  rocky  creek-beds  for  miles — 
great  was  our  joy  when,  at  night,  we  stopped  for  rest. 

We  were  treated  royally  that  night — so  thought  our 
host.  Alas!  we  were  not  of  the  same  mind.  Five 
were  put  to  sleep  in  one  room,  on  feather-beds,  too. 
We  were  given  a  candle,  a  pint  of  water  for  bathing 
purposes,  and  sent  to  bed,  after  having  sat  at  a  tableful 
of  everything,  but  nothing  we  could  eat.  We  were 
almost  glad  to  resume  our  journey  the  next  morning. 

We  arrived  at  Hindman  safely  that  afternoon,  and 
were,  oh,  so  happy  to  see  clean  beds  and  plenty  of 
water. 
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Miss  Pettit,  the  principal  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  school 
there,  was  very  kind  to  us  until  we  could  move  to 
our  own  little  house. 

This  school  does  a  great  work.  But  many,  many 
girls  and  boys  are  turned  away  from  lack  of  room 
and  money.  The  children  are  taught  books,  house- 
keeping, carpentry,  and,  last  but  not  least,  how  to 
keep  themselves  clean  and  fresh.  Then  they  go  back 
to  their  little  homes,  where  a  family  of  ten  or  twelve 
sleep  in  the  same  room,  with  no  fresh  air,  for  there 
are  no  windows.  The  conditions  are  deplorable.  There 
are  numberless  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  tuberculosis 
in  this  region,  simply  because  the  people  cannot  or 
do  not  know  how  to  live.  Many  people  are  giving 
their  lives  to  the  great  work  of  bettering  conditions 
for  the  mountain  people  of  Kentucky.  It  is  hard  for 
us  to  believe  that  so  near  to  us  such  a  life  is  led  as 
this. 

Those  people  arc  the  most  trustful,  frank,  and  gen- 
erous people  imaginable.  Once  your  friend,  your 
friend  forever  until  vou  harm  them.  No  one  ever 
thinks  of  shutting  up  his  house.  In  fact,  there  are 
no  keys.  There  is  nothing  to  fear.  Once  in  a  while 
a  "moonshiner"  may  be  heard  shooting  aimlessly 
along  the  road.  However,  they  are  not  seen.  All 
"moonshine"  is  made  by  the  light  of  the  moon.  The 
Government  long  since  took  the  matter  in  hand,  and 
now  they  have  to  have  a  license  for  making  whisky. 

A  Baptist  "footwashing"  was  an  interesting  epi- 
sode in  our  stay  at  Hindman.  It  was  on  Sunday.  The 
preaching  lasted  for  about  three  hours.  After  that 
all  of  them  took  off  their  shoes  and  stockings  and 
washed  each  other's  feet.    We  were  merely  onlookers  1 
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They  cried  and  shouted  and  wailed  aloud.  This  went 
on  for  about  an  hour.  Then  they  dispersed  and  went 
to  their  homes. 

The  mountaineers  are  great  lovers  of  music.  Many 
a  night  we  were  asked  to  bring  our  violins  and  man- 
dolins along  and  play  something  "quick  and  devilish." 
Everybody  there  plays  on  the  banjo.  It  is  such  great 
fun  to  watch  them  play  and  jig! 

Owing  to  the  poor  soil,  nothing  is  raised  to  any 
extent  but  corn.  Butter  and  milk  are  hard  to  find. 
A  great  deal  of  coal  is  found.  No  mining  is  done, 
though.  A  man  takes  his  pick,  goes  over  to  a  hill, 
and  gets  his  coal  out. 

These  folk  have  their  sorrows,  as  the  rest  of  us  do. 
Scattered  about  are  little  graveyards,  with  picturesque 
houses  carefully  built  over  them  to  protect  them  from 
the  terrible  storms  that  sweep  over  the  country.  At 
times  the  creeks  rise  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  even 
ford  them.  Our  mail,  which  was  brought  once  a  day, 
was  often  delayed  for  this  reason. 

There  are  so  many  more  things  that  I  might  say 
about  this  country.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  Conven- 
tion is  next  June,  and  we  of  Chi  are  so  anxious  for 
all  of  you  to  come,  something  seems  to  tell  me  that 
you  might  be  frightened  away  from  Kentucky.  But 
remember  that  Chi,  Convention,  and  Lexington  are 
located  in  the  bluegrass  region,  and  not  in  the 
mountains.

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THE  REORGANIZATION  OF  OUR  COLLEGES 

"The  university  is  an  atmosphere,"  may  be  called 
the  keynote  of  Mr.  Birdseye's  book,  "Reorganization 
of  Our  Colleges/'  Certainly,  the  atmosphere  in  which 
the  ninety  per  cent  of  the  student's  time  is  spent  away 
from  his  instructors,  will  have  its  effect  upon  the  ten 
per  cent  belonging  to  the  lecture-room. 

"We  must  learn  to  appreciate  that,  in  the  training  of  the 
future  citizen,  the  ninety  per  cent  of  the  student  life,  with 
all  its  activities  and  interests,  may  be  greater,  educationally 
as  well  as  mathematically,  than  the  ten  per  cent  of  pedagogy, 
and  quite  as  well  worthy  of  earnest  and  intelligent  thought 
and  action;  and  that  the  heart  of  that  ninety  per  cent  for 
any  individual  is  his  college  home  life,  whatever  form  that 
life  may  take." 

It  is  Part  II:  "The  Student  Life  Department/*  that 
has  most  interest  for  fraternity  men  and  women.  The 
book  is  more  directly  concerned  with  the  problems  that 
must  be  met  by  men,  but  women  will  find  in  its  pages 
much  food  for  thought.  The  relation  of  students  to 
the  college  is  set  forth  as  follows: 

"The  evolution  from  the  first  form  has  been  a  long  but 
complete  one,  until  to-day  we  find  that  the  students  of  the 
college  maintain  to  it,  not  the  relation  of  children  in  a  home 
or  school,  but  rather  of  citizens  within  a  state,  and  that  such 
relation  is  three-fold:  (a)  To  the  central  body  or  govern 
ment  as  embodied  in  the  financial,  instructional,  administrative, 
and  executive  department;  (b)  to  each  other  in  the  college 
community  life:  and  (c)  to  their  intimates  in  their  college 
homes." 

The  parable  of  the  Sower  and  the  Seed  is  well  used 
to  illustrate  the  relative  importance  of  these  relations, 
because  most  of  the  j)arable  is  devoted  to  the  soil  into 
which  the  seed  fell. 
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"The  student  life  largely  determines  whether  the  soil  into 
which  the  seed  falls  shall  be  that  by  the  wayside,  or  stony, 
or  thorny,  or  good  ground.  It  is  with  the  mental,  moral, 
and  religious  preparation  of  the  ground  that  we  are  concerned 
when  we  study  the  student-life  department." 

Another  chapter  may  be  summarized  by  the  quoted 
paragraph : 

"We  have  spent  much  thought  and  money  upon  the  peda- 
gogical departments  of  our  colleges,  but  very,  very  little  in 
studying  the  college  home  life.  Yet  this  is  not  the  least 
important  of  the  college  departments,  since  it  largely  deter- 
mines the  effectiveness  of  the  others  upon  individual  students. 
It  was  the  most  important  in  our  forefathers'  eyes,  for  they 
saw  that  only  through  it  could  they  prepare  the  good  ground 
for  the  good  seed  and  make  good  citizens.  We  are  blame- 
worthy if,  while  improving  the  seed  and  the  sowers,  we  have 
neglected  the  preparation  of  the  soil.  Wc  must  bend  every 
energy  to  restore  the  college  home  life  to  its  proper  relative 
place  in  the  college  economy  and  coordinate  it  with  the  other 
factors  therein." 

Colleges  ceased  to  provide  true  college  homes,  and 
the  fraternities  were  but  responding  to  a  natural  crav- 
ing for  home  life,  when  they  began  to  live  in  houses 
of  their  own. 

"Is  it  any  wonder  that  beautiful  and  attractive  fraternity 
houses  have  multiplied,  when  the  colleges  have  avowedly 
pursued  the  policy  of  making  a  boarding-house  in  a  college 
town  the  best  home  that  the  institutions  themselves  can 
offer?  *  *  ♦  We  continue  to  regard  the  fraternities  as  mere 
secret  societies,  and  hence  to  give  undue  significance  to  their 
secret  features,  failing  to  realize  how  much  more  important 
are  their  home  features ;  and  that  it  is  chiefly  through  improv- 
ing the  atmosphere  of  these  homes,  not  because  they  are 
fraternity  houses,  but  because  they  are  the  only  typical  and 
distinctive  homes  of  the  ordinary  college,  and  the  homes  for 
four  years  of  many  of  its  most  influential  students — that  we 
can  hope  for  better  results  among  our  undergraduates.    ♦    ♦    * 
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"But  in  the  fraternities  which  are  largely  responsible  for  the 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  student  life  of  their  members,  there  is 
the  same  lack  of  administrative  care  which  we  shall  find  to 
exist  in  the  colleges.  Their  alumni  must  be  made  to  under- 
stand this,  and  to  appreciate  that,  so  long  as  they  maintain 
these  homes,  they  are  responsible  for  each  and  every  one  of 
them,  and  for  the  home  life  of  each  and  every  undergraduate 
member  therein.  The  alumni  working  from  within — and  not 
the  college  working  from  without — but  with  the  active  assist- 
ance of  the  college  authorities,  must  oversee  these  homes,  so 
that  they  shall  be  a  positive  aid  to  the  college  work. 

"One  old  and  influential  fraternity  is  annually  spending 
thousands  of  dollars  to  secure  the  wise  direction  and  constant 
personal  touch  in  its  lodges  and  among  its  alumni  of  a  per- 
manent and  uniquely  equipped  field  secretary,  who  seeks  to 
ensure  that  only  the  best  fitted  freshmen  are  admitted,  and 
that  throughout  their  course  these  students  shall  be  in  con- 
stant and  close  touch  in  their  college  home  lives  with  strong 
and  earnest  alumni,  who  are  personally  and  intimately 
acquainted  with  each  undergraduate,  and  who,  through  a  long 
series  of  years,  come  to  exert  an  uplifting  educational  and 
moral  power  from  within  the  lodge  which  must  greatly 
increase  the  likelihood  that  the  good  seed  will  fall  into  good 
ground.  *  *  *  The  constant  touch  of  the  local  alumni,  under 
the  lead  of  an  organized  administration,  has  shown  what  a 
fraternity  is  capable  of  doing  in  the  college  lives  of  its 
undergraduates.   *  *   * 

"The  fraternity  owes  it  to  its  members  to  provide  them  with 
a  good  college  home.  But  just  as  much  does  the  college  owe 
it  to  every  student  that  he  shall  have  a  good  home.  In  so 
far  as  the  fraternities  furnish  truly  good  homes,  the  college 
is  fortunate  in  being  relieved,  to  that  extent,  of  this  part  of  its 
duty.  But  its  duty  still  remains,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  non- 
fraternity  members,  and  must  not  be  shirked.  Surely,  the  fra- 
ternities cannot  complain  if  the  college  sets  up,  for  its  non- 
fraternity  members,  model  homes  which  will  put  every  fra- 
ternity on  its  mettle.  The  time  must  soon  come  when  the 
fraternities,  like  the  colleges,  shall  be  sternly  judged  by  their 
present-day  results,  not  by  their  names  or  history  or 
wealth.   *   *   * 

"Let  us,  as  college  men,  rise  above  fraternities  or  institu- 
tions, and  determine  that  as  parents,  alumni,  and  citizens,  we 
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will  join  with  all  interested  in  our  institutions  of  higher 
learning  to  set  forward  the  cause  of  the  college  home  life. 
The  home  is  greater  than  any  one  home  or  series  of  homes, 
and  the  college  home  is  more  important  than  those  of  any 
institution  or  of  any  fraternity." 

While  the  fraternities  are  commended  for  their 
accomplishments,  yet  they  are  arraigned  for  their 
mistakes. 

"As  there  may  be  overdevotion  to  study  or  to  athletics,  so 
there  may  be  overattention  to  social  functions  and  other  dis- 
tractions of  the  college  home.  It  is  at  this  point  that  one 
weighty  objection  is  made  to  the  fraternities.  They  do- 
like  soft  culture  courses,  and  unlimited  electives,  and  over- 
strenuous  athletics,  and  many  other  unregulated  parts  of 
the  college — tend  to  distract  the  attention  of  the  institution 
and  its  students  away  from  scholarliness  and  interfere  with 
good  pedagogical  work.  *  *  *  All  these  things  are  impor- 
tant elements  in  a  college  education  adapted  to  modem  con- 
ditions, and  have  their  essential  places  therein.  But  they  have 
not  been  kept  in  their  proper  places  nor  within  their  proper 
spheres.  *  *  *  The  trouble  has  been  that  we  have  allowed 
the  means  to  become  the  end,  the  servant  to  become  the 
master,  and  the  pedagogical  department  has  suffered 
accordingly. 

"The  writer  wishes  to  bear  most  cordial  witness  to  the  very 
strong  feeling  which  he  finds  among  the  leading  alumni  of 
other  fraternities  as  to  their  duties  in  regard  to  their  under- 
graduates. This  has  not  yet  fully  crystallized,  but  it  is  com- 
ing fast  and  will  take  form  almost  before  we  know  it.  He 
believes  that  the  fraternities  will  do  their  splendid  part  in 
the  great  college  reorganization — ^which  must  come  soon — 
far  more  quickly  and  thoroughly  than  the  majority  of  the 
colleges  will  do  theirs.  Our  fraternities  are  still  absorbed 
with  their  home-building,  but  will  speedily  assume  and  wisely 
exercise  the  homemaking  functions.  *  *  *  Panhellenism  will 
come,  but  not  until  the  alumni  workers  in  each  fraternity  fully 
organize  as  homemakers,  and  thus  are  made  to  realize  that 
cooperation  and  not  isolation  will  solve  the  problems  which 
are  common  to  all." 
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The  test  of  a  fraternity's  strength  or  weakness  is 
the  class  of  men  or  women  being  developed. 

"We  shall  hold  our  fraternities  more  and  more  closely  to  a 
higher  responsibility  for  the  kind  of  men  that  they  take  into 
their  homes,  and  even  more  for  the  kind  that  they  graduate 
therefrom.  Their  members  must  stand  for  good  scholarship 
as  well  as  for  eminence  in  athletics  and  social  functions.  We 
shall  use  this  great  homcbuilding  and  homemaking  force 
along  well  defined  and  well  thought-out  lines,  worthy  of  the 
limitless  amount  of  graduate  and  undergraduate  energy  which 
is  stored  therein.  The  fraternities,  as  they  realize  their  great 
place  in  the  college  lives  of  their  undergraduate  members, 
will  surely  rise  to  higher  and  higher  places,  and  set  the 
example  for  the  college  home  which  the  college  itself  must 
foster  for  the  non-fraternity  members.    *   *   * 

"Again  and  again,  we  must  remember  that  administration, 
except  for  definite  uses  and  ends,  is  an  unnecessary  and  almost 
unproductive  expense;  but  the  administration  which  gets 
additional  return  upon  the  college  capital  of  men  and  char- 
acter is  not  an  unnecessary  expense,  but  rather  a  vital 
necessity,  if  we  would  avoid  a  terrible  waste  of  the  most 
precious  heritage  of  the  institution.  And  I  would  have  this 
bureau  exert  itself  most  constantly  and  forcefully  at  the 
beginning  of  the  freshman  year.  This  is  the  time  of  highest 
purpose  and  of  least  resistance  to  good  influences.  There  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind,  from  a  fairly  broad  experience  in 
college  homes,  that  the  average  college  graduate  has  higher 
ideals  and  hopes  at  the  time  when  he  enters  college  than  at 
any  other  time  in  his  life.  He  has  left  home  and  the  pre- 
paratory school  with  a  feeling  that  he  must  now  show  what 
is  in  him,  and  that  he  is  standing  alone  for  the  first  time. 
In  many  cases  he  appreciates  the  serious  inconveniences  and 
even  sacrifices  which  the  loved  ones  at  home  are  making 
for  him.  His  ambitions  are  high  and  his  purposes  pure.  Il 
is  at  this  time  that  both  the  college  and  the  fraternity  too 
often  offer  to  him  a  stone.  The  harm  done  at  this  point  of 
his  development,  when  his  community  life  is  unfolding,  may 
never  be  undone.  But  just  as  surely  the  good  purposes,  which 
are  then  regnant  within  him,  may  be  solidified  into  perma- 
nent character  by  the  right  treatment.  It  should  be  one  of  the 
high  duties  of  the  personal-equation  bureau  to  insure  that  each 
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undergraduate  has  the  right  surroundings  and  help  at  the 
critical  periods  throughout  his  college  course — but  especially 
at  its  beginning." 

The  motto  suggested  for  the  reorganized  college  is 
**Team  work,  hard  work,  and  good  work/' 

"Every  student  knows  what  team  work  means  in  football. 
It  signifies  a  common  goal  to  be  reached,  after  months  or 
years  of  training,  by  the  united  efforts  of  many  men,  playing 
different  positions  in  different  ways,  along  different  lines,  yet 
trained  for  every  emergency,  and  with  every  advantage  of 
trainer,  coach,  substitutes,  accessories,  and  audience — in  a 
fair  fight,  with  a  worthy  foe  and  for  a  worthy  end.  Good 
team  work  means  this  in  every  proper  relation  of  life.  If 
team  work,  hard  work,  and  good  work  are  possible  in  college 
football,  then  surely  also  in  the  college  itself." 

The  reader  of  the  book  does  not  feel  that  the  author 
is  merely  sermonizing,  but  that  he  oflFers  practical 
suggestions  for  practical  improvements.  The  subject 
is  a  timely  one,  and  the  influence  of  the  book  is  already 
being  felt.

THE  WOMEN'S  LEAGUE  AT  MICHIGAN 

I  am  just  taking  for  granted  that  there  are  other 
Chi  Omegas  besides  myself,  who  are  interested  in 
Women's  Leagues.  I  am  sure  you  will  like  to  know 
what  our  League  at  Michigan  has  been  accomplishing 
this  last  year. 

The  girls  have  never  had  an  adequate  place  for  out- 
door sports,  and  the  problem  of  providing  such  a  place 
seemed  a  worthy  project  for  the  League.  Having  been 
given  $1,000  for  this  purpose  by  Regent  Peter  White, 
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we  felt  that  we  had  sufficient  assurance  to  go  ahead. 
In  May,  1908,  after  much  negotiating,  a  tract  of  land, 
covering  about  six  acres,  was  purchased  at  the  cost 
of  $6,125.  Of  course,  this  was  an  immense  debt  for 
the  League  to  assume,  and  it  looked  as  though  our 
work  was  laid  out  for  several  years  to  come.  But  we 
knew  that  the  field  was  needed,  and  that  it  must  come 
from  some  source  outside  of  the  regular  funds  of  the 
University.  The  League,  an  incorporated  body,  being 
a  most  flourishing  organization  of  from  six  to  seven 
hundred  active  members,  seemed  most  capable  of 
meeting  the  demand. 

A  mortgage  of  $5,125!     How  should  we  raise  it? 

During  the  summer  cards  were  sent  to  every  girl 
expected  to  return  to  the  University  in  the  fall,  asking 
that  she  come  back  prepared  to  pay  $1  on  the  field 
debt.  The  girls  responded  nobly,  as,  indeed,  they 
have  in  all  our  money-making  enterprises.  Various 
alumnae  associations  throughout  the  state  became 
enthusiastic  in  the  work  and  made  their  contributions. 
With  this  encouragement  we  started  the  year  1908-9 
determined  to  reduce  the  debt  to  the  lowest  figure 
possible  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Our  first  undertaking  was  a  skating  carnival,  at 
which  we  netted  over  $125.  Then  Mr.  Tisher's  orches- 
tra, which  usually  furnishes  the  music  for  the  various 
League  parties,  gave  us  a  benefit  party.  Both  the 
men's  and  the  women's  gymnasiums  were  opened  for 
dancing,  and  I  don't  think  they  ever  saw  a  larger 
crowd.  At  this  party  we  cleared  $280.  The  next 
thing  on  our  program  was  a  candy  sale.  Every  g^rl 
in  the  University  donated  a  batch  of  her  best,  and  the 
boys — well,  the  boys  bought.  One  hundred  and  sev- 
enteen was  cleared  in  the  one  day  we  sold,  and  then 
the  clamor  went  up  for  more  candy.    In  the  spring  we 
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secured  Miss  Anne  Peck,  the  famous  mountain- 
climber,  to  give  a  lecture  in  the  Women's  League  Audi- 
torium, which  ended  the  year,  over  $1,000  raised,  about 
$300  of  which  the  Women's  Athletic  Association 
donated. 

It  was  just  before  school  closed  in  the  spring  that 
we  conceived  the  idea  of  sending  a  girl  out  to  solicit 
funds  from  Michigan's  loyal  alumni.  Myrtle  White, 
a  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  by  the  way,  consented  to 
spend  her  summer  in  this  work  for  the  consideration 
of  $200  and  her  expenses.  Knowing  that  the  alumni 
had  already  been  approached  within  the  last  two  years 
to  aid  in  building  both  a  Michigan  Union  clubhouse 
and  an  Alumni  Memorial  Hall,  we  could  not  hope  to 
get  much  by  this  plan.  But  it  would  not  be  a  losing 
proposition,  as  we  had  Miss  White's  expenses  assured 
us  by  a  good  friend  of  the  League.  We  were  just 
$3,600  in  debt  when  Miss  White  started  out  at  the 
beginning  of  the  summer.  She  visited  Detroit,  Chi- 
cago, Houghton,  and  Marquette,  and  I  know  you  will 
be  astounded  when  I  say  that  by  the  end  of  the  sum- 
mer she  had  money  enough  pledged  to  complete  the 
payment  of  the  debt,  with  nearly  $1,000  left  toward 
a  clubhouse. 

Palmer  Field  (we  have  named  it  for  ex-Senator 
Thomas  W.  Palmer,  who  gave  us  $3,000  toward  the 
field)  is  ours.  It  is  a  beautiful  field — wooded  hills 
with  nestling  valleys  between.  On  the  north  end  lies 
a  natural  amphitheater,  the  famous  ''Sleepy  Hollow," 
where  football  victories  and  "cap-night"  have  long 
been  celebrated.  Near  the  center  of  the  field  rises 
the  largest  hill,  wooded  to  its  summit,  upon  which,  it 
is  hoped,  some  day  to  erect  a  clubhouse.  Toward  the 
south  lies  a  little  cup  of  a  valley  which  it  is  planned 
to  convert  into  a  swimming  pool  for  summer  and  a 
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skating  pond  for  winter.  Tennis,  hockey,  basket-ball, 
etc.,  will  all  have  ample  grounds,  and  many  more 
things  are  planned  which  will  have  their  place  on 
Palmer  Field. 

Of  course,  this  has  commanded  most  of  our  energies 
during  the  past  year,  yet  it  is  not  the  sole  enterprise 
to  which  the  Women's  League  of  Michigan  gives  its 
attention.  Engaging  a  share  of  our  time  is  the  pro- 
viding of  three  large  and  commodious  dwellings  to 
serve  as  rooming-houses,  or  rather,  homes,  for  first- 
year  girls,  and  a  movement  is  already  well  on  foot  for 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  dormitories  for  all 
the  college  women.

THE  FRATERNITY  QUESTION  AT  BARNARD 

After  many  years  of  keen  competition,  unceasing 
vigilance,  and  a  too-ambitious  desire  to  get  ahead  of 
each  other,  the  various  fraternities  at  Barnard  have 
settled  down  to  peace  and  quiet.  We  think  we  have 
now  the  most  successful  system  of  any  in  regard  to 
rushing.  Nine-tenths  of  the  Barnard  students  are 
day  pupils,  much  of  whose  time  outside  of  that  actually 
required  for  recitation,  is  spent  at  home  or  in  social 
activities  entirely  outside  of  college.  Consequently,  it 
is  very  difficult  to  get  acquainted  with  the  new  girls, 
and  the  tendency  is  to  aspire  only  to  the  popular,  the 
brilliant,  the  distinguished  girls,  naturally  seeing  but 
little  of  the  splendid,  earnest  students  whose  star  of 
fame  glows  less  dimly.  But  two  years  of  rushing 
somewhat  alleviated  this  condition.  Alas!  rushing  at 
Barnard  means  a  great  outlay  of  time  and  expense. 
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No  fraternities  have  houses;  only  one  or  two  have 
rooms,  and  most  of  the  members  within  walking  dis- 
tance of  college  live  in  small  apartments.  Hence  rush- 
ing meant  theater  parties,  formal  evening  dances,  and 
expensive  luncheons  at  hotels  or  tea-rooms.  Now  all 
is  changed;  there  is  absolutely  no  rushing.  The  fra- 
ternities start  out,  instead,  to  fnake  friends  with  the 
Freshmen  and  Sophomores.  This  is  a  long  and  cau- 
tious process,  but  has  such  good  results.  After  care- 
fully "cultivating"  a  girl  for  two  years,  such  a  genuine 
friendship  has  been  formed  that  whether  or  not  she 
joins  or  is  asked  to  join  the  fraternity,  there  is  a 
friendly  relation  between  that  girl  and  the  members. 
There  will  be  no  more  picking  up  and  dropping  of 
girls,  which  was  unavoidable  owing  to  the  expense  of 
rushing,  and  the  fraternity  with  the  smallest  financial 
backing  has  an  equal  opportunity  with  others  far  more 
able  to  *'show  off  in  rushing  facilities  in  the  past.  And 
best  of  all,  the  foolish  and  undignified  spirit  of  com- 
petition, formerly  so  prevalent,  has  almost  died  out. 
The  eight  fraternities  work  in  harmony,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  spirit  of  broadmindedness,  which  is 
surely  a  part  of  each  fraternity  ideal.  Although  this 
system  has  only  been  in  operation  this  fall,  it  seemed 
highly  successful.  Fraternities  invited  p^irls  whom 
they  knew  as  friends  and  companions,  not  merely  as 
prominent  social  leaders  in  the  college  or  as  influential 
officers  in  university  aflFairs.  Girls  joined  fraternities, 
not  because  the  fraternity  had  spent  much  in  "treat- 
ing*' or  appeared  to  be  the  strongest,  or  to  have  the 
best  social  and  financial  standing,  but  because  they 
knew  and  loved  the  various  members,  regardless  of 
worldly  importance ;  because  they  wanted  to  be  associ- 
ated with  dear  and  loving  friends,  not  with  the  "popu- 
lar" clique. 
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Under  these  conditions,  it  is  possible  to  have  the 
delightful  informal  intercourse  between  these  "friends'* 
and  the  fraternity  girls,  which  could  not  be  used  with 
strangers,  or  the  old-time  "rushee."  Each  fraternity 
is  put  on  its  honor,  and  should  any  affair  appear  too 
much  like  display  for  rushing  purposes,  the  fraternity 
should  ask  itself  the  question:  Would  I  have  invited 
these  girls;  would  I  have  gone  to  the  trouble,  for 
friefids  and  not  for  riishces? 

Finally,  the  crowning  success  is  that  the  new  girls 
are  not  disappointed  in  the  fraternity  girls;  that  they 
are  more  enthusiastic  and  interested  in  their  own  fra- 
ternity; and  that  they  continue  their  friendship  with 
the  fraternities  they  refuse.

A  LETTER  TO  THETA  CHAPTER 

Gatun,  Canal  Zone,  Panama, 

November  19,  1909. 
Dear  Sisters  in  Chi  Omega: 

I  could  write  you  girls  page  after  page  about  my 
life  here,  and  about  the  isthmus ;  but  the  demands  upon 
my  time  and  strength  will  not  admit  of  it. 

We  sailed  from  New  York  on  the  steamer  "Panama" 
October  21,  and  arrived  at  Colon  October  27.  I  was 
seasick  only  two  days  of  the  trip.  All  the  land  we 
saw  while  at  sea  was  Watling  Island,  Cuba,  and  a 
dim  outline  of  Haiti.  Judging  from  the  outline,  Haiti 
is  more  picturesque  than  Cuba.  The  weather  became 
very  warm  after  we  were  out  to  sea  two  days.  One 
thing  that  we  watched  with  interest  was  the  change 
in  the  color  of  the  water.  First,  it  was  a  sea-green, 
then  an  azure,  then  an  ultramarine,  then  a  sea-green 
again. 

Mr.  Fortney  is  supervisor  of  the  concrete  on  the 
locks  at  Gatun,  but  we  are  located  at  Culebra  (the 
Spanish  word  for  snake),  twenty-five  miles  distant 
from  Gatun.  He  leaves  here  every  morning  at  five 
o'clock,  and  returns  every  evening  at  six-thirty.  The 
trains  on  the  Panama  Railroad  are  accommodations 
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and  travel  for  employes  and  their  families;  fare,  3 
cents  a  mile.  The  work  at  Gatun  is  being  pushed 
rapidly.  The  provision  of  quarters  or  houses  for 
Isthmian  Canal  employes  working  on  the  locks  is  inade- 
quate. The  people  who  have  been  married  some  time 
and  living  here  on  the  isthmus  have  the  right  of  way 
over  us  newly-weds.  However,  we  hope  to  be  located 
at  Gatun  in  a  couple  of  months.  For  a  short  time  we 
lived  in  a  flat  in  an  apartment  house.  Last  Monday 
we  moved  into  a  French  cottage  having  four  rooms 
and  a  bath.  The  French,  during  their  regime  on  the 
isthmus,  did  considerable  work  in  the  way  of  build- 
ings. And,  too,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  French 
machinery  lying  waste  along  the  Panama  Railroad; 
but  the  French  machines  cannot  be  used  by  the  Amer- 
icans because  of  the  difference  in  measurements,  the 
French  using  the  metric,  the  Americans  the  feet  and 
inches. 

Culebra  is  the  most  cultured  town  on  the  isthmus. 
Gatun  is  the  coming  town,  because  the  locks  are  located 
there.    In  a  few  years,  Culebra  may  be  but  a  memory. 

I  have  now  crossed  the  isthmus  from  Colon  on  the 
Atlantic  to  Panama  on  the  Pacific,  the  whole  distance 
being  forty-seven  miles.  Christobal  is  the  American 
part  of  Colon;  Ancon,  the  American  part  of  Panama. 
The  city  of  Panama  is  a  promontory  of  low,  shelving 
rocks.  It  dates  back  to  the  seventeenth  century.  The 
type  of  architecture  is  Spanish — a  store  on  the  first 
floor  and  a  residence  on  the  second.  The  Americans 
have  paved  the  streets.  In  1909  Panama  was  a  veritable 
pesthole  for  disease.  Colonel  Gor^as,  who  is  at  the 
head  of  the  sanitary  commission,  has  made  the  city 
a  very  healthful  one.  He  is  the  man  who  has  made 
the  canal,  which  will  be  finished  in  1914,  a  possibility. 
The  hospitals  of  the  isthmus  are  very  good.     They  :^re 
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located  at  Colon  and  Ancon.  A  sanitarium,  where  con- 
valescents are  sent  for  fifteen  days,  is  situated  at 
Taboga,  an  island  in  the  Pacific.  Medical  attention 
of  any  sort  is  free  to  the  Isthmian  Canal  employes  and 
their  families. 

The  Tivoli  Hotel,  the  finest  on  the  isthmus,  is  located 
at  Ancon.  It  is  a  fine  building,  with  great  pillars,  quite 
modern  enough  for  an  American  city. 

We  are  now  having  the  rainy  season  here.  It  begins 
the  middle  of  April  and  lasts  until  the  middle  of 
December.  At  times  during  the  day,  the  sky  will  be 
clear.  Then  all  of  a  sudden  there  will  be  a  veritable 
cloudburst.  For  the  past  three  days  it  has  rained 
constantly.  I  am  standing  the  climate  very  well,  for 
which  I  am  thankful,  as  we  expect  to  stay  on  the 
isthmus  two  years. 

We  have  a  few  friends  here  that  are  appreciated. 
One  has  to  be  very  general  and  very  impersonal  in 
conversation  because  gossip  is  a  chief  form  of  amuse- 
ment. Everything  and  everybody  is  such  a  matter  of 
general  interest.  The  discipline  is  no  doubt  good 
for  me. 

I  am  enjoying  it  all,  including  the  queer  housekeep- 
ing and  the  unusual  surroundings.  There  is  so  much 
of  life  and  interest  always  that  I  haven't  the  time  to 
think  of  being  lonesome.  But  one  thing  I  shall  be 
glad  to  receive,  and  that  is  news  from  you  girls.

ALPHA'S  HOME 

I  expect  you  will  all  be  somewhat  interested  to  know 
how  your  young  sister.  Alpha,  is  living,  'way  out  here 
in  the  far,  far  comer  of  the  United  States. 

The  chapter  house  is  only  two  blocks  from  the 
University,  and  is  in  one  of  Seattle's  best  residence 
sections.     It  is  a  place  where  every  sorority  and  fra- 
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temity  strives  to  establish  its  home.  In  the  last  two 
years  fourteen  fraternities  and  sororities  have  estab- 
lished new  homes  in  the  district.  Besides  these,  sev- 
eral of  the  others  own  lots  here.  The  district  is  called 
University  Park,  and  is  strictly  a  residence  district. 

Our  chapter  house  commands  one  of  the  finest  views 
in  the  West,  as  well  as  in  Seattle.  Lake  Washington, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  lakes  in  this  section 
of  the  country,  may  be  seen  plainly  from  the  front 
of  the  house,  as  it  is  only  about  five  blocks  from  our 
home.  Beyond  Lake  Washington  in  the  distance  may 
be  seen  a  large  portion  of  the  Cascade  range,  with  its 
numberless  snow-capped  peaks,  including  the  pride 
of  Washington — Mount  Ranier.  From  the  back  of 
the  house  may  be  seen  the  rugged  Olympics  in  all  their 
splendor.  We  have  the  most  beautiful  sunrises  and 
sunsets  that  one  could  ever  wish  to  see. 

Since  Lake  Washington  is  so  near,  it  affords  us 
much  pleasure,  as  every  one  is  enthusiastic  over  canoe- 
ing and  launch  riding.  Besides  this  pleasure,  we  have 
beautiful  walks  and  drives  around  the  three  lakes — 
Washington,  Union,  and  Greenlake.  These  lakes  are 
within  a  half-mile  of  each  other,  and  the  campus 
extends  along  the  shores  of  both  Washington  and 
Union. 

The  University  is  located  about  five  miles  from  the 
heart  of  the  city,  and  it  takes  about  thirty  minutes  to 
go  to  and  from.  In  one  way,  it  seems  to  us  as  if  we 
were  in  a  small  university  town  and  still  able  to  enjoy 
all  the  advantages  of  the  city  life. 

Now  I  will  tell  you  a  little  about  the  life  at  the 
chapter  house. 

First,  we  have  a  modern  sorority  house  of  twelve 
rooms,  besides  a  large  reception  room  on  the  first  floor. 
We  have  a  very  nice  place  to  dance  by  merely  open- 
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ing  Up  the  dining-room  and  reception  hall,  both  adjoin- 
ing the  living-room.  A  very  large  fireplace  is  in  the 
middle  of  the  side  of  the  living-room ;  it  is  just  oppo- 
site the  large  hall  door.  Above  the  fireplace,  below  the 
mantel,  we  have  a  Chi  Omega  shield,  a  gift  of  the 
Gordon  girls  of  Pi.  Above  the  mantel,  hanging  from 
the  ceiling,  we  have  a  large  Chi  Omega  banner.  All 
the  rooms  of  the  house  are  large.  One  room,  which 
is  especially  dear  to  us  Chi  Omegas,  our  chapter  room, 
is  very  spacious.  It  is  about  twenty-five  feet  long  and 
fifteen  feet  wide.  It  serves  its  purpose  well  indeed,  for 
we  are  then  away  from  all  disturbance — Freshmen  and 
the  like! 

Every  week  each  girl  is  assigned  duties  which  she 
must  perform  during  that  week.  This  includes  such 
things  as  piano,  doorbell,  telephone,  and  so  forth. 
There  are  ten  girls  living  in  the  house  at  present, 
and  everything  goes  on  smoothly. 

By  faculty  ruling,  the  girls  cannot  have  the  college 
boys  call  on  school  nights,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion of  the  chaperon.  On  Friday  and  Saturday  even- 
ings the  boys  must  leave  the  house  at  half-past  ten, 
and  on  Sunday  evening  at  ten  o'clock. 

We  have  just  established  a  little  black-mark  book  for 
the  Freshmen.  In  this  we  put  a  black  mark  every  time 
we  think  they  are  deserving  of  one.  Before  initiation 
the  marks  will  be  counted,  and  the  more  black  marks 
the  more  windows  she  will  have  to  wash. 

One  night  in  fraternity  meeting,  one  of  the  girls 
remarked,  '*I  wJsh  I  always  could  tell  just  how  I  looked 
to  other  people."  The  rest  of  us  promptly  asserted  the 
same  thing.  One  suggestion  led  to  another,  until  we 
decided  to  give  a  "good-for-the-order"  meeting  and 
include  the  Freshmen.  The  way  we  managed  it  was 
this :    We  placed  a  little  box  in  the  hall  and  whenever 
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a  girl  noticed  some  fault  of  a  sister's,  she  wrote  it 
on  a  small  piece  of  paper  and  put  it  in  the  box.  At 
the  end  of  a  week  we  noticed  the  box  was  by  no 
means  empty.  We  had  the  G.  H.  first  read  over  the 
slips,  and  then,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  we  held  the 
meeting.  Every  one  was  anxious  for  help  and  no  one 
in  a  mood  to  be  offended.  Well,  you  would  be  sur- 
prised at  the  great  number  of  beneficial  things  each 
one  of  us  received ;  for  instance,  within  a  day  or  two 
you  would  notice  a  new  hair-net,  a  different  colwed 
belt,  or  would  not  hear  a  certain  slang  word  again. 
We  were  all  so  well  pleased  with  it  that  we  expect  to 
hold  another  one  soon. 

I  know  what  I  have  said  here  is  not  a  great  deal, 
but  it  will  give  you  a  little  insight  into  a  few  of  the 
things  we  are  doing.  We  only  wish  more  of  you 
could  come  and  visit  Alpha  and  see  for  yourselves.

THE  CHAPTER/HOUSE  VOICE 

What  does  the  phrase,  "A  chapter-house  voice,"  call 
up  to  your  minds,  I  wonder?  Do  you  hear  the  shrill 
cry  of  "T-e-1-e-p-h-o-n-e,  K-a-t-i-e  !"  shouted  from  the 
first  floor  to  the  third,  or  a  treble  duet  punctuated  by 
hysterical  shrieks  and  the  oft-repeated  refrain,  **I 
thought  I  should  die"?  Next  time  you  approach  your 
chapter  house,  suppose  you  pretend  you  are  merely  a 
disinterested  passerby ;  keep  your  ears  open,  and,  with- 
out prejudice,  ask  yourself  if  you  entirely  approve  of 
the  suggestion  of  '*sweet  bells,  jangled  out  of  tune." 

This  matter  of  voices  has  taken  on  a  new  signifi- 
cance in  the  last  six  weeks,  since  I  have  been  in  the 
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hospital,  where  one's  chief  diversion  is  in  trying  to 
differentiate  the  various  sounds.  Each  step  is  indi- 
vidual, and  every  voice  distinct.  The  more  experi- 
enced nurses  and  the  most  successful  have  very  pleas- 
ing, comforting,  and  restful  voices,  I  have  observed. 
Yet  even  they  do  not  realize,  perhaps,  how  greatly  this 
one  attribute  adds  to  the  value  of  their  ministrations. 
This  holds  true  in  the  same  degree  with  regard  to 
physicians.  Their  brisk  "Good  morning!'*  is  often 
more  effective  than  their  prescriptions.  For  many 
days  when  my  broken  ankle  was  most  painful,  I  won- 
dered how  it  was  I  felt  so  full  of  hope ;  the  moment 
my  doctor  entered  the  room  he  inspired  me  with  con- 
fidence. Suddenly  one  day  I  realized  it  was  his  voice ! 
Not  long  after  he  lound  me  writing  when  he  came, 
and  wanted  to  know  what  I  was  trying  to  do.  I  told 
him  I  was  making  a  desperate  attempt  to  convince 
my  sisters  in  the  Greek-letter  family  that  there  is  no 
charm  more  irresistible  than  a  beautiful  voice.  He 
was  interested  at  once ;  he  said  he  had  been  to  lunch  at 
a  chapter  house — in  fact,  that  he  knew  two  girls  in  a 
certain  fraternity  who  made  the  resolution  not  to  shout 
at  the  table,  the  melancholy  result  being  that  theii 
remarks  were  lost  in  the  din,  and  they  finally  with- 
drew into  silence  three  times  a  day.  As  he  left  he 
bade  me  finish  my  article  at  once,  for  the  sake  of 
mankind  as  well  as  for  the  sake  of  womankind,  and 
since  I  have  formed  the  habit  of  obeying  his  orders,  1 
proceeded  to  follow  out  his  parting  injunction  with  all 
possible  speed. 

Not  only  in  the  medical  profession  does  a  gentle 
voice  materially  add  to  the  attractiveness  and  efficiency 
of  its  possessor,  biU  in  whatever  kind  of  work  one 
engages  it  will  be  found  an  inestimable  aid.  For 
example,  many  of  you  are  now  preparing  to  become 
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teachers ;  some  of  you  have  already  begun,  and  I  dare 
say  very  few  of  you  have  ever  considered  this  impor- 
tant subject.  Yet  it  is  true  that  many  an  otherwise 
good  teacher  has  failed  to  maintain  order  and  inspire 
confidence  by  overlooking  the  fact  that  her  pupils  were 
sensitive  to  tones.  Why  not  round  out  your  prepara- 
tion by  considering  details  as  vital  as  this  beforehand  ? 
There  is  no  better  place  to  practise  than  in  your  chap- 
ter house.  Nothing  could  be  better  for  you,  or  for  the 
house ! 

What  I  say  here  is  not  directed  at  Chi  Omegas 
merely,  and  surely  not  at  conditions  in  any  one  chapter 
house ;  but  what  is  common  to  sorority  houses  in  gen- 
eral. There  is  no  denying  that  there  is  a  distinct  type 
of  voice  noticeable  wherever  girls  are  living  together 
in  a  club.  In  this  place  I  am  not  going  to  concern 
myself  with  the  problem  in  boarding-houses,  where  the 
landlady  is  responsible;  in  dormitories  directed  by  a 
capable  matron ;  or  in  scattered  clubs  where  there  are 
often  no  rules  of  conduct  but  those  each  individual 
makes  for  herself.  But  I  do  feel  very  strongly  that, 
as  a  fraternity,  it  behooves  us  to  guard  jealously  our 
reputation  as  gentlewomen.  We  are  part  of  a  great 
scheme;  whatever  we  do  influences  the  reputation  of 
the  whole.  If  an  ugly  fault  creeps  into  our  family 
circle,  love  and  the  spirit  of  mutual  helpfulness  bid  us 
reprove  it  and  drive  it  out,  rather  than  overlook  it. 

This  atmosphere  of  home  life  is  one  of  the  induce- 
ments we  offer  a  girl  when  we  ask  her  to  live  at  our 
house;  we  repeat  the  remark  with  emphasis  to  her 
mother.  Imagine  that  lady's  surprise  when  she  visits 
her  daughter  in  the  middle  of  the  semester  and  finds 
her  screeching  as  persistently  and  happily  as  the  dis- 
cordant blue  jay.  Now,  the  strange  thing  about  it  is 
that  this  same  girl  becomes  perfectly  normal  again 
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when  she  is  at  home  for  the  holidays.  It  does  not  occur 
to  her  there  to  scream  her  conversation  from  room 
to  room.  In  fact,  she  is  the  one  who  admonishes  her 
small  brothers  and  sisters  to  play  more  quietly,  "like 
little  ladies  and  gentlemen."  A  mere  suggestion  as 
to  the  impression  the  sorority-house  voice  makes  on 
a  stranger  should  be  sufficient  to  open  the  eyes  of 
such  a  girl  to  the  realization  that  there  cannot  be  two 
standards  of  ladylike  conduct,  one  for  home  and 
another  for  college. 

One  of  the  arguments  against  higher  education  for 
women  has  been  that  it  sends  them  forth  crammed 
with  facts  but  lacking  in  grace  of  poise.  Now,  one  of 
the  first  indications  of  self-control  is  a  well-modulated 
voice,  and  by  that  I  do  not  mean  necessarily  one  that 
has  been  trained  in  elocutionary  gymnastics,  but  one 
that  shows  the  owner  is  master  of  it.  And  did  it  ever 
occur  to  you  that  this  is  the  one  personal  quality  that 
is  under  our  control?  We  cannot  change  the  color 
of  our  eyes,  we  cannot  add  one  cubit  to  our  stature, 
but  it  lies  in  our  power  to  make  our  voices  as  potent 
to  charm  as  we  wish.  If  you  stop  to  analyze  it,  you 
will  find  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  people  who 
"get  on  your  nerves"  for  no  apparent  reason  are  those 
who  use  their  voices  mechanically  to  grind  out  worHs, 
rather  than  as  instruments  capable  of  expressing  all 
ranges  of  feeling  and  purpose.  Why  is  it  that  though 
we  all  dislike  unpleasant  voices  in  other  people,  we 
never  pause  to  consider  our  own? 

We  American  girls  have  been  criticised  too  often 
by  such  men  as  Howells  in  our  own  country,  and 
Kipling  abroad,  not  to  know  that  we  are  notorious  for 
our  high  and  loud  nasal  voices.  Are  we  to  continue 
thus  calmly  to  suffer  in  comparison  with  the  gentle- 
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voiced  English  woman  in  this  respect?  Heaven  forbid 
that  any  of  the  Greek  sisterhood  should  go  buoyantly 
about  Europe  demonstrating  the  American  twang ! 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  this  practical  and  common- 
place treatment  of  my  subject  to  the  poetic  thoughts 
that  prompted  it.  To  literature  I  meant  to  turn  and 
draw  from  it  many  happy  remarks  about  vocal  beauty. 
I  confess  that  it  has  been  hard  to  keep  my  pen  from 
writing,  without  respect  to  the  context,  *'Her  voice 
was  like  the  voice  the  stars  had  when  they  sang 
together." 

Under  the  influence  of  a  charming  teacher  of  Eng- 
lish, I  have  for  some  time  been  interested  in  collect- 
ing noujis,  adjectives,  phrases,  and  descriptions  of 
voices.  It  is  a  very  profitable  pastime ;  I  recommend 
it  to  you!  Before  you  know  it,  you  will  be  as  much 
in  danger  of  becoming  a  voice  enthusiast  as  I  am. 

Spectator-wise,  I  think  I  shall  soon  turn  my  atten- 
tion seriously  to  that  vocal  exercise  called  laughter, 
though  the  more  I  observe  it  in  those  about  me  the 
sadder  I  grow.  The  subject  is  full  of  matter  for  a 
thesis.  Some  day  I  shall  endeavor  to  treat  it  as  fully 
as  it  deserves,  in  chronological  order,  as,  for  example, 
(i)  infant  mirth,  (2)  youth's  roar,  (3)  maiden  giggles, 
(4)  society  simpers,  (5)  college-girl  shrieks,  and 
(6)  age's  unrestraint.  My  task  shall  be  to  show  the 
evolution  of  the  laugh,  to  point  out  the  rapid  changes 
through  which  it  is  going,  and  to  try  to  restore  its 
original  character  before  it  is  too  late ! 

When  I  have  reached  a  more  advanced  stage  in  the 
pursuit  of  my  hobby,  I  suppose  I  shall  turn  to  songs, 
old  and  new,  in  hope  of  gleaning  some  melodious  trib- 
utes to  the  art  of  gentle  speaking.

PHI  ALPHA  AT  HOME 

(In  a  Chapter  Room) 

The  quick  catch  of  a  street  door,  a  clear  whistle  and 
answer,  then  a  scurry  of  eager  feet  up  innumerable 
chocolate  layer-cake  steps,  a  dozen  girls  bursting  with 
a  gasp  and  a  laugh  into  their  sky  eyrie — ^and  Phi  Alpha 
is  at  home.  It  is  a  Saturday  afternoon,  and  outside 
it  is  raining — a  cold,  dreary  November  drizzle  on  the 
city  streets.    But  it  isn't  raining  inside — ever.     Some- 
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times — but  this  is  a  secret — it  storms;  but  it  is  some- 
thing like  a  storm  with  the  sun  shining  through,  for 
there's  a  Spirit  in  these  rooms  that  will  not  down,  and 
breaks  up  our  most  serious  discussions.  It's  the  Spirit 
of  the  Place,  and  it's  name  is  Laughter,  and  it  is  with 
us  now,  shield  against  all  the  ills  that  beset  the  minds 
of  men — but  especially  of  g^rls. 

On  the  window-seat  in  the  corner  a  heated  discus- 
sion on  some  moral  question  is  being  carried  on  by  a 
frivolous  trio  who  tripped  the  light  fantastic  till  the 
wee-est  hour  of  this  same  morning.  Across  the  room, 
curled  into  the  corners  of  the  big  davenport,  a  com- 
mittee is  discussing  gravely  the  relative  merits  of 
chicken  salad  versus  those  of  oysters,  knowing  full 
well  that  they  will  finally  decide  on  something  quite 
different  from  either.  Another  eager  group  about  a 
bride-to-be — all  professedly  vowed  to  the  maiden  state 
— are  deep  in  the  wonders  of  that  trousseau,  while 
their  fingers  fly  or  idle  over  bits  of  work,  "Old  Faith- 
fuls," that  have  become  heirlooms  in  the  chapter,  so 
familiar  are  they  to  its  members  by  long  acquaintance. 

At  the  table  one  girl  started  to  play  "solitaire,''  but 
now  she  is  sitting  back  with  a  twinkle  in  her  eye,  while 
three  other  hands  move  the  cards  swiftly,  and  three 
other  plans  of  solution  clash  wildly  above  the  helpless 
bits  of  pasteboard.  By  the  bookcase,  **undistracted  by 
the  sounds  around  her,"  sits  the  Student,  deep  in  a 
frivolous  book.    For  this  is  Saturday,  and  it  is  raining. 

Another  clatter  on  the  stairs,  and  two  more  girls, 
breathless  and  rain-starred,  break  in  upon  the  peaceful 
company.  **We's  just  been  to  see  that  girl  from  Chi, 
and  she  a  dear/'  announces  one ;  and  "I've  just  had  the 
szveetest  letter  from  a  Gamma  girl,"  cuts  in  the  other, 
and  then  they  are  chased  to  the  "aunty-room"  to  shed 
their  wet  wraps. 
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The  aunty-room  is  an  institution.  There  we  cook 
our  lunches — and  sometimes  dinners — behind  the  big 
screen  ;  write  our  letters,  mend  our  gloves,  powder  our 
noses,  and  are  tucked  in  on  the  couch  when  a  head- 
ache gets  the  better  of  a  chattering  tongue.  Then  you 
lie  there,  one  hand  under  your  cheek,  the  cool  touch 
of  a  sister  now  and  again  on  your  forehead,  and  as 
your  eyes  stray  across  the  chapter  banners  hung  all 
about  the  room,  your  mind  drifts  from  chapter  to 
chapter,  and  wonders  what  "our  girls"  are  doing  now. 

Back  among  the  rest  are  the  newcomers,  and  the 
scattered  groups  are  resolved  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  all  talking  at  once,  until  there  is  a  sudden  cry 
of  "Shut  the  door !"  and  Buttons — Vm  afraid  to  divulge 
her  identity — stalks  to  the  door  with  all  the  dignity  of 
five  feet  minus  an  inch,  and  imposes  a  slight  barrier 
between  a  dozen  feminine  tongues  and  the  long- 
suffering  housekeeper  of  the  Woman's  Building.  She's 
our  guardian  angel,  and  it  behooves  us  not  to  fray  her 
wings. 

Exhausted  at  last,  there  is  a  lull,  while  we  all  sink 
comfortably  into  the  nearest  seat,  couch,  floor,  or  lap, 
and  settle,  with  a  sigh  of  relief,  for  a  cheerful  gossip. 
All  the  dear,  familiar  things  about  us,  the  bright  walls, 
the  charter  and  banner,  loving-cup  and  bulletin-board, 
where  is  spiked  the  last  letter  from  some  wandering 
sister — but  most  of  all  the  faces  about  us — all  are 
Home,  and  speak  of  Friendship  and  Peace. 

One  hand  slips  into  another  with  a  loving  little 
snuggle  and  a  smiling  look ;  a  laugh  rings  out  at  some 
droll  account  of  disinherited  woes,  a  murmur  heard 
of  "Let  me  come  over  and  help  you  to-morrow — those 
things  of  mine  can  wait/'  and  "YouVe  tired — ^why 
don't  you  go  a  little  slower?"  Then,  suddenly,  past, 
present,  and  future  students  of  Shakespeare  spring  to 
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a  discussion  cf  the  character  of  Kate  the  Shrew,  with 
commentaries  on  Petruchio  by  the  way  that  might 
have  been  valuable  to  the  poet  himself.  And  next,  a 
teacher  in  the  graded  schools  convulses  and  grips  us 
with  the  story  of  a  day*s  struggle  with  the  ten-year- 
olds  of  the  riflfraff  of  a  city.  But  as  the  dusk  falls,  the 
talk  drifts  surely  to  the  future,  personal  plans  and 
dreams  that  bind  us  all  together  with  a  knowledge  of 
the  others*  hopes. 

Love  and  Laughter,  Sacrifice  and  Sympathy,  Work 
and  Dreams — these,  which  are  to  be  our  world-life, 
form  now  our  chapter-life,  and  as  through  them  we 
are  Phi  Alphas,  so  through  them  are  we  forever  Chi 
Omegas.

BUYING  CHAPTER  HOUSES 

When  most  of  our  alumnse  were  in  college,  those 
chapters  which  are  now  buying  their  houses  and  trying 
to  own  them  were  then  renters.  The  main  thing  was 
to  pay  the  rent,  which  was  usually  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $600,  at  the  minimum,  per  year.  Now  the 
chapters  are  buying  their  houses  "on  time,"  and,  besides 
paying  the  annual  instalments,  arc  paying  interest  on 
the  balance  due.  Under  the  most  liberal  system  of 
instalment,  where  the  instalment  required  each  year 
is  $250,  the  amount  that  the  chapter  has  to  pay  out 
will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $750.  where  the  house 
bought  costs  between  seven  and  ten  thousand  dollars. 
I  might  explain  by  instalment  that  if  a  lionsc  is  bought, 
say,  for  $10,000,  and  the  instalment  that  has  to  be 
paid  is  the  very  small  one  of  $250,  then  at  this  rate 
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of  $250  per  year  as  instalment  on  the  principal  it  will 
be  forty  years  before  the  house  is  paid  for.  The  first 
year,  besides  this  payment  of  $250,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  the  chapter  to  keep  up  the  interest,  which,  at  six 
per  cent,  will  be  $600,  making  a  sum  total  of  $850 
which  the  chapter  will  have  to  pay  out  for  rental ;  and 
besides  this,  the  chapter,  now  owning  its  own  house 
nominally,  if  not  in  fact,  will  have  to  keep  up  the 
repairs,  put  in  a  heating  plant,  have  the  floors  fixed, 
pay  the  taxes  and  do  other  things  that  come  inci- 
dentally which  makes  about  $200  more,  thus  bringing 
the  rental  of  the  house  up  to  about  $1,000.  Right  here 
it  might  be  well  to  stop  and  question  whether  it  would 
not  be  better  to  rent  a  house  and  pay  a  good  high  rental 
and  have  the  privilege  of  moving  out  after  the  lease 
of  two,  three,  or  four  years  has  expired.  For,  even 
though  a  house  is  bought  for  $5,000,  or  even  less,  the 
ratio  of  expense  and  cost  will  be  the  same  as  in  the 
case  of  buying  on  time  a  $10,000  property,  except  that 
the  figures  will  be  smaller.  The  result  is  the  same. 
The  chapter  pays  an  enormous  rental  when  buying  a 
house  on  time.  Of  course,  the  advocates  of  the  house- 
buying  system  will  say  that  the  interest  decreases  every 
year ;  but,  even  granted  it  does,  the  decrease,  when  an 
instalment  of  only  $250  is  paid,  with  the  interest  run- 
ning at  six  per  cent,  is  only  $15  a  year. 

If  the  active  chapter  was  paying  this  money  out,  the 
alumnae  would  have  nothing  to  say  about  the  way  they 
were  running  their  finances.  But  all  will  agree  with 
me  that  the  alumnae  come  in  for  their  part  in  the  pay- 
ments in  this  buying  scheme.  The  alumnae  are  cer- 
tainly given  the  privilege  of  contributing,  and  if  an 
alumna  is  at  all  able,  she  is  always  willing  and  glad 
to  contribute  her  share.  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
alumnae  to  help  their  chapters,  even  after  they  are  out 
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of  college.  But,  taken  from  a  financial  point  of  view, 
why  should  not  the  alumnae  themselves  profit  in  this 
scheme  of  buying?  And,  indeed,  why  should  they  not 
profit  if  it  is  going  to  be  to  the  interest  of  the  chapter, 
too! 

Under  present  conditions,  buying  the  house  on  time, 
and  making  yearly  instalment  payments,  the  alumnae 
contribute  anywhere  from  five  to  ten  or  even  more 
dollars  per  year.  This  is  clear  outgo  from  the  alumnae 
and  will  never  return,  and  it  goes  to  the  person  who 
holds  the  mortgage  and  who  is  being  paid  the  yearly 
instalment  and  interest.  Now,  say,  by  unusual  gen- 
erosity of  the  alumnae,  or  even  on  account  of  the  gen- 
erosity of  some  of  the  active  girls,  this  whole  debt 
incurred  in  the  buying  is  paid  off  entirely  within  twenty 
years  instead  of  the  forty  which  it  would  take  in  the 
course  of  time  and  events,  the  girl  who  has  paid  $io 
a  year  for  this  whole  time  would  have  paid  in  $200, 
or  if  she  paid  for  forty  years,  which  might  not  be 
unusual  if  she  lived  and  could  afford  it,  she  would  have 
paid  in  $400 ;  and  what  would  she  have  to  show  for  this 
$400?  (For  people  do  like  to  have  something  to  show 
for  what  they  have  spent.)  She  would  have  nothing, 
though  the  money  might  not  have  been  wasted,  for  the 
chapter  after  so  long  a  time,  would  own  the  house.  In 
some  cases,  however,  it  might  be  worse  than  wasted, 
for  possibly  the  town  would  have  changed  and  shifted, 
so  that  the  location  would  not  be  so  desirable  as  in 
the  first  place;  still,  this  would  not  be  very  likely  to 
happen,  on  the  account  of  the  stability  of  the  college 
buildings  and  location  of  the  colIcG^e  itself. 

Now,  as  to  the  proposition  which  I  have  in  mind, 
which  would  make  the  scheme  of  house-owning  coop- 
erative, and  be  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  alumnae 
who  contribute,  but  also  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
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active  chapter  itself.  To  take  an  example  in  round 
numbers  and  to  explain  it,  I  will  make  a  little  outline. 
Say  the  property  costs  $10,000,  as  I  have  already  made 
some  figures  on  that  basis.  Take  this  $10,000  and 
divide  it  into  200  shares  of  $50  each.  Say  the  house 
could  accommodate  from  ten  to  fourteen  girls,  who 
would  be  in  the  house  for  the  school  term  of  nine 
months,  or  thirty-six  weeks,  and  each  of  these  g^rls 
pay  on  the  average  $2.50  per  week,  including  room 
rent  and  local  dues  for  light,  laundry,  fuel,  etc.  At 
$2.50  per  week  this  will  be  $10  per  month,  or  $90  per 
year,  for  room  rent,  incidentals,  etc. 

Price  of  house,  $10,000. 

Shares,  200. 

Par  value  each  share,  $50. 

Guaranteed  interest  or  dividend,  five  per  cent. 

Capacity  of  house,  ten  to  fourteen. 

Average  yearly  cost  to  each  girl,  $90. 

With  ten  girls  in  house,  income,  $900. 

With  fourteen  girls  in  house,  income,  $1,260. 

Interest  on  $10,000  at  five  per  cent,  $500. 

Net  to  chapter  with  ten  girls  in  house,  $400. 

Net  to  chapter  with  fourteen  girls  in  house,  $760. 

Expenses  which  chapter  has  to  meet: 

Guaranteed  interest  or  dividend $500 

Taxes 100 

Lights  and  water 100 

Laundry  and  housecleaning 200 


900 


If  fourteen  girls  were  in  the  house,  there  would  be 
$360  more  to  spend,  which  could  be  used  to  advantage 
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in  rushing,  making  repairs,  improvements,  etc.  When 
the  guaranteed  interest  or  dividends  are  paid  the  house 
rental,  exclusive  of  repairs  is  $500.  When  the  instal- 
ment and  interest  plan  is  followed  the  house  rental, 
exclusive  of  repairs,  is  $850  per  year,  diminishing  at 
the  rate  of  $15  per  year  on  interest  account. 

At  the  end  of  twenty  years,  paying  five  per  cent 
dividends,  the  chapter  has  paid  out  $10,000,  or  at  the 
rental  rate  of  $500  per  year.  At  the  end  of  forty  years 
instalment  system  the  chapter  has  paid  out  $10,000 
principal  and  $12,300  interest,  a  sum  total  of  $22,300, 
or  at  the  rental  rate  of  $550  per  year. 

Thus  it  shows  that  at  the  end  of  twenty  years  pay- 
ing dividends  to  the  alumnfe  the  chapter  has  paid  a 
yearly  rental  of  $500,  while  under  the  instalment  plan 
the  chapter  has  paid  a  yearly  rental  of  $550  per  year 
for  forty  years,  and  does  not  come  into  possession  of 
the  property  for  forty  years.  Under  the  dividend  plan 
the  chapter  comes  into  possession  of  the  property 
within  twenty  years  and  has  rent  free  for  twenty  years, 
while  under  the  instalment  plan  the  chapter  pays  on 
the  average  a  yearly  rental  of  $550  for  forty  years. 

Now,  say  the  alumnae  took  shares,  as  suggested 
above,  at  $50  per  share,  and  were  paid  five  per  cent 
dividends  yearly.  At  the  end  of  twenty  years  the 
dividends  w^ould  have  paid  them  back  their  principal, 
and  the  chapter  would  have  had  the  use  of  the  money. 
However,  if  the  alumnae  had  given  these  several  $50 
gifts,  the  chapter  would  have  had  to  add  $50  to  them 
and  would  not  have  gotten  the  property  for  forty 
years,  and  the  alumnae  would  not  have  been  paid  back 
their  subscription  to  the  fund.  Under  the  share  plan, 
the  alumnae  give  the  interest  on  $50  for  twenty  years, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  twenty  years  they  have  been  paid 
back  the  entire  principal,  and  the  chapter    owns  the 
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house;  that  is,  after  the  alumnae  have  been  paid  back 
their  principal,  the  share  vests  in  the  chapter  itself, 
which  becomes  the  owner.  The  chapter  has  gotten  the 
property  at  exactly  the  purchase  price,  and  the  alumnae 
are  not  out  a  single  cent,  except  the  interest  on  their 
principal.  If  this  giving  the  interest  is  too  altruistic, 
then  let  the  shares  be  perpetual,  and  always  pay  the 
dividend  of  five  per  cent.  If  this  were  the  case,  it 
would  not  be  hard  to  find  investors,  for  if  an  interest 
of  five  per  cent  were  guaranteed  it  would  be  gilt-edged. 
Rut  the  other  plan  would  only  appeal  to  the  alumnae. 
As  it  is,  we  are  paying  $io  a  year,  and  it  does  not  come 
back  in  any  way. 

This  is  only  a  plan,  and  is  offered  only  as  such.  It 
may  seem  too  much  like  building  a  Panama  Canal,  but 
I  believe  that  if  each  individual  chapter  took  it  up 
it  could  be  carried  out.  Right  here  I  want  to  say  that 
I  think  this  chapter-house  ownership  is  a  personal  mat- 
ter with  each  chapter,  and  I  do  not  approve  of  the 
national  plan  of  having  a  chapter-house  fund  to  loan 
to  the  chapters.  There  will  be  the  inevitable  result 
that  all  will  not  share  alike.  With  our  large  number 
of  chapters,  it  would  take  a  large  amount  of  money  to 
aid  all  even  in  a  small  way,  on  a  like  basis.  And  I 
say  again,  it  would  not  be  right  for  the  national  fund 
to  lend  one  chapter  and  then,  when  the  fund  was  all 
loaned  out,  not  be  able  to  lend  to  others  of  the  chap- 
ters that  might  ask  loans.  There  might  be  some 
national  plan  evolved  under  which  all  the  chapters 
should  act  in  buying  and  owning  houses.  But  as  I 
verily  believe  conditions  are  different  in  each  and  every 
one  of  our  located  chapters,  and  it  should  be  left  to 
each  individual  chapter  to  determine  what  it  will  do, 
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and  if  it  decides  to  own  a  house,  then  that  local  chapter 
and  its  own  alumnae  should  finance  the  scheme.  And  if 
our  national  organization  has  a  surplus  income,  then 
the  dues  ought  to  be  made  smaller,  or  the  Eleusis  put 
on  an  endowed  basis,  and  copies  sent  to  all  alumnae. 
The  interest  of  the  alumnae,  ten  years  after  they  leave 
college,  can  better  be  held  if  they  receive  copies  of  the 
fraternity  magazine  than  in  any  other  way. 

This  may  all  seem  strange  from  a  member  of  the 
house- fund  committee,  but  I  have  been  requested  to 
send  something  to  the  magazine  on  this  subject,  and  I 
thought  now  as  good  as  any  other  time  to  express  an 
opinion  on  the  national,  as  well  as  financial,  aspect 
of  the  matter.  All  the  sisters  should  think  of  this,  for 
probably  it  will  be  before  the  Convention  at  Lexington. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  say  that  if  chapters  will  own 
houses,  let  it  be  the  individual  chapter's  affair.  Do 
not  let  us  put  the  burdens  of  one  chapter  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  other  chapters,  by  creating  a  national 
fund.  But  let  us,  when  we  undertake  a  national  fund, 
create  a  national  fund  which  will  alike  benefit  every 
chapter  in  the  same  degree. 

But  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Chapter-house 
Funds,  I  shall  cooperate  with  anything  that  is  pro- 
posed, provided  it  can  be  shown  to  me  that  it  is  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Fraternity,  and  not  for  some  few 
isolated  individual  chapters.  The  national  organiza- 
tion, in  my  opinion,  should  be  and  act  only  in  those 
matters  which  will  alike  aid,  help,  and  foster  the  whole 
Fraternity  and  every  chapter  of  our  beloved  Fraternity, 
whose  welfare  we  all  should  seek.

Delta  Deha  Delta  has  established  a  chapter  at  the 
University  of  Washington.  Senttle;  Pi  Beta  Phi  at 
the  University  of  Arkansas. 
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The  Circle  of  Zeta  Psi  has  made  its  initial  appear- 
ance. It  lies  among  several  score  of  fraternity  jour- 
nals in  a  garb  of  such  quiet  good  taste  that  it  seems 
not  at  all  a  stranger.  In  what  it  has  to  say  it  is  not 
reactionary  nor  fanatical,  but  is  in  harmony  with  sane 
ideals  of  fraternity  activity  anrl  progress. 


The  college  and  the  fraternity  have  held  a  con- 
spicuous place,  for  a  year  or  more,  and  we  must  con- 
fess that  the  place  has  been  no  lofty  pedestal.  We 
have  listened  to  the  wailings  and  the  scoldings  and 
we  have  watched  the  frowns  without  '^talking  back.'' 
And  now  that  Puck  has  come  forward  analyzing  the 
situation,  we  are  not  likely  to  talk  back  at  all.  Laugh- 
ter is  one  of  the  choice  gifts  of  the  gods  for  keeping 
people  in  ways  of  sympathy  and  faith  and  fair,  clear 
judgments.  It  is  time,  we  believe,  to  catch  the  humor 
in  this  cyclonic  attack  on  fraternities  and  colleges. 
Refreshed  and  quickened  by  it,  we  can  set  about  put- 
ting our  house  in  order  and  p^arnishing  it.  That  is  a 
task  to  which  we  should  take  an  amiable  frame  of 
mind,  not  a  "grouch,"  nor  undue  haste.  Now.  the 
storm  generally  subsidies  when  laughter  comes !  There 
are  abundant  evidences  that  the  storm  of  criticism  lev- 
eled at  the  fraternity  has  spent  itself,  and  it  is  good 
to  feel  that  what  remains  to  be  said  will  be  said  in 
thoughtful  friendliness.  It  is  true  that  in  the  mass  of 
material  before  us,  there  is  some  news  of  a  sensational 
character,  the  principal  item  being  noted  in  the  Palm 
of  A  T  fi,  as  follows : 

By  the  action  of  the  Wisconsin  state  legislature,  the  fra- 
ternities at  the  University  of  Wi'^consin  are  to  be  investi- 
gated by  the  board  of  regents,  the  report  of  the  investigation 
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to  be  presented  at  the  session  of  the  legislature  two  years 
hence.  The  bill  was  introduced  by  Assemblyman  Culbertson, 
a  graduate  of  the  University  with  the  class  of  '92.  The  reso- 
lutions offered  were  in  full  as  follows: 

"Whereas  certain  students  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
have  banded  themselves  into  fraternal  organizations  known  as 
Greek-letter   fraternities   and   Greek-letter   sororities; 

"Whereas  such  organizations  have  had  a  tendency  wherever 
they  have  existed  in  this  country  to  form  cliques  and  social 
classes  anti-democratic  in  tendency; 

"Whereas,  while  we  recognize  that  the  University  is  as 
democratic  as  any  university  in  the  countr>%  yet  evidence  is 
not  wanting  of  a  tendency  toward  a  class  distinction  growing 
out  of  the  conditions  surrounding  fraternity  life;  therefore, 
be  it 

'^Resolved  by  the  assembly,  the  senate  concurring,  That  the 
board  of  regents  of  the  University  be  requested  to  investigate 
the  situation  in  the  fraternities  and  sororities  with  reference 
to  remedying  the  above  tendency,  and  also  with  reference 
to  the  substitution  therefor  of  some  better  system  of  student 
organization,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  investigations 
with  recommendations  to  the  legislature  at  their  next  regular 


session." 


Mr.  Culbertson,  in  his  speech  in  support  of  the  resolutions, 
stated  that,  although  the  fraternities  had  their  good  sides, 
no  one  could  deny  that  they  fostered  aristocracy. 

We  wonder  if  some  political  bee  may  not  be  trying, 
in  its  peculiarly  gentle  way,  to  make  honey  in  the  very 
democratic  bonnet  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Culbertson. 
However,  in  extenuation,  somewhat,  of  ways  of  gov- 
erning bodies,  we  may  say  that  as  a  people  we  are 
prone  to  regard  legislation  as  the  remedy  for  every 
evil.  Sometimes  it  would  be  better  to  trust  to  that 
slower,  safer,  and  more  complete  process  known  as 
evolution.  Evolution  concerns  the  individual,  and  the 
individual   is   the   determinate    factor,   always.      The 
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character  of  a  community  is  not  superior  to  the  char- 
acter of  its  individual  citizens,  nor  is  an  organization 
stronger  than  its  members.  In  short,  the  possibiHties 
of  any  society  may  be  worked  toward,  or  they  may 
be  neglected  and  throttled,  even.  The  individual  deter- 
mines which.  Therefore,  it  is  refreshing  to  glean  from 
the  fraternity  press  and  from  the  utterances  of 
thoughtful  men  that  the  current  needed  is  one  of 
quiet,  purposeful  endeavor  to  achieve,  in  a  larger 
measure,  the  living  out,  in  dividual  ly,  of  our  ideals. 
Time  and  kindly  discussions,  and  faith  and  honest 
effort  are  necessary  all  along  the  way  to  keep  it  free  of 
confusion  and  misapplied  energy. 

The  following  speak  strongly  and  helpfully: 

There  should  be  much  accomplished  by  the  fraternity  at 
large.  The  ideals  of  the  group  are  in  all  cases  elevated  ideals. 
The  fraternity  officers  arc  men  beyond  reproach.  They  should 
be  able  with  a  word  to  change  the  tone  of  a  chapter  house 
which  is  going  wrong.  But  the  fact  is  that  they  do  not 
often  do  this.  For  one  reason  or  another,  the  central  fra- 
ternity is  not  in  evidence  when  the  local  chapter  house  needs 
correcting.  The  plan  of  employing  a  salaried  secretary  to 
unify  and  vitalize  the  various  local  chapters  of  the  fraternity 
seems  to  me  a  very  promising  one.  Such  a  secretary  would 
find  missionary  work  at  hand,  especially  in  certain  chapter 
houses  located  in  cities. — President  Jordan,  of  Stanford  Uni- 
versity, in  The  American  College. 

The  need  is  emphasized  of  some  such  officer  as  a  field 
secretary.  Such  a  friendly  adviser  and  visitor  would  quickly 
see  the  needs  of  the  chapter  that  he  visits.  His  wide  expe- 
rience with  other  chapters  and  his  knowledge  of  what  other 
fraternities  are  doing,  would  enable  him  to  sup[)ly  the  remedy 
at  the  moment  that  he  recognized  the  need.  The  fact  that  he 
was  an  officer  of  the  whole  fraternity,  appointed  for  the  very 
purpose  of  assisting  the  chapters  in  their  attempts  to  perfect 
their  organization  and  conduct,  would  give  him  a  sfindin-^ 
as  a  friend  and  co-worker  which  no  investigating  committee 
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of  either  alumni  or  undergraduates  could  ever  have.  He 
would  be  like  a  physician  hired  by  the  year  to  look  after  the 
health  of  the  family.  It  would  be  for  his  interest  to  do 
his  best,  and  for  the  interest  of  the  family  to  resort  freely 
to  him  even  when  the  need  was  not  great. — A  K  E  Quarterly 
in  Caduceus  of  K  2. 

Wo  feel  that  the  Fraternity,  now  that  its  individual  chap- 
ters and  membership  have  grown  so  strong,  is  w^asting  its 
greatest  possibility  of  strength  and  growth  through  the  lack 
of  a  systematic  central  organization.  It  is  only  through 
such  an  organization  that  the  interest  of  our  alumni  gener- 
ally can  be  maintained.  We  must  keep  them  in  touch  con- 
stantly. 

The  college  fraternity  has  grown  from  merely  an  associa- 
tion of  chosen  students,  banded  together  for  social  and  intel- 
lectual advancement  and  enjoyment,  into  a  true  brotherhood, 
whose  duties  of  membership  do  not  end  with  graduation.  It 
aims  now  to  furnish  a  substitute  for  home  life  and  home 
training  during  the  formative  period  of  a  young  man*s  char- 
acter, and  the  result  it  should  achieve,  if  this  home  life  and 
home  training  are  rightly  carried  out,  is  to  turn  out  into  the 
world  self-respecting,  original-thinking,  self-controlled,  pur- 
poseful gentlemen. — The  Circle  of  Z  ^. 

The  Religious  Education  Association,  the  pre«?idcnt  of  which 
is  this  year  President  Faunce,  of  Brown,  and  which  includes 
in  its  membership  such  men  as  Charles  W.  Kliot  and  nearly 
all  the  presidents  of  our  leading  universities,  is  planning  to 
arrange  for  a  conference  of  members  who  are  interested  in 
fraternities  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  New  York  some  time  in 
the  early  winter,  and  have  submitted  the  matter  to  the  higher 
education  for  cooperation  in  this  plan;  the  object  being  that, 
without  officially  representing  any  fraternity,  those  attending 
may  consider  all  the  subjects  relating  to  college  life,  and  cspe 
cially  the  fraternities  which  are  now  up  at  different  institu- 
tions throughout  the  land. — A  K  E  Quarterly. 

Believing  in  the  fraternity  system  for  our  American  colleges 
and  regarding  its  great  growth  and  development  as  fully  justi- 
fied, we  are  nevertheless  not  unaware  of  its  defects.  Our  aim 
will  be  carefully  and  impartially  to  investigate  the  fraternity 
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system  as  it  exists.  Where  fraternity  conditions  seem  to  tend 
to  the  detriment  of  the  best  interests  of  the  students  or  the 
college,  we  shall  feel  free  to  criticize  the  fraternity  system 
itself  as  well  as  any  particular  feature  or  organization.  Under 
the  head  of  the  student-life  department  we  intend  to  consider 
questions  relating  to  students  in  our  colleges  without  regard 
to  fraternity  membership,  and  hope  that  as  a  result  we  may  be 
able  to  make  some  useful  suggestions. — The  Committee  on 
Fraternities  of  the  Higher  Education  Association,  in  The 
American  College. 

Substitute  the  word  "fraternity''  for  the  word  "col- 
lege" in  the  following: 

The  college  is  meant  to  stimulate  in  a  considerable  number 
of  men  what  would  be  stimulated  in  only  a  few  if  we  were  to 
depend  entirely  upon  nature  and  circumstance.  It  is  for  the 
training  of  the  men  who  are  to  rise  above  the  ranks.  The 
object  of  the  college  is  intellectual  discipline  and  moral  enlight- 
enment. The  man  who  comes  out  of  college  into  the  modern 
world  must  have  got  out  of  it,  if  he  has  not  wasted  four 
vitally  significant  years  of  his  life,  a  quickening  and  a  training 
which  will  make  him  in  some  degree  a  master  among  men. 
If  he  has  got  less,  college  was  not  worth  while. — President 
Woodrow  Wilson,  of  Princeton,  in  Scribncr^s  and  Shield  of 
*  K  4^. 


I  believe  in  the  discipline  of  Delta  Upsilon,  and  I  consider 
it  altogether  the  best  discipline  I  ever  got,  and  without  dis- 
paraging my  instructors  in  Colgate  and  Brown,  I  would  say 
that  I  got  here  my  standards  that  made  it  mean  that  men 
shall  be  worth  while,  the  desire  that  every  one  shall  excel  in 
a  worthy  way,  without  being  over-conscious  of  his  eflFort,  the 
desire  of  excellence  of  work  in  college  and  moral  worth. — 
Governor  Hughes  at  Coljj^ate  Chapter  banquet  of  A  T. 

All  fraternity  people  should  be  able  to  make  some 
such  statement  of  benefit  received  from  their  respective 
fraternities.      Of    course,    to    receive    things    vitally 
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worth  while  is  merely  enlargement  of  our  powers  of 
service  and  the  exercise  of  those  powers  determines 
how  much  we  shall  receive. 


The  spirit  of  Pan-Hellenicism  is  growing? 

More  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  in  1883  to  be  exact, 
a  meeting  of  fraternity  editors  was  held  in  Philadelphia,  to 
discuss  matters  of  common  interest  to  all  of  the  fraternities. 
The  meeting  was  fairly  representative,  twenty-one  official  rep- 
resentatives of  thirteen  fraternities  being  present,  besides 
twenty-one  other  fraternity  men.  An  interfratemity  press 
association  was  formed,  and  it  was  decided  there  should  be 
a  pan-hellenic  conference  in  1884,  provided  that  ten  fra- 
ternities should  signify  their  intention  of  participating. 

This  meeting  of  editors  was  the  first  meeting  ever  held  by 
general  fraternity  officials.  But  the  proposed  pan-hellenic  con- 
ference was  never  held,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  not  gener- 
ally approved  by  the  various  fraternities.  At  that  time  there 
was  entirely  too  much  jealousy  between  the  fraternities,  so 
much  as  to  make  united  action  on  any  subject  impossible. 

During  the  World's  Fair,  at  Chicago,  in  1893,  there  was 
a  Pan-Hellenic  Congress  in  that  city,  which  was  attended  by 
about  three  hundred  Greeks,  men  and  woman.  The  exercises 
consisted  of  papers  on  fraternity  topics,  read  at  a  general 
meeting,  followed  by  a  social  gathering.  During  the  Cotton 
States  Exposition,  at  Atlanta  two  years  later,  the  American 
Pan-Hellenic  Society  was  formed,  though  its  objects  were  not 
definitely  expressed.  Officers  and  an  executive  committee 
were  chosen,  with  power  to  select  the  next  place  of  meeting. 
But  nothing  permanent  resulted  from  the  meetings  in  1883, 
1893,  or  1895. 

But  this  year  there  have  been  two  meetings  which  indicate 
the  possibility  that  fraternities  have  nearly  reached  the  point 
where  they  will  be  willing  to  unite  on  plans  and  policies  which 
will  meet  the  approval  of  all.  One  was  the  sixth  annual 
convention  of  the  National  Religious  Education  Association, 
which  met  in  Chicago  in  February.  The  other  was  the  dinner 
of   fraternity   editors   in    New    York   in   March,    which    was 
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attended  by  sixteen  men,  representing  fourteen  fraternities. 
We  earnestly  hope  that  these  meetings  will  lead  to  some  sort 
of  coopration  between  fraternities  in  regard  to  the  problems 
with  which  all  of  them  are  confronted. 

In  addition  to  "rushing''  evils,  a  matter  of  great  importance 
which  certainly  deserves  the  attention  of  all  self-respecting 
fraternities,  is  that  of  adopting  proper  means  of  keeping  their 
members  keyed  up  to  a  creditable  standard  of  scholarship. 
It  is  now  a  great  reproach  to  fraternities  that  many  chap- 
ters have  men  whose  class  standing  is  so  poor  that  they  cannot 
pass  college  examinations.  After  inglorious,  aimless,  and  idle 
careers  at  college,  many  men  are  flunked  out,  to  the  disgrace 
of  the  fraternities  to  which  thoy  belong.  And  they  are  prop- 
erly fired  from  college,  to  make  way  for  men  of  more  ambi- 
tion who  will  appreciate  their  educational  opportunities. 
Another  question  which  might  profitably  be  discussed  by  a 
convention  of  all  fraternities  is  that  of  limiting  the  number 
of  social  functions  and  curtailing  the  elaborateness  and 
expensiveness  of  entertainments  in  which  chapters  indulge. — 
Scroll  of  *  A  e. 

The  1909  convention  of  2  A  E  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tions referring  to  a  Pan-Hellenic  Union : 

"Whereas  wc  believe  that  the  Greek-letter  frnternity,  with 
the  proper  ideals  and  principles,  is,  and  ha?  been,  a  power  for 
good,  both  to  the  American  college  man  and  the  American 
college;  and 

"Whereas  there  are  many  phases  of  fraternity  economics 
which,  we  believe,  are  of  a  kindred  character  in  all  Greek- 
letter  fraternities,  and  could  be  adjusted  by  well-defined  prin- 
ciples applicable  to  all ;  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  a 
Pan-Hellenic  union  of  all  Greek-letter  fraternities  is  expedient 
and  advisable;  and,  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  the  Eminent  Supreme  Archon,  or  any  mem- 
ber of  this  Fraternity  duly  authorized  by  him  to  represent  thi«; 
Fratemit>',  shall  have  power  to  represent  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon 
in  any  movement  for  the  organization  of  a  national  Pan- 
Hellenic  union  of  all  college  Greek-letter  fraternities." — Record 
of  2  A  E. 
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The  second  annual  dinner  of  the  Pensacola  Pan-Hellenic 
Association  was  held  August  21  at  Palmetto  Beach  Park. 
Of  the  events  of  the  evening  there  was  one  that  is  of  para- 
mount importance  just  now  to  Kappa  Alpha,  and  to  all  of 
the  other  fraternities.  The  "Pan-Hcllcnic  Association  of 
America  "  was  formally  launched  with  the  Pensacola  Associa- 
tion as  Chapter  No.  i.  Hon.  William  A.  Blount,  a  member 
of  Chi  Phi,  was  elected  President;  William  C.  Monroe,  a 
member  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  was  elected  Vice-president; 
Albert  M.  Avery,  Jr.,  a  member  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  was 
elected  Treasurer.  A  committee  on  constitution  and  by-laws 
was  appointed,  and  as  soon  as  this  committee  completes  its 
work  another  meeting  of  the  association  will  indorse  the  gen- 
eral movement  by  authorizing  the  formation  of  chapters  in 
other  cities. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  association  to  have  Pan-Hellenic 
chapters  in  every  city  in  the  United  States  where  there  are 
four  or  more  fraternities  represented;  but  of  the  details  of 
the  plan  I  will  probably  have  more  to  say  later. — K  A  Journal. 

Such  growth  of  Pan-Hellenic  spirit  makes  this  com- 
ment of  double  interest : 

The  success  of  Pan-Hcllcnicism  among  the  sororities  is  to 
us  a  never-failing  source  of  wonder  and  admiration.  The 
sororities  have  had  a  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  for 
seven  years.  The  conference,  now  composed  of  representatives 
of  twelve  sororities,  has  a  constitution  and  meets  annually. 
With  pardonable  pride,  the  sorority  magazines  are  publishing 
what  are  called  **Pan-Hellenic  achievements  in  seven  years." — 
Scroll  of  *  A  e. 


Naturally  enough,  the  editorial  pages  of  a  fraternity 
journal  have  a  personal,  family  touch  and  yet  through 
them  all  runs  the  effort  to  make  our  ideals  intelligible 
to  ourselves.  We  need  to  be  very  clear  about  our 
ideals,  for  it  is  mighty  essential  in  trying  to  get  any- 
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where  to  know  where  we  want  to  get  to.     Following 
are  some  editorial  comments : 

We  sincerely  hope  that  no  future  convention  will  permit 
a  written  ballot  to  be  taken  upon  an  application  for  a  charter. 
It  gives  opportunity  for  log-rolling,  wire-pulling,  and  the 
expression  of  sectional  and  other  prejudices  which  should 
be  avoided.  As  one  of  the  delegates  said  in  opposition  to 
such  a  scheme,  it  is  cowardly. — Beta  Theta  Pi. 

A  fraternity  pin  should  not  be  worn  as  an  ornament.  Its 
meaning  should  be  exemplified. — Alpha  Xi  Delta. 

Convention  is  past.  In  this  issue  we  have  tried  to  so  pre- 
sent convention  that  to  all  of  our  readers  may  come  some 
of  the  convention's  influence  and  inspiration,  so  vitally  present 
with  those  so  fortunate  as  to  attend  that  gathering.  This 
convention  initiated  some  novel  plans  and  began  a  reorganiza- 
tion of  our  executive  body.  Only  the  future  can  prove  whether 
these  measures  are  for  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity. 
They  at  least  deserve  a  fair  trial.  If  the  delegates  and  visitors 
can  bestow  even  a  small  part  of  their  enthusiasm  and  cos- 
mopolitan interest  upon  their  chapters,  all  year,  convention 
will  be  holding  informal  sessions  throughout  the  country  and 
so  proving  itself  not  past  but  ever  present  in  the  advance 
racnt  of  our  fraternity. — Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

We  get  very  tired  of  hearing  the  cant  about  the  "Beta  Phi 
spirit"  and  "Psi  Nu  material"  and  the  '*f;lorious  old  frat"  and 
"our  lovely  sisterhood,"  and,  above  all,  "dear  old  Gamma 
Phi  Beta"  on  paper.  If  it  lasts  the  four  years  of  coilegc 
with  the  majority  of  us,  it  is  doing  pretty  well.  Are  we 
really  bending  every  effort  to  perpetuate  that  spirit  of  Gamma 
Phi  that  keeps  some  of  our  alumnje  vitally  and  loyally  inter- 
ested in  Gamma  Phi  things,  thonp:h  they  are  far  from  any 
Gamma  Phis?  Do  we  ever  raise  our  eyes  in  rushinj^^  season 
from  the  level  of  social  qualifications  and  see  those  hii^her 
things  that  are  so  much  to  be  desired  in  onr  sorority  life? 
Let  us  continue  to  talk  in  a   sane   way  of  our  sorority   rind 
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what  it  means  to  us,  if  we  are  sincere,  but  let  us  also  take 
time  occasionally  to  think  on  these  things. — Crescent  of 
r  *  B. 

It  docs  seem  that  the  girls,  both  the  chapter  and  the  fresh- 
men, need  a  little  time  for  rest  in  the  hurry  and  confusion  of 
rushing  season.  Are  we  not  now  in  a  position  to  accomplisii 
this  reform?  Few,  if  any,  of  our  colleges  are  without  :i 
Pan-Hellenic  or  some  similar  organization;  and  I  feel  sure 
that  if  we  urge  the  abolition  of  Sunday  entertaining  as  an 
article  of  the  next  rushing  contract,  it  will  meet  the  approval 
of  all,  as  it  is  a  matter  which  will  benefit  not  us  alone,  but 
all.

Greetings  from  his  Fraternity  were  among  the  first 
to  reach  him  on  his  return.  Earlv  in  December  he 
was  banqueted  by  500  **Dekes"  in  New  York  City. 

Delta  Upsilon  has  celebrated  its  seventy-fifth  anni- 
versary. 

November  Arroid's  leader  is  '^Pi  Beta  Phi  in  Medi- 


erne.

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THE  POWER  OF  SONGS 

Sing  and  let  the  heart  be  glad. 

I  read  in  the  Eleusis — I  am  sure  I  did — that  the 
song  books  were  to  be  published  in  June ;  and  I  sup- 
pose that  means  in  time  for  our  Convention,  How 
warmly  we  shall  welcome  them!

As  I  have  been  thinking  about  them,  I  have  been 
thinking,  too,  of  Carrie  Jacobs-Bond,  who  some  one 
said  "was  just  singing  her  way  into  the  hearts  of  the 
American  people."  I  heard  a  musician  not  long  ago 
marveling  at  the  success  she  was  having.  Later,  talk- 
ing with  her  about  her  work,  he  asked  her  to  what 
she  attributed  her  success.  Mrs.  Bond  replied:  "I 
write  for  the  home." 

What  would  our  fraternity  home  life  be  without 
our  songs,  for  it  is  there  we  sing  most,  as  we  open 
our  fraternity  meetings,  gather  about  the  table,  or  sit 
around  the  grate  fire?  So  I  thought  you  might  be 
interested  in  this  wonderful  woman  who  sings  and 
writes  songs. 

Perhaps  some  of  you  know  her  and  the  story  of 
her  life;  perhaps  you  have  heard  her  as  well  and 
have  visited  the  Bond  Shop.  At  least,  I  know  you 
all  love  and  are  familiar  with  her  best-known  songs — 
"I  Love  You  Truly,"  "Just  A-wearyin'  for  You,"  and 
"Shadows."  Mrs.  Bond  does  not  claim  that  she  can 
sing ;  in  fact,  her  voice  has  never  been  trained ;  but  it 
is  a  wonderful  example  of  what  one  can  do  with  lim- 
itations coupled  with  right  desire.  Her  voice  is  sweet, 
not  strong,  but  in  listening  to  her  you  are  conscious 
only  of  her  personality  and  her  wonderful  power  to 
interpret.  Rarely  have  I  seen  such  intelligence,  such 
understanding  and  depicting  of  life  and  human  nature. 
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Mrs.  Bond  writes,  tcx).  Her  stories  are  in  verse. 
Who  does  not  love  her  "Old  Man/'  whom  she  almost 
makes  live?  She  gives  to  us,  through  him,  a  strong, 
helpful  sermon  on  the  importance  of  appreciating 
home ;  she  shows  us  what  the  home  can  and  does  mean 
to  the  right  thinker — the  contented  heart  and  mind.  You 
can  almost  hear  him  "chuckle"  as  he  says,  "Is  there 
anything  so  good  as  bein'  home — ^and  understood  ?" 

Mrs.  Bond  gave  us  the  story  of  her  beautiful  little 
song,  "Dess  Hold  My  Hands."  It  was  so  sweet  I 
I  am  going  to  tell  it  to  you. 

During  her  stay  with  a  certain  family  she  became 
interested  in  their  little  boy,  an  unusual  child,  she 
thought,  who  never  allowed  any  one  to  show  him  any 
affection  except  by  permitting  them  to  kiss  his  hands. 
When  evening  came,  his  mother  said:  "Come,  dear, 
it  is  time  to  go  to  bed."  The  little  boy  started  up 
the  stairs  alone.  Mrs.  Bond  turned  and  quickly 
inquired : 

"Will  he  go  to  bed  alone?" 

"No,"  said  the  mother. 

When  he  reached  the  top,  he  stopped,  and,  calling 
back,  said :  "Muver,  Faver,  anybody  down  dere  hasn't 
dot  anysing  else  to  do— dess  hold  my  hands?" 

Her  "two-and-four-line"  songs  and  their  accom- 
paniments are  beautiful.  I  especially  remember  "You 
Never  Know  What  Sorrow  Is  Until  You've  Ebid  a 
Sorrow  of  Your  Own,"  "A  Friend  is  a  Present  That 
You  Give  Yourself,"  "When  you  start  to  say  any- 
thing unkind  about  any  one,  stop  and  think  how  you 
would  feel  if  it  were  said  about  you."  Concerning 
these,  Mrs.  Bond  said :  "I'm  bad  myself,  that  is  why 
I  write  them." 

There  is  a  delightful,  refreshing  vein  of  humor  run- 
ning through  many  of  her  song^  and  stories,  and  often 
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underneath  the  mirthful  vein  a  current  of  pathos. 
"Sometimes  people  think  this  is  a  little  sad/'  she 
said,  concerning  one  story;  "but  I  don't  want  it  to 
affect  you  that  way."  Often  the  tears  are  just  at 
the  verge  of  the  eyelids,  then  they  run  back  and  you 
smile  instead.  And  her  object  has  been  accomplished. 
You  carry  away  both  the  pathos  and  the  humor,  and 
you  are  better  for  the  tears  and  the  smile. 

Her  last  story,  "The  Path  o'  Life,"  held  a  moral 
against  the  divorce.  Splendid  is  the  work  to  which 
she  is  devoting  so  much  of  her  life !  But  Mrs.  Bond 
does  many  other  things  equally  as  well  as  she  writes 
songs.  She  is  now  a  grandmother,  but  she  left  her 
OiicagD  home  in  January,  and  I  believe  is  now  giving 
her  prog^ms  in  Honolulu  and  Japan.  Let  us  g^ve 
this  wonderful  woman  godspeed  in  her  noble  work. 
You  know  Stevenson  says,  "To  travel  hopefully  is  a 
better  thing  than  to  arrive ;  and  the  true  success  is  to 
labor."  Brave  is  the  heart  that  can  always  sing — 
strong  the  life  that  can  make  others  happy  with  its 
song! 

You  cannot  spend  "an  hour  with  Carrie  Jacobs- 
Bond"  and  not  get  a  firmer  hold  upon  life.  She 
makes  you  feel  that  no  matter  how  hard  the  duty 
or  where  it  lies,  the  heart  can  sing  about  it. 

You  and  I  know  how  Chi  Omegas  love  their  songs — 
how  they  love  to  sing.  So  here  is  warmest  greetings 
to  the  little  melodies  which  bring  such  joy  and  com- 
fort, and  genuine  gratitude  to  those  who  have  labored 
so  faithfully  and  well.  Come  to  Lexington  and  help 
us  sing!

WASHINGTON'S  LEGACY 

Educative  and  instructive,  as  it  was  in  the  days  of 
its  most  brilliant  period,  the  Alaska- Yukon-Pacific 
Exposition  still  lives.  What  a  few  months  ago  was 
Seattle's  fair,  the  crowning  triumph  of  Seattle's  enter- 
prise, is  now  the  greater  University  of  Washington. 
Twenty-eight  of  the  beautiful  buildings  still  stand — 
the  University's  rich  legacy  from  the  great  exhibit 
enterprise.  Many  of  the  exhibits  and  collections  of 
curios  and  antiquities,  likewise,  have  reverted  to  the 
highest  educational  institution  of  the  state. 

In  the  acquisition  of  buildings,  the  University  finds 
itself  a  score  of  years  in  advance  of  where  it  would 
have  been  had  the  fair  not  been  held  on  the  campus. 
With  comfortable  homes  for  all  the  colleges  and 
departments,  the  institution  is  now  well  equipped  for 
a  registration  considerable  in  excess  of  its  present 
enrollment.      Four  splendid  pressed-brick    structures 
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have  reverted  to  the  University,  in  addition  to  a 
number  of  semi-permanent  buildings  that  will  last  a 
score  of  years. 

The  Alaska- Yukon-Pacific  Exposition  was  noted 
particularly  for  its  beautiful  grounds,  its  floral  gran- 
deur, and  artistic  landscape  arrangement.  All  of  this 
is  preserved  intact,  which,  combined  with  the  natural 
rustic  beauty  of  the  campus  expanse,  renders  the  col- 
lege grounds  the  equal,  if  not  the  superior  of  any 
others  in  the  country  in  natural  beauty.  Two  pretty 
lakes,  contiguous  to  the  grounds;  groves  of  towering 
firs,  with  walks  winding  through  well-kept  lawns  and 
flower  beds — such  is  the  inspiring  settings  of  Wash- 
ington's educational  center. 

The  exposition  has  done  much  in  exploiting  the 
Pacific  Northwest;  in  attracting  to  this  rich  section 
of  the  country  the  attention  of  thousands  of  investors 
and  homebuilders.  It  was  a  financial  and  artistic 
success.  It  has  repaid  its  builders  already  for  their 
investment.  But  the  greatest  results  are  yet  to 
come.  For  scores  of  years  students  of  the  state  will 
derive  benefits  as  a  result  of  its  having  been  held ;  its 
buildings,  now  the  halls  of  learning  instead  of  exhibit 
palaces,  will  witness  the  process  of  converting  crude 
freshmen  into  college-bred  men  and  women.  Designed 
primarily  for  temporary  entertainment,  the  exposition 
will  prove  the  greatest  boon  to  education  ever  offered 
in  the  Northwest. 

The  University  now  has  a  splendid  auditorium, 
capable  of  seating  3,000  persons;  a  library,  excelled 
by  few  college  libraries  in  the  country ;  beautiful  brick 
and  stone  administration,  engineering,  chemistry,  and 
science  buildings.  In  what  were  formerly  exposition 
buildings  the  departments  of  journalism,  forestry,  good 
roads,  law,  and  engineering  have  their  headquarters. 
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The  men  and  women  each  have  club  buildings,  ade- 
quately equipped,  left  them  by  the  fair.  On  the 
grounds  the  faculty  has  a  clubhouse  and  the  president 
his  home.  The  Associated  Students  have  made  use 
of  the  life-saving  station  for  their  boating  club. 

The  Washington  State  Building  during  the  brilliant 
exposition  period  was  the  scene  of  some  of  the  most 
pretentious  social  gatherings  ever  held  in  the  West. 
Ambassadors,  presidents,  and  distinguished  visitors 
were  entertained  here.  The  beauty  and  chivalry  of 
this  new  country  mingled  here  in  social  intercourse. 
To-day  it  is  a  college  library.  Sounds  like  an  anti- 
climax, doesn't  it?  But  the  library  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  in  the  country,  with  a  great  study  hall, 
accommodating  hundreds  of  persons. 

The  University  of  Washington's  progress  during 
the  past  decade  has  been  marvelous,  and  the  fair 
principally  has  made  it  so.  Little  more  than  ten  years 
ago  it  was  removed  from  its  one  building  down  town 
to  four  buildings  on  the  present  site.  With  the  won- 
derful growth  of  Seattle  and  the  state  the  University 
progressed  in  enrollment,  but  not  a  building  was  con- 
structed until  the  fair  enterprise  was  launched.  Then, 
overnight,  as  it  were,  there  sprang  up  twenty-eight 
more  structures,  making,  almost  in  an  instant,  the 
University  one  of  the  greatest  in  the  country.  Its 
future  is  brilliant  in  promise. 

Many  persons  profited  by  the  exposition,  but  the 
University  was  the  great  beneficiary.  Already  its 
campus  is  unexcelled  by  any  other  in  the  country; 
its  buildings  and  equipment  are  not  surpassed  by 
many.  Such  is  the  State  University  of  Washington, 
far  off  in  a  remote  corner  of  the  country,  with  its 
priceless  legacy.

My  time  and  attention  have  been  so  concentrated 
on  learning  how  to  make  the  right  kind  of  toast  for 
a  new  husband  that  I  find  it  an  effort  to  gather  my 
scattered  fraternity  wits  and  make  a  toast  for  college 
girls.  But  the  purpose  of  this  association  and  the 
aim  we  all  have  in  common  is  an  impelling  inspira- 
tion, and  I  find  a  few  thoughts  struggling  through  the 
confusion  of  recipes,  curtain-lengths,  servant  trou- 
bles, etc. 

One  of  the  first  things  that  came  to  my  mind 
when  I  learned  the  subject  of  this  toast  was  the  first 
time  I  remember  hearing  the  word  "coach"  used  in 
the  sense  of  trainer.  Even  when  a  little  girl,  I  was 
very  much  interested  in  football,  and  when  I  was 
quite  small  and  big  brother  was  in  college,  I  walked 
up  to  a  big,  broad-shouldered,  much-behaired  friend 
of  his  and,  looking  'way  up  into  his  face,  asked :  "Do 
you  play  football?" 

It  caused  an  amused  laugh,  because  the  big  friend 
happened  to  be  captain  of  the  team.  Then  they  told 
me  how  this  friend  was  "center,"  that  one  "half- 
back," and  so  on,  until  a  very  special  friend  was 
mentioned  as  "coach."  Though  I  have  forgotten  the 
man,  I  never  forgot  the  word,  probably  because  it 
was  a  new  one  to  me  then  and  had  to  be  explained. 
Then,  as  I  grew  older,  I  learned  that  mother  was  a 
coach;  without  her  training  in  "signals"  and  "by- 
passes" I  should  have  made  a  sad  failure  both  at 
home  7fid  abroad.  And  when  still  older  and  in  col- 
lege, I  began  to  realize  that  the  older  ones  about  us — 
our  professors ;  those  of  wider  experience  and  broader 
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knowledge — were  our  coaches  in  active  service  all  the 
time.  And  so  the  word  "coach"  has  always  had  a 
significant  meaning  for  me. 

One  of  the  first  requisites  of  a  good  coach  is  enthusi- 
asm. We  must  send  a  metaphorical  pat  on  the  back,  or 
a  you-can-do-it  message  every  once  in  awhile  to  our 
sisters  in  college;  keep  up  the  courage  of  the  girls 
following  in  our  footsteps ;  bring  success  for  them  out 
of  what  were  failures  for  us.  "Success  isn't  in  endeav- 
ing  to  do  a  great  thing,  but  in  repeated  endeavors  to 
do  greater  things."  There  are  already  many  famous 
women  among  the  alumnae  of  our  fraternities — ^notably 
Frances  Willard,  of  my  own  Northwestern.  Many 
of  us  can  be  like  the  woman  of  newly-married 
endeavor.  One  of  her  friends  asked  another 
friend,  "Is  she  making  him  a  good*  wife?"  "More 
than  that,"  the  second  friend  replied;  "she  is  making 
him  a  good  husband." 

Another  requisite  of  a  good  coach  is  the  ability  to 
inspire  love  and  confidence.  What  does  our  Pan- 
Hellenic  Association  stand  for?  Is  it  merely  a  get- 
ting together  of  Greeks  to  talk  over  college  days — 
to  look  into  the  joys  and  accomplishments  of  the  past? 
That  is  like  visiting  the  catacombs  of  Rome  or  Egypt — 
looking  at  dead  things^ — things  past  their  usefulness, 
except,  perhaps,  to  bring  a  momentary  pleasure.  The 
Pan-Hellenic  Association  means  that  fraternity  life 
does  not  die  with  graduation.  Now  that  we  have  left 
the  play-life  of  college  and  entered  the  School  of 
Real  Life,  let  us  do  in  those  things  what  will  make 
our  Pan-Hellenic  Association  something  worthy — ^that 
our  fraternity  life  in  this  higher  school  may, be  an 
inspiration  to  fraternity  life  in  the  lower  school. 

Another  requisite  of  a  good  coach  is  to  be  able  to 
do  the  work  himself.    I  am  reminded  of  a  little  saying 
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of  George  Eliot's — "What  do  we  live  for  if  not  to 
make  life  less  difficult  for  each  other?"  Each,  out 
of  his  experience,  should  coach  some  one  else. 

Of  what  use  is  our  experience  in  Greekdom  if  not 
to  make  fraternity  life  less  difficult  for  our  active 
sisters?  We've  all  been  "on  the  boards" — we've  wor- 
ried through  the  agony  of  "rehearsals,"  with  a  new 
"star,"  in  the  guise  of  a  rushee,  for  every  perform- 
ance. We've  suffered  the  suspense  of  not  knowing 
whether  the  "star"  chosen  would  accept  the  "con- 
tract" offered  her.  We've  endured  the  joy  and  fear 
of  "opening  night" — joy  that  the  great  time  had  at 
last  arrived,  fear  lest  some  girl  should  forget  her  part, 
put  on  the  wrong  robe,  or  laugh  in  the  midst  of  solemn 
rites.  Then,  we've  traveled  the  road  of  "one-night 
stands" — those  parties  with  their  deadful  expense 
accounts.  And  we've  finally  felt  the  bitter  sweet  of 
leaving  the  old  stand  to  play  on  a  larger  stage,  to  a 
bigger  audience,  leaving  behind  us  a  place  to  be  filled 
by  our  "understudy,"  who  is  so  proud  and  happy  and 
bubbling  over  with  enthusiasm  and  idealization  of 
the  "star." 

Then  what?  The  new  stage  is  so  large,  the  audience 
so  vast,  we  are  swallowed  up  for  awhile,  when  a 
little  plea — marked  with  a  dollar  sign— comes  all 
unexpectedly,  and  we  awake  to  the  realization  that 
our  deeds  live  after  us,  and  we  must  throw  out  the 
lifeline  to  our  foundering  understudy. 

We  can  do  this  by  keeping  our  eyes  and  our 
hearts  open  to  the  good  in  those  about  us,  and  choos- 
ing suitable  players  for  the  drama  on  the  other  stage 
and  sending  them  on  with  a  word  of  commendation 
to  the  manager ;  by  an  ever-ready  enthusiasm  for  what- 
ever play  may  be  in  process ;  and  by  inspiring  in  our 
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understudies  a  confidence  that  we  are  their  friends — 

friends    warm-hearted,    loyal,    and,    above  all    else, 
interested.

Hence,  let  us  all,  alumnae  and  actives, 
think  seriously  of  what  is  said  in  the  following  article 
and  "examine  ourselves,"  It  is  written  by  one  who 
knows,  evidently,  and  who  feels  deeply  and  with  real 
sympathy  on  the  subject. 
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SORORITY  NOTES 

By  An  Ex-Chaperon 

'The  next  time  I  am  a  chaperon,"  I  said,  "the  very  first 
thing  I  do  will  be  to  marry  off  all  my  charges.  Then  they 
will  be  ready  to  study!" 

"Yes,  that's  the  idea,"  approved  the  president  of  an  old 
and  famous  college,  to  whom  I  was  talking.  "Marry  'em 
off,  boys  and  girls,  and  then  they  are  ready  to  work!  I've 
just  been   thinking  the   same  thing." 

There  is  a  grain  of  truth  in  that  joke,  I  assure  you. 

Every  paper  or  magazine  one  picks  up,  nowadays,  con- 
tains comments  on  the  colleges,  and  of  all  questions  before 
the  public  there  is  none  of  more  interest,  or  none  which  con- 
cerns the  colleges  more  closely,  than  the  question  of  "What 
shall  be  done  about  the  sororities?" 

It  is  not  treason  to  pen  a  few  lines  of  my  own  experience 
as  a  "Sorority  Chaperon,"  for,  on  my  "initiation,"  I  frankly 
declared  I  "would  make  a  story"  of  it  all. 

My  proteges  were  delighted  at  the  prospect!  "Oh,  do!  Do! 
Will  you  put  us  in?" 

"Most  assuredly  I  will,"  was  my  answer,  thinking  to  make 
a  humorous  sketch  of  a  very  unimportant  affair.  It  seemed, 
on  the  surface,  only  a  huge  joke,  all  these  children  playing 
at  housekeeping,  for  they  were  really  only  children  prema- 
turely from  under  their  mother's  wing.  But  I  soon  changed 
my  mind  as  to  its  importance. 

When,  wide-eyed,  I  watched  my  dainty  maidens  flit  up 
and  down  the  stair  to  ball  and  party  and  rout,  looking  like 
nothing  so  much  as  a  lot  of  flowers  from  box-bordered  beds 
of  an  old-fashioned  garden — posy-pinks,  forget-me-not-blues, 
lilies,  and  daffy-down-dillys — all  afloat  and  awhirl  on  a 
tumultuous  sea  of  happy  times — when  I  had  helplessly  looked 
upon  this  through  the  long  weeks  of  "rushing,"  there  crept 
into  my  mind  a  doubt  of  its  being  quite  sane  and  without 
responsibilities. 

Thereupon  my  heart  began  to  quake. 

"If  you  will  take  the  position,"  asseverated  distracted  resi- 
dent alumnae  of  this,  my  sorority,  eager  to  shift  their  prob- 
lem onto  new  shoulders;  "if  you  will  take  the  place,  you 
will  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  be  there.    The  girls  run  the 
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house.  They  are  self-governing,  and  have  a  set  of  rules 
by  which  all  must  abide.  Don't  worry;  don't  be  afraid.  It's 
the  easiest  thing  in  the  world!" 

*'I  can  never  do  it,"  was  my  a  nswer,  "never !"  But  the  honor 
was  thrust  upon  me,  and,  feeling  that  perhaps  it  might  be  an 
easy  proposition  after  all — ^and,  of  course,  a  pleasant  one — to 
live  among  a  lot  of  busy,  jolly  young  people,  I  allowed 
myself  to  become  initiated.  Warmer  welcome  had  none  ever 
than  I,  nor  a  more  charming  house,  nor  greater  kindliness 
and  friendship  from  girls;  and  to  live  among  girls  and  not 
love  them  would  be  an  impossibility.  They  are  full  of  gen- 
erous impulses,  all  have  a  high  idea  of  honor;  the  life  in  a 
sorority  house  broadens  a  girl  in  every  way.  Once  a  member 
of  a  sorority,  she  stands  or  falls  by  her  own  merits;  what 
is  true,  honorable,  aboveboard,  is  alone  tolerated,  and  any 
falling  below  par  brings  justice — sometimes — from  the  mem- 
bers themselves.  Yet,  occasionally,  for  the  "good  of  the 
house,"  an  offender  is  allowed  to  repeat  the  offense — ^the 
matter  is  kept  quiet;  next  year  she  will  not  be  allowed  to 
return,  the  girl  who  offends.  The  matter  thus  drops  without 
scandal.  Better  it  would  be  for  all  concerned  that,  on  the 
instant  of  repetition,  the  member  were  promptly  expelled. 
Girls  or  boys  would  then  recognize  that  the  real  good  of 
the  sorority  would  be  best  advanced  by  keeping  its  members 
sharply  up  to  its  standards,  without  any  mincing  of  matters. 

At  first  glimpse  of  sorority  life  among  girls,  it  seems 
ideal.  The  house  is  a  home.  That  is  true;  but  it  will 
require  some  evolution  ere  that  home  is  conducted  as  the 
quiet,  mother-governed  homes  from  which  its  occupants  have 
come. 

College  life  is  usually  the  first  taste  of  freedom  that  a 
girl  has  had.  She  comes  independently  alone,  she  arranges 
her  schedule  with  little  supervision;  she  selects  her  boarding 
and  lodging  house;  then,  if  the  college  be  one  of  sororities, 
she  casts  longing  eyes  toward  the  charmed  circles — and  waits. 
If  she  is  rushed  (with  small  consideration  for  anything  beyond 
her  personal  appearance  or  recommendation,  or  her  father's 
bank  account),  her  studies  drop  far  into  the  background 
during  the  "pan-Hellenic"  limit — three  weeks — and  if  she  be 
of  the  "elect,"  following  the  excitement  usually  comes  col- 
lapse. If  she  is  not  considered  eligible  after  all,  has  been 
"rushed"  and  "dropped,"  it  is  distressing  to  hear,  "Why,  some 
Ri'rls  have  broken  their  hearts  and  left  college  because  they 
did  not  make  a  sorority  I"    Cui  bono^  indeed  I 
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Is  it  not  a  strenuous  beginning  of  college  work  when,  among 
the  hundreds  of  students,  new  and  old,  a  gleaning  must  be 
made  at  lightning  speed  of  the  best  material  with  which  to 
build  up  sorority  houses  for  the  next  nine  months? 

The  chaperon  watches  in  amaze  the  hasty  decisions.  Once 
in  a  while  her  own  judgment  is  asked,  and  when  she  has 
given  an  adverse  decision,  and,  for  monetary  reasons,  a  girl 
is  admitted  anyhow,  it  is  really  not  a  satisfaction  when  that 
member  brings  the  sorority  into  bad  repute  ere  the  year's 
close.  Perhaps  life's  ups  and  downs  have  made  her  a  little 
more  capable  of  judging  than  girls  whose  experience  is  only 
just  beginning. 

A  few  months  of  this  splendid  college  life  will  winnow 
out  the  best  there  is  in  a  girl,  and,  perhaps,  at  the  beginning 
of  a  second  semester  one  might  judge  worthily  and  well  as 
to  her  eligibility  for  this  new  form  of  life.  But  there  is 
no  such  waiting.  The  houses  must  be  promptly  filled;  rent 
must  be  paid;  arrangements  for  housekeeping  for  a  long  nine 
months  are  at  stake. 

Thus  the  year  begins,  dedicated  to  the  Lord  of  Misrule, 
frolicking,  singing,  jollifying  and  every  head  soon  begins 
to  buzz  with  dates,  and  dances,  as  the  houses  reel  along  in 
competition. 

Among  my  merry-makers  I  felt  precisely  like  a  grub  that 
had  suddenly  emerged  into  the  butterfly  state,  albeit  there 
yet  hung  about  me  the  Cinderella  garments  of  cocoon  days, 
for  I  had  arrived  "unbeknownst"  of  the  "rushing,"  thinking 
to  chaperon  a  crowd  of  schoolgirls,  not  a  bevy  of  society 
maidens  whose  days  and  nights  demanded  a  perfect  panoply 
of  pretty  clothes. 

Wildly  distraught  was  I — ^a  typical  "old  woman  who  lived 
in  a  shoe,"  with  my  sudden  supply  of  astonishing  children! 
In  a  trice  I  saw  that  a  problem  that  had  kept  the  faculty 
and  the  alumnse  guessing  was  not  mine  to  solve,  and  without 
delay  I  handed  back  the  sum  given  me  to  solve,  and  handed 
in  my  resignation.  What  was  I  to  hold  in  my  hand  the 
future  of  a  crowd  of  girls  living  almost  without  restraint, 
for  a  "proctor"  of  their  own  age  (or  youth,  rather)  has  small 
control  over  girls  who  consider  themselves  the  arbiters  of 
their  own  fate.  Rules?  Yes;  but  who  kept  them?  They 
decorated  the  wall  of  the  lower  hall,  but  a  firm  hand  and 
the  voice  of  one  in  authority  was  needed  to  enforce  them; 
not  the  unaccustomed  hands  of  children  at  the  helm. 
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Chaperon  ?  House-mother  ?  Yes ;  but  you  see,  the  house  of  a 
sorority  usually  really  belongs  to  its  members.  It  is  theirs 
to  say  what  may  or  may  not  be  done  within  its  walls,  and 
dormitory  rules  do  not  prevail  there  as  a  general  thing.  It 
was  a  problem  of  self-government,  working  itself  out  as  best 
it  could,  for  no  authority  had  been  vested  in  me.  Neither 
was  I  asked  or  desired  to  attend  my  charges  to  outside 
gayeties.     They  were  sufficient  unto  themselves. 

Yet  the  immense  responsibility  lay  on  my  heart,  and,  in 
case  of  trouble,  would  promptly  have  been  laid  at  my  door 
by  parents  and  faculty.  "No  one  takes  these  girls  to  heart 
as  you  do!"  admonished  my  colleagues;  "no  one!  Why  do 
you?"  Why  did  I?  Who  could  help  it?  If  one  goes  into  it 
merely  for  the  salary  or  for  a  home,  one  may,  possibly, 
forget  the  danger  of  young  lives  being  wrecked  at  the  outset; 
one  may  then  wink  hard  at  many  things  rather  than  abandon 
such  a  position.  But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  one  considers 
for  an  instant  all  the  fears  and  hopes,  all  the  hard  sacrifices, 
and  notes  the  toil-worn  hands  of  many  visiting  mothers, 
knowing  that  for  them  has  not  been  even  a  college  career, 
barring  entirely  the  sorority  life,  one  is  apt  to  "take  these 
girls  seriously"  enough,  no  matter  what  the  easy  counsel. 
Sorority  life  is  one  of  growing  perplexity  to  college  regents 
and  many  are  the  theories  advanced  as  to  its  disposition. 

Yet,  you  cannot  be  among  girls  and  not  partake  of  their 
enthusiasm,  and  the  "Pledging  Breakfast"  was  as  exciting 
an  affair  to  the  Chaperon  as  to  any  of  her  girls.  Not  a 
single  "bump !"  My  rejoicing  was  deep,  though  not  voiced  with 
the  others  in  college  yells! 

Twenty-one  days  of  dazzling  dinner  gowns,  and  the  suc- 
cessful culmination  of  our  festivities  was  reached!  "Coach 
rides"  and  "cookie-shines"  had  wrought  for  us  a  victory! 
(Small  matter  that,  close  upon  our  triumphs,  one  of  my 
"rushers"  succumbed  to  an  attack  of  heart-weakness!  That 
another  went  home  with  bronchitis,  and  yet  another  very 
nearly  "crossed  the  river"  from  an  attack  of  appendicitis, 
and  one  and  all  in  utter  languor  betook  themselves  finally 
to  text-books!) 

"We  are  hoodooed,"  declared  my  girls.  But  it  wasn't 
hoodoo;  it  was  only  a  flagrant  violation  of  the  commonest 
of  nature's  laws,  and  the  result  was  only  what  might  have 
been  expected,  in  my  house  as  in  all  the  others. 
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As  for  the  chaperons  (and  they  numbered  four  in  the 
town),  they  lived  through  it — that's  about  all.  My  own 
nights  had  been  spent  in  hanging  over  the  banisters  at  inter- 
vals from  11:30  p.  m,  to  2  a.  m.,  and  a  little  more,  wild 
with  anxiety,  for  sometimes  the  gray  dawn  alone  sent  the 
merrymakers  home.  Alone  was  I  in  my  worry  about  them? 
No.    Hark  to  a  voice  from  the  faculty : 

**I  hear  them  coming  home,  sometimes  at  daybreak,  and 
I  say  to  my  husband,  *0h,  what  if  it  was  our  little  girl  !* " 

You  see,  don't  you?  The  Chaperon  is  not  "responsible," 
but  every  single  girl  lies  on  her  heart  like  a  lump  of  lead,  and 
every  mother,  in  case  of  disaster,  would  instantly  cry,  "What 
were  you  doing,  that  my  girl  should  come  to  harm !" 

"Not  take  them  seriously,"  indeed! 

My  first  experience  with  college  fraternities  was  when  the 
four  upper  rooms  of  my  own  old  home  were  rented  to  some 
nice  young  fellows,  and  my  horizon  was  quickly  enlarged! 
These  brilliant  young  geniuses  soon  transformed  the  rooms 
into  a  meeting  place  for  the  "Brotherhood,"  and,  while  I 
stood  aghast,  and  laughed  at  the  uproar  that  ensued,  and 
trembled  at  the  downfall  of  furniture  under  gymnastic  pranks, 
and  closed  my  ears  to  the  sound  of  heavy  feet  that  denoted, 
on  nights  of  initiation,  the  march  of  coffin-bearers  adown  the 
winding  stair,  my  neighbors  raised  their  voices  in  remon- 
strance, and  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  my  boys  were 
made  to  vacate. 

With  them  had  been  no  anxiety  as  to  their  future.  The 
sons  of  ministers,  many  of  them,  there  seemed  little  doubt 
as  to  the  road  they  would  travel;  it  was  foreordained.  But 
my  enlightenment  was  great  as  to  what  college  "frats"  could 
do  in  the  way  of  frolicking!  But  they  were  generous,  for 
not  a  banquet  was  cooked  above-stairs,  with  my  own  utensils 
that  had  long  ago  traveled  skyward,  that  /  was  not  therein 
made  a  sharer,  some  one  lad  or  the  other  appearing  at  my 
door  with  gentle  knock  about  midnight — "The  fellows  want 
you  to  taste  this !"  and  handing  in  some  rare  tidbit. 

Well,  college  frats  for  boys  will  endure  to  the  end  of 
time;  but  college  sororities  for  girls  are  in  process  of  evolu- 
tion—or annihilation — which  ? 

Months  have  gone,  and  yet  as  I  pen  these  words  a  picture 
flits  before  me. 
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A  roomful]  of  flower-like  girls  lounging  on  cushions  in  the 
brilliant  glow  from  a  wide  fireplace.  Their  gauzy  gowns 
fluff  up  about  them  like  petals  in  a  daisy  field.  They  are  all 
so  pretty,  so  gay,  so  full  of  the  joy  of  living.  Everything 
pertaining  to  sorority  life  takes  on  a  coulour  de  rose.  Surely, 
this  is  the  ideal  way  in  which  a  girl  may  journey  through  her 
college  years! 

I  watch  them  and  listen  to  the  gay  songs,  and  my  heart 
yearns  ineffably  over  the  singers.  Looking  back  on  it  now, 
I  wonder  at  my  **worry,"  for  beneath  all  this  spurt  at  learning, 
and  the  weary  grubbing  of  Greek  roots,  they  were  but  "home- 
making"  little  women,  and  Nature  herself  took  a  hand  in  their 
careers;  and  I  am  thankful  to  say,  after  I  had  given  up  the 
responsibility,  many  a  cheerful  call  came  to  me  over  the 
phone   of   "engagements'*   among  my   girls. 

But,  then,  they  seemed  to  me  hardly  older  than  a  little 
lass  of  sixteen  months  who  promenaded  uncertainly  past  our 
door  every  moming,  and  they  needed  "mothering"  as  much 
as  my  boys  when  they  battered  themselves  up  in  football,  and 
I  was  reproved  for  my  fussing — "You  are  not  the  mother  of 
all   those  boys!" 

So,  you  see,  I  always  have  taken  the  "frats"  seriously. 

There  is  good  in  this  community  life  for  girls — much  good. 
A  chapter  house  is  a  home;  but  it  will  have  to  be  run  on 
different  lines  from  the  present 

Of  the  visiting  girls  one  has  no  control.  Their  advent  is  a 
deterrent  of  all  the  regular  mode  of  living,  and  the  "week- 
end" invariably  brings  an  influx  of  girls,  doubling  the  expense 
of  living,  and  upsetting  housekeeping  arrangements  more  fully 
than  in  a  private  house.  Neither  are  these  girls  amenable  to 
rules,  and  the  chaperon  can  only  anxiously  await  their 
departure. 

One  yellow-haired,  delicate  girl  was  my  depsair,  and  my 
one  daily  question  was,  "Why  don't  you  go  home  to  your 
mother?"  Later,  and  after  my  resignation  had  taken  effect, 
and  I  was  out,  I  met  her  again  and  again  "visiting,"  but 
mostly  on  the  street,  attended,  usually,  by  two  university 
boys — flushed,  weary-looking,  needing  care;  and  I  was  glad 
at  heart  the  responsibility  was  not  mine! 

Whose  was  it? 

It  lay  at  the  doors  of  the  resident  alumnae  of  the  sorority, 
I  thought,  not  to  allow  so  much  visiting,  so  much  freedom 
of  the  house  or  of  the   streets.     Poor  little  lassie! 
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G>nstant  stir,  constant  excitement  of  coming  and  going 
guests;  weary  cares  of  housdceeping  for  girls  whose  brains 
should  be  free  of  all  care  except  the  work  of  the  classroom;  a 
dreary  struggle  to  make  ends  meet,  and  avoid  financial  ship- 
wreck; for  the  expenses  pertaining  to  sorority  life  are  many, 
what  with  "cookie-shines"  and  the  numberless  entertainments 
as  the  months  go  on.  The  heavy,  overhanging  burden  of  a 
debt  (if  they  are  buying  their  houses),  monetary  distress  of 
every  kind,  must  be  eliminated  before  these  girls  can  live 
their  lives  studiously,  happily,  and  in  full  enjoyment  of  college 
privileges.    Colleges  all  sigh  for  an  "ideal  sorority  house  I" 

It  can  be  made,  but  it  will  take  a  strong  hand  at  the  helm. 
It  will  need  dormitory  rules.  It  will  need  a  willingness  of 
every  inmate  to  cooperate  with  the  chaperon  in  making  the 
house  a  home — ^a  real  home,  not  a  place  where  you  often  hear 
the  words,  "My,  wouldn't  I  be  called  down  for  that  at  home !" 
See,  do  you? 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  "discipline"  is  a  word  to 
use  in  connection  with  such  girls.  In  a  mother-governed 
house,  the  privileges  and  freedom  of  the  home  is  theirs  also. 
A  girl  rarely  abuses  it.  In  a  sorority  house,  the  same  feeling 
must  prevail.  Let  any  inmate  transgress  or  abuse  these  privi- 
leges, after  reprimand,  if  the  offense  is  repeated,  without 
hesitation  expel  her,  "for  the  good  of  the  sorority." 

Delinquencies  will  out,  and  the  longer  a  sorority  waits  to 
mete  out  justice,  so  much  longer  will  the  trouble  continue.  It 
is  rare  when  trouble  does  occur  in  a  sorority  house,  but  it 
is  not  unknown,  nor  is  the  taking  away  of  its  charter  an 
unknown  thing.  Neither  is  it  unknown  that  a  girl's  whole 
life  has  been  shipwrecked  in  the  unwonted  freedom  of  her 
college   days — financially,   morally. 

Then,   shall   we  not  take  them   "seriously?" 

Sororities  are  exclusive.  Yes,  but  how  can  they  help  it? 
Their  own  circle  is  large,  and  they  have  little  time  for  those 
without  the  pale. 

The  chapter  house  also  stands  in  danger  of  degenerating 
into  a  clubhouse,  a  general  meeting  place  for  a  good  time. 
Not  with  the  fellow-students  (the  boys,  I  mean),  but  just 
among  themselves,  and  when  I  heard  the  words,  "Oh,  don't 
let's  have  the  boys,"  in  connection  with  any  frolic  in  the 
house,  I  shivered,  for  that  meant  times  altogether  too  festive 
and  too  hilarious. 
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College  people  have  got  to  take  time  to  know  these  sorority 
girls  if  they  want  to  keep  them  up  to  par,  or,  indeed,  have 
them  at  all.  The  members  are  young  people  who  need  help, 
who  need  interest  in  their  undertakings.  Their  house  stands 
for  home,  to  be  recognized  as  such,  and  lifted  to  the  plane 
of  a  real  home — or  else  shut  its  doors,  and  throw  away  the 
key. 

Give  it  just  the  odious  name,  sorority  house;  look  askance 
at  it;  wink  at  its  misdemeanors;  complain  in  undertones  of 
its  misconduct — and  let  it  go  at  that,  and  small  wonder  the 
colleges  arc  ashamed  of  it.  Recognize  its  claims  as  a  home, 
call  upon  its  inmates  as  upon  friends,  meet  them  on  a  level 
with  your  own  daughters;  trust  them,  believe  in  them,  take 
a  neighbor's  interest  in  them,  and  I  believe  every  girl  of 
them  will  respond,  for  girls  soon  learn  to  live  up  to  a  high 
standard,  and  to  tolerate  only  things  that  are  good. 

Two  months  of  frantic  anxiety  ended  my  career  as  chaperon. 
The  loving,  troubled  eyes  of  the  mothers  who  came  to  visit 
haunted  me  by  day  as  well  as  by  night.  Let  some  one  take 
these  girls  who  did  not  care — ^who  would  sleep,  no  matter 
in  what  part  of  the  college  town  her  charges  were  wander- 
ing; but  the  place  was  not  for  me. 

When  the  alumnae  of  my  sorority  (by  adoption)  found  that  I 
really  meant  to  take  my  departure,  I  received  many  visitations, 
and  was  earnestly  solicited  about  the  future  good  of  my 
girls.  *'lVhat  do  you  advise  us  to  do?"  At  the  time,  cast 
down,  perplexed,  I  could  only  say,  "Take  from  the  hands 
of  babes  the  responsibility  of  their  home,  and  place  it  in  the 
hands  of  one  older  and  wiser  than  themselves."  How  many 
times  since  then  I  have  talked  "sororities"  with  college  deans, 
both  men  and  women,  I  can  hardly  count!  It  is  always  a 
theme  of  conversation!  My  conclusions,  nowadays,  are  the 
following — subject  to  change,  also  improvement! 

The  sorority  house  (if  such  a  thing  must  needs  be)  should 
have  at  its  head  a  woman  of  highest  character;  a  woman  of 
education  and  culture,  a  lady  in  the  truest  sense  of  the 
word;  a  woman  also  of  strong  nerve  and  of  strong  body. 

Give  this  house-mother,  then,  full  authority  over  the  home 
of  which  she  is  the  head.  Let  it  be  "self-governed,"  if  you 
like,  but  let  all  plans  and  purposes,  all  merrymakings,  even, 
be  submitted  to  her  for  judgment. 
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In  place  of  the  resident  alumnae  making  monthly  pilgrimages 
of  inspection  through  the  house,  it  might  be  as  well  to  trust 
this  house-mother  to  rule  her  little  kingdom  wisely  and  well, 
without  a  humiliation  that  any  mother  in  her  own  home 
would  resent  instantly. 

How  deliciously  there  comes  to  my  memory,  mirth-inspiring, 
one  of  the  **clect"  who,  with  leveled  eyeglass,  looked  me 
over  and  approvingly  said,  "It's  really  wonderful  how  you 
always  dress  so  appropriately  to  the  occasion!"  Said  "occa- 
sion** being  my  admittance  of  her  to  the  living-room ;  /  clothed 
in  white  duck.  Trained  nurse,  or  sort  of  upper  housemaid, 
I  never  could  decide  in  quite  which  light  she  looked  upon  me ! 
If  the  chaperon,  having  all  authority,  cannot  come  up  to  the 
requirements  of  the  situation,  ask  for  her  resignation.  Advice 
pours  into  her  ears  from  all  sides.  The  patronesses  have  a 
finger  in  the  pie!  The  resident  alumnae  have  their  ideas; 
the  visiting  mothers  (really  the  kindest  of  all!)  do,  still, 
give  hints  of  their  own  homemaking,  and  among  them  all  the 
chaperon  has  a  hard  road  to  travel! 

If  any  house-mother  has  ever  had  a  home  of  her  own,  she 
will  know  how  to  make  a  home  for  her  prls,  but  she  cannot 
make  it  nor  will  it  endure  without  the  loving  and  willing 
cooperation  of  these  girls  themselves;  nor  can  she  make  it 
according  to  the  views  of  a  score  or  more  of  outsiders.  A 
house-mother  should  be  one  who  may  be  received  by  the 
faculty  and  the  alumnae  as  one  of  themselves,  treated  with 
equal  respect  and  courtesy.  The  girls  are  not  to  look  upon 
her  as  one  in  arbitrary  command,  but  to  realize  that  in  her 
they  find  one  who  will  work  for  them  and  with  them  loyally 
and  well.  Every  chaperon  I  have  known  has  acknowledged 
that  she,  too,  was  afraid  of  those  girls.  I  wonder  why?  I 
cannot  quite  say,  but  I  know,  only  too  well,  that  /  was 
afraid — for  all  their  kindness  to  me.  I  think  it  was  because 
I  was  never  quite  sure  of  what  hilarity  would  next  be  on 
the  cards,  and,  having  no  authority,  I  could  only,  **Being  in — 
bear  it,"  as  one  Shakespeare  sayeth.  My  period  of  probation 
ended,  I  retired  a  sadder  and  wiser  person,  and  a  steady 
procession  of  chaperons  followed  in  my  footsteps.  Under  the 
there-existing  strain,  no  one  woman  could  long  carry  burden, 
and,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  the  problem  of  the  sorority  house 
yet  remains  unsolved. 
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Girls  from  outside  the  house  are  a  disturbing  element. 
They  pay  their  dues  and  have  the  freedom  of  the  house,  but 
hardly  any  home  could  be  conducted  in  a  quiet  and  orderly 
manner  with  its  doors  opened  wide  by  day  and  night  for 
the  inrush  of  friends;  study  hours  infringed  upon,  ceaseless 
idle  chatter  of  those  who  only  want  to  pass  the  time,  free 
entrance  into  the  dining-room  during  meals — really,  a  sorority 
house  so  run  has  more  than  the  liberties  of  a  club,  and 
who  can  say  them  nay? 

Things  must  mightily  change  for  the  better  ere  a  sorority 
house  is  what  all  are  longing  for  it  to  be — ideal!

The  building  contains  the  gymnasium,  the  Home  Economics 
department,  and  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  Women  and  of 
various  girls'  organizations. 

The  most  important  feature  of  Nu's  recent  pleasures  was 
Founders*  Day  banquet,  on  April  Fifth.  Jessie  Schindlcr  made 
a  most  entertaining  toastmistress.    The  toasts  given  were:

(From  thr  Fayeiieville  Daily) 


The  University  of  Arkansas,  with  its  eventful  and  honor- 
able history  of  thirty-eight  years  of  glorious  achievement,  has 
many  trophies  of  pride  and  distinction.  As  the  Alma  Mater 
of  hundreds  of  useful  and  talented  men  and  women,  she  has 
set  high  the  educational  standard  of  a  growing  and  imperial 
common  wealth.  As  an  institution  of  learning  where  God  is 
honored,  genuine  manhood  is  admired,  and  pirre  woman- 
hood is  reverenced,  she  presents  an  ideal  "even  before  the 
reed  is  bent  and  the  flax  is  quenched  shall  bring  judgment 
to  victory."  But  none  of  her  achievements  does  our  educa- 
tional mother  prize  more  highly  than  the  honor  of  christening 
a  parent  chapter  of  a  great  sorority,  which  to-day,  with 
twenty-four  active  and  fifteen  alumnx  chapters  established 
in  the  leading  institutions  of  the  United  States,  and  having  a 
membership  of  over  fourteen  hundred  beautiful  and  accom- 
plished daughters,  proudly  proclaims  the  Eletisinian  Mys- 
teries under  the  banner  of  Chi  Omega. 

On  a  beautiful  spring  afternoon,  April  <;,  1895,  in  the  parlor 
of  Miss  Jobelie  Holcombe,  the  talented  Dean  of  Women  in 
the  University,  there  met  a  congenial  band  of  five — Ina  May 
Boles,  Jean  Marie  V in cen heller,  Jobeile  Holcombe,  Alice  Cary 
Simonds,  and  Dr.  Charles  Richardson,  the  only  honorary 
member  of  the  sorority — ^who  founded  Psi  Chapter  of  Chi 
Omega,  a  national  college  sorority  which  to-day  ranks  fifth 
in  the  United  States  in  the  number  of  chapters.  After  three 
years  of  successful  local  existence,  the  first  step  i: 
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was  taken  by  the  election  of  a  Supreme  Governing  Council 
and  the  chartering  of  Chi  Chapter  at  Jessamine  Institute, 
Nicholasville,  Ky.  In  quick  succession  chapters  were  estab- 
lished at  Ontario,  Canada ;  Belmont  College,  Nashville,  Tenn. ; 
the  University  of  Mississippi,  Randolph-Macon  Woman's 
College,  Sophia  Newcomb  College,  a  part  of  Tulane  Uni- 
versity; the  universities  of  Tennessee,  Illinois,  Wisconsin, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  California,  Texas,  West  Virginia,  Michi- 
gan, Washington,  Colorado,  Florida,  and  Oregon,  the  George 
Washington  University,  of  Washington  City ;  Barnard  College, 
a  part  of  Columbia  University,  of  New  York  City;  Colby 
College,  Dickinson  College,  and  the  Northwestern  University. 
In  addition  to  the  lovely  personnel  of  its  membership,  the 
acknowledged  scholarly  standard  of  the  institutions  it  is 
represented,  Chi  Omega  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  sorority  in  the  United  States  to  publish  a  distinctly 
secret  publication.  The  Mystagogue,  which  supplements  the 
Eleusis,  for  so  many  years  edited  by  Psi's  own  Mrs.  Ida  Pace 
Purdue,  now  the  chief  officer  on  the  Governing  Council. 

With  fifteen  years  of  achievement  and  social  triumph 
looking  down  upon  them,  with  the  high  standard  of 
every  Chi  Omega  reception  and  dance  as  the  goal  to  be 
reached,  the  members  of  the  Psi  Chapter  had  before 
them  no  mean  goal  to  reach,  no  low  standard  to  emulate. 
And  right  loyally  did  these  lovely  southern  girls  live  up  to 
the  glorious  social  traditions  of  Chi  Omega.  The  tasteful 
decorations  of  white  and  old  gold  wrought  by  loving  hands, 
the  lowered  checkered  ceiling  of  white  crepe  in  the  S.  A.  E. 
Hall,  the  fourteen  shields  and  emblems  of  every  sorority  and 
fraternity  represented  in  the  University  of  Arkansas  richly 
emblazoned  on  the  wall,  the  artistic  arrangement  of  the 
lights  lending  a  soft  glow  to  the  cadence  of  flying  feet,  the 
plain  yet  elegantly  engraved  souvenir  pragrams  of  the  dance, 
a  wealth  of  White  Carnations  telling  of  the  purity  of  Psi*s 
ideals,  and  above  all,  the  presence  of  sweet  and  beautiful 
ladies  elegantly  gowned  in  new  Easter  attire — all  told  of  taste 
and  tact  and  made  the  scene  "a  flowery  band  to  bind  us  to 
the  earth." 

The  250  fortunate  guests  began  to  arrive  soon  after  eight 
and  were  graciously  received  at  the  entrance  by  Miss  Julien 
Hall,  Miss  Genevieve  Mock,  Miss  Jobelle  Holcombc,  Mrs. 
Ernest   Howe,   Miss    Margaret   Cannon,    Mrs.    Ross   Lander, 
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and  Miss  Sophia  Pape,  in  the  order  named.  An  hour  was  spent 
in  pleasant  conversation,  and  the  endearing  elegance  of  many  a 
hallowed  friendship  was  sealed  as  the  sweetener  of  life  and  the 
solder  of  society.  Engagements  for  the  eighteen  regular 
dances  and  four  extras,  one  of  them  complimentary,  were 
made  with  all  the  ardor  of  gallant  courtiers,  and  soon 

"Two  htmdred  hearts  beat  happily;  and  when 

Music  arose  with  its  voluptuous  swell, 
Soft  eyes  look'd  friendship  to  eyes  which  spake  again, 
And  all  went  merry  as  a  marriage  bell." 

Between  numbers  delicious  pineapple  ice  was  served  and 
every  courtesy  possible  was  extended  to  the  invited  guests. 
The  members  on  the  chapter  roll  of  Psi,  whose  energy 
and  loyalty  made  this  delightful  evening  possible  are 
Misses  Julien  Hall,  Sophia  Pape,  Genevieve  Mock,  Nell 
Trimble,  Jane  Wood,  Mabel  Bell,  Virginia  Hall,  Jessie  Wade, 
Linnie  Mullins,  Isabelle  McCartney,  Lucy  Hon,  Beatrice  Prall, 
Eutha  Harris,  Evelyn  McRae,  Elise  Hay,  Ruth  Terry,  Emma 
Gene  Burrow.  Six  of  these  charming  girls — Misses  Jones, 
Harris,  McRae,  Hay,  Terry,  and  Burrow — are  of  this  year's 
initiates,  who  by  their  strength  of  scholarship  and  ladylike 
refinement  of  manner  have  proven  themselves  worthy  to  wear 
the  Cardinal  and  Straw.  As  the  Chis  of  1909-10  look  back  in 
the  reflecting  mirror  of  memory  upon  their  marked  social 
triumph  of  last  evening,  the  refrain  of  the  exquisite  toast 
will  seem  even  the  sweeter — 

''Whenever   our    emblem    bright    we    see    over    some    sister's 

heart, 
A  key  we  have  to  her  sympathy  which  nothing  else  can  impart. 
Yes,  Chi  Omega  bonds  are  sweet  to  all  who  wear  the  chain : 
Another  toast  to  her  were  meet :   'Here's  to  our  girls  again.' " 

Lucy  Byrd  Mock,  of  Psi,  is  at  present  affiliated  with  Alpha 
Chapter.  She  has  accepted  the  appointment  of  the  S.  G.  C.  to 
act  as  toastmistress  at  the  Convention  banquet,  and  also  she 
will  give  an  address  following  that  of  the  S.  H.,  on  the 
opening  day  of    Convention.     This   appointment   seems   par- 
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ticularly  appropriate,  as,  through  Miss  Mock,  Chi  Omega 
took  the  first  step  in  extension  when  she,  at  that  time  a 
teacher  in  Jessamine  Institute,  Nicholasville,  Ky.,  founded 
in  that  school  the  old  Chi  Chapter,  since  transferred  to  Tran- 
sylvania  University    (Kentucky   University   then). 

The  following,  a  clipping  from  the  Seattle  (Wash.)  Times, 
will  interest  all  Chi  Omegas,  who  will  feel  proud  of  this  fra- 
ternity sister's  success  in  various  lines: 

"Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Lucy  Byrd  Mock,  major- 
general  in  the  United  Confederate  Choirs,  Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy  in  Seattle  are  organizing  a  Confederate  choir, 
to  affiliate  with  the  national  organization.  Although  organiza- 
tions of  this  character  are  not  familiar  to  the  average  citizen 
in  the  West,  they  are  numerous  throughout  the  East  and 
South.  Wherever  founded  they  have  proved  most  successful, 
and  local  Confederates  believe  the  Seattle  society  will  prove 
an  important  factor  in  preserving  the  war  songs  of  the 
southerners  during  the  Civil  War. 

"The  Confederate  choirs  are  composed  solely  of  young 
women,  who  march  in  memorial  processions  and  at  reunions, 
dressed  in  the  gray  uniform  of  the  Confederacy  and  wearing 
the  Confederate  flag,  blazoned  in  a  star-studded  heaven.  The 
flag  forms  the  official  badge  of  the  order.  Numerous  enter- 
tainments are  given  throughout  the  year  by  these  choirs, 
at  which  time  old-time  love  songs,  as  well  as  plantation  melo- 
dies and  war  tunes  of  the  South  are  rehearsed. 

"Local  Confederate  Veterans  are  enthusiastic  over  the  move- 
ment in  Seattle.  Judge  John  H.  Allen,  commander  of  John 
B.  Gordon  Camp,  1546,  has  issued  a  special  order  authoriz- 
ing Miss  Mock  to  organize  the  choir  at  once,  and  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy  are  enrolling  in  numbers.  Dr.  Frank 
Wilbur  Chase,  director  of  the  First  Presbyterian  (Hiurch  choir, 
has  agreed  to  train  the  singers,  and  among  others,  Bentley 
Nicholson,  who  recently  filled  the  tenor  role  in  the  eighth 
symphony  concert  of  the  Seattle  orchestra,  will  act  in  an 
auxiliary  capacity. 

"The  choir,'  said  Judge  Allen  yesterday,  *will  be  com- 
posed of  some  of  the  best  southern  talent  in  Seattle.  I  expect 
it  to  be  not  only  an  honor  to  our  camp,  but  an  honor  and 
pleasure  to  Seattle  itself.' 
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'The  matter  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Confederate 
veterans  at  their  installation  exercises  Thursday  night  in 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  rooms,  by  Miss  Mock,  and  met 
with  immediate  approval.  The  project  was  comparatively  new 
to  the  old  soldiers,  although  many  of  them  had  often  wishes 
for  an  organization  of  some  such  character  to  be  formed. 

"The  national  society  embraces  chapters  at  Richmond, 
Memphis,  Birmingham,  St.  Louis,  and  other  cities  of  the 
South.  The  national  president  is  located  at  Portsmouth,  Va., 
and  this  year  is  Mrs.  J.  GriflF  Edwards. 

"Miss  Byrd  Mock,  by  whom  the  choir  was  promulgated  in 
this  city,  is  well  known  in  literary  circles  as  a  magazine 
writer.  In  the  June  number  of  the  Progress  magazine  an 
8,000-word  article  by  her  descriptive  of  Seattle  will  appear. 
She  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Arkansas,  and  is  at 
present  living  at  the  Chi  Omega  sorority  house  on  the 
State  university  campus."

THE  INTER^FRATERNTTY  CONFERENCE 


Pursuant  to  a  call  issued  by  President  W.  H.  P.  Faunce, 
of  Brown  University,  representing  the  Religious  Education 
Association,  representatives  from  twenty-six  college  fraterni- 
ties met  at  the  University  Qub,  New  York  City,  Saturday, 
November  27,  1909. 

With  the  call  there  was  sent  a  suggestion  of  the  following 
topics  as  the  basis  for  discussion  at  the  meeting:

1.  The  relation  of  the  fraternity  chapter  to  the  college 
administration.  Should  the  college  ignore  or  utilize  the  fra- 
ternity? Should  the  fraternity  confer  with  the  administration 
of  the  college? 

2.  The  influence  of  the  fraternity  on 

(a)  the  expense  of  a  college  course; 

(b)  manners  and  social  habits; 

(c)  serious  scholarship;

3.  The  evils  connected  with  present  systems  of  pledging 
new  members.    How  can  they  be  minimized  or  avoided?

5.  The  unification  of  the  various  chapters 

(a)  by  executive  councils,  or  boards  of  trustcci; 

(b)  by  conventions,  national  and  local;

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d  The  relation  of  the  local  alumni  of  a  fraternity  to  the 
undergraduate  members.    Should  alumni 

(fl)    encourage    in    all    cases    establishment    of    chapter

(b)    offer  financial  aid  in  maintaining  such  houses? 
(f)    appoint  a  resident  manager? 

id)    supervise  matters  financial,   hygienic,   culinary,  and 
moral? 

7.  The  relations  of  the  fraternities  to  one  another.  Should 
they  ignore  one  another,  or  undertake  official  cooperation? 

8.  The  relation  of  fraternities  to  the  life  of  the  nation. 
Have  they  any  duty  beyond  their  own  membership?  If  so, 
what? 

The  members  of  the  conference  assembled  in  the  council 
chamber  of  the  club  between  9  and  10  a.  m.,  and  at  the  latter 
hour  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Faunce, 
who  stated  briefly  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  college  section 
of  the  Religious  Education  Association  held  in  Chicago  some 
months  before,  so  much  interest  was  aroused  in  subjects  con- 
nected with  college  and  fraternity  life  that  there  seemed  to 
be  a  general  desire  that  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  dif- 
ferent fraternities  be  held  for  conference  concerning  them. 
He  emphasized  the  statement  made  in  all  communications  to 
the  several  fraternities  interested,  that  the  delegates  were 
understood  to  have  no  power  to  act  for  their  respective 
organizations,  the  conference  being  purely  informal.  He 
expressed  his  gratification  at  the  cordial  response  which  his 
call  had  elicited,  the  names  of  over  sixty  delegates  officially 
appointed  having  been  sent  to  him.  He  then  nominated  as 
officers  of  the  conference,  Hamilton  W.  Mabie,  Alpha  Delta 
Phi,  as  chairman,  and  Frances  W.  Shepardson,  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
as  secretary,  and  they  were  unanimously  chosen  for  the 
places  stated. 

After  the  roll  had  been  called,  the  chairman  asked  for 
suggestions  as  to  the  topics  to  be  discussed,  announcing  that 
the  speakers  would  be  limited  to  ten  minutes. 

William  Raimond  Baird,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  suggested  that  the 
proper  control  of  chapter  houses  by  the  college  authorities, 
the  undergraduates,  or  the  alumni  was  the  most  important 
of  the  airrent  problems  outlined  in  the  call,  and  supported 
his  contention  by  a  brief  statement.  A  general  discussion 
followed,  covering  a  good  many  phases  of  college  fraternity 
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life,  which  was  participated  in  by  Qarence  F.  Birdseye, 
Chi  Psi;  Francis  Lynde  Stetson,  Alpha  Beta  Phi;  Dr.  Oscar 
H.  Rogers,  Sigma  Phi;  James  B.  Curtis,  Delta  Tau  Delta; 
Carl  A.  Hartstrom,  Theta  Delta  Chi;  Julian  McCarry,  Kappa 
Alpha  (s) ;  J.  Duane  Livingston,  Delta  Phi;  Charles  H. 
Eldridge,  Sigma  Chi;  and  representatives  of  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
Phi  Delta  Theta,  Chi  Phi,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Zeta  Psi, 
Phi  Kappa  Sigma,  Sigma  Nu,  Kappa  Sigma,  and  Delta 
Kappa    Epsilon. 

During  the  course  of  the  proceedings  several  related  topics 
were  brought  forward  with  definite  propositions  for  action, 
but,  after  free  discussion,  each  was  withdrawn. 

After  a  recess  for  luncheon,  which  was  served  in  the 
adjoining  clubroom,  the  conference  reassembled,  and  after 
several  resolutions  were  informally  presented  and  discussed 
with  much  latitude  and  fine  fraternity  spirit,  the  following 
resolution,  offered  by  Dr.  Oscar  H.  Rogers,  Sigma  Phi, 
was   adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  conference  that 
the  college  fraternities  should  sanction  and  participate  in  the 
formation  of  a  permanent  Inter-fraternity  Conference,  to 
meet  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  questions  of 
mutual  interest  and  of  presenting  to  the  fraternities  repre- 
sented such  recommendations  as  the  said  conference  may 
deem  wise,  it  being  understood  that  the  functions  of  such 
conference  shall  be  purely  advisory." — American  College. 


The  New  York  conference,  before  its  adjournment,  appointed 
three  committees,  representing  all  sections  of  the  country 
and  all  varieties  of  fraternity  ideal,  to  study  some  of  the 
most  weighty  of  these  problems  during  the  next  twelve 
months.  Thus  for  the  first  time  these  national  organizations 
have  united  in  a  genuine  task.  They  have  come  together — 
not  to  surrender  any  rights  or  powers,  not  to  lose  their 
individuality  in  a  colorless  amalgam,  but  to  learn  the  facts, 
to  study  the  history  of  the  last  seventy-five  years,  place  the 
experience  of  each  at  the  service  of  all,  and  then  to  recom- 
mend— further  than  that  we  hope  no  action  will  ever  go- 
certain  policies  which  will  remove  just  criticism  and  strengthen 
confidence  in  the  American  college  fraternity. — President 
Fauncc,  in  The  American  College. 
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"I  propose  that  a  fraternity  conference  be  organized  in 
every  university,  consisting  of  one  student  member  and  one 
faculty  member  from  each  fraternity.  In  order  that  the  two 
members  might  work  together,  I  would  allow  the  fraternities 
to  have  their  choice  of  their  representatives.  This  body 
should  meet  frequently  and  have  the  entire  power  and  author- 
ity to  regulate  the  fraternities  at  the  institution.  The  uni- 
versity should  recognize  its  mandates  as  supreme  upon  fra- 
ternity matters,  and  it  should  be  encouraged  to  enter  fully 
into  the  life  of  the  various  fraternities  with  a  view  to  mak- 
ing them  conform  as  much  as  possible  to  the  spirit  and  ideals 
of  the  university. 

"I  would  put  much  responsibility  upon  the  faculty 
representative.  It  should  be  his  duty  to  become  personally 
acquainted  with  each  member  of  the  fraternity  for  which 
he  is  sponsor;  he  should  visit  their  house  frequently,  make 
their  friends  his  friends,  and  enter  into  their  lives  as  a  father 
to  the  chapter  and  do  everything  in  his  power  to  assist 
them  in  realizing  the  highest  ideals  of  the  university.  I  would 
add  to  the  faculty  representative  the  authority  and  responsi- 
bility of  deciding  upon  the  new  members  coming  into  the 
fraternity  and  the  terms  of  their  admission.  The  fraternity 
should  be  at  liberty  to  choose  whomsoever  it  pleases  as  a 
fraternity  brother,  but  as  soon  as  they  decide  upon  the 
candidate  his  name  should  be  referred  to  the  faculty  repre- 
sentative to  make  a  thorough  and  careful  investigation  of  the 
candidate,  the  decision  of  such  faculty  representative  to  be 
final  as  to  the  admission  of  such  student  to  the  fraternity." — "A 
Suggestion  from  Kappa  Sigma,"  in  Beta  Theta  PL 


**At  the  time  of  writing,"  states  the  Wisconsin  chapter 
correspondent  in  the  January  Phi  Delta  Theta  Scroll,  "'there 
is  a  movement  started  for  the  formation  of  a  fraternity  coun- 
cil. Meetings  have  been  held  at  which  all  fraternities  wero 
represented.  The  movement  is  as  yet  unratified  by  the  sep- 
arate fraternities,  but  in  case  it  is  carried  out  the  movement 
promises  some  good  results.  The  immediate  end  in  view  is 
the  working  in  on  the  investigation  and  to  cooperate  with  it 
if.  possible.  Last  year  a  Pan-Hellenic  was  agitated,  but  it 
was  never  carried  through;  but  it  seems  as  if  the  demands 
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arising  in  connection  with  the  investigation  will  force  it 
through  this  year."  The  investigation  referred  to  is  the  one 
of  fraternities  at  Wisconsin  ordered  made  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature by  the  trustees  of  the  University. 


Instead  of  the  fraternity  being  an  association  governed  by 
certain  fixed  laws  and  regulations  for  the  advancement  and 
promotion  of  each  member's  interest  and  for  the  improve- 
ment of  each  member  morally  and  intellectually,  too  often  it 
is  looked  upon  as  a  social  organization,  thereby  losing  to  its 
members  the  benefit  of  the  real  purpose  of  our  founders. 

The  fraternity,  through  its  upper-classmen  and  alumni, 
should  take  the  place  of  the  freshmen's  home.  The  upper- 
classmen  and  alumni  have  the  responsibility  of  developing 
the  younger  members,  so  that  they  will  obtain  the  best  from, 
and  give  the  best  to,  their  college  during  their  course.  By 
pursuing  such  purpose  a  chapter  will  always  see  that  its  mem- 
bers take  their  degree,  are  talented,  ambitious,  and  morally 
sound. 

Fine  traditions  will  come  with  the  years  from  the  special 
nature  and  life  of  each  household.  The  governing  principles 
of  fraternities  should  practically  guarantee  fine  fellowship,  and 
make  for  the  character  and  attainments  of  its  members,  and 
should  in  every  way  support  the  college  authorities.  These 
principles  should  be  crisp,  clear,  and  practical  in  statement, 
showing  what  kind  of  men  its  members  should  be,  what 
they  shall  do,  and  what  they  shall  not  do,  within  reasonable 
bounds. 

Even  if  the  college,  the  general  fraternity,  and  the  alumni 
assume  their  proper  share  in  the  control  of  the  chapter  house, 
the  active  chapter  members  must  still  retain  the  largest 
share.  But  this  large  share  of  chapter  control  should  concern 
itself  rather  with  ways  and  means  of  carrying  out  the  great 
fraternity  ideals  and  governing  principles  than  with  the  idea 
of  evading  them. 

In  our  fraternity  it  has  been  the  constant  endeavor  for  the 
past  twenty  years  to  make  the  chapter  house  less  a  college 
club  and  more  a  college  fraternity  house  in  the  true  sense, 
and  ^o  make  our  men  Phi  Kappa  Psi  men  rather  than  club 
men.     How  well  we  have  succeeded  we  all  know  is  a  matter

of  congratulation.  It  has  brought  us  to  the  front  rank  among 
college  fraternities,  and,  we  hope,  among  men. — Fifty-seventh 
Report  of  Secretary  of  *  K  4^. 


The  authorities  in  Kansas  University  are  endeavoring  to 
restrict  social  functions  and  all  university  activities  to  Friday 
night  and  Saturday,  so  that  the  week  may  be  more  unin- 
terrupted for  study.  The  students  have  also  been  asked  to 
make  no  week-night  "dates,"  and  the  appeal  has  been  made 
especially  to  sorority  girls,  for  they,  as  representative  women, 
set  the  standard  to  a  great  extent  for  the  student  girls  as  a 
whole.  This  rule  is  not  so  restrictive  as  it  may  seem,  for 
there  are  certain  exceptions  made:  a  girl  may  have  company 
to  or  from  the  library;  she  may  attend  any  function  con- 
nected with  the  University,  or  of  general  interest;  she  may 
be  present  at  any  rehearsal  of  a  university  production.  These 
points  illustrate  the  nature  of  the  exceptions,  and  serve  as  a 
strong  incentive  toward  the  voluntary  enforcement  of  the 
rule.  If  a  girl  wishes  to  ignore  the  matter,  she  may,  of 
course,  do  so;  but  Omega  decided  at  the  first  of  the  year 
that  it  was  against  the  policy  of  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  to  make 
week-night  "dates,"  and  that  the  chapter  as  such  would  not 
be  responsible  for  any  member  who  chose  to  do  so. — Key  of 
Kappa  Kappa  Gamma. 


The  purposes  of  the  Women  Students*  Association  of  the 
University  of  Texas  are  those  outlined  in  its  constitution: 

"The  organization  of  the  Women's  Council,  officially  known 
as  the  Women  Students'  Association  of  the  University  of 
Texas,  was  the  outgrowth  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  some 
of  the  maturer,  more  thoughtful  women  of  the  institution, 
that  the  University  should  be  of  the  greatest  help  possible  to 
the  young  women  students.  These  women  were  imbued  with 
the  idea  that  the  purpose  of  the  University,  so  far  as  the 
young  are  concerned,  was  the  making  of  women  worthy  of 
their  opportunities  and  heritage.  They  thought  all  that  could 
and  should  be  done  was  not  being  done;  that  the  problems 
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were  not  those  with  which  the  Faculty  could  deal,  but  prob- 
lems which  must  be  met  and  solved  by  the  women  themselves. 

"The  conditions  confronting  them  were  these:  A  great 
number  of  young  women,  or,  rather,  ginrls,  enter  the  Fresh 
man  class  each  year,  remain  for  the  one  session,  then  return 
home,  never  to  again  enter  the  institution.  Many  of  these 
young  women — too  many,  by  far — owing  to  lack  of  experi- 
ence, timidity,  or  what-not,  never  really  enter  into  and  enjoy 
true  university  life;  they  come  in  contact  with  few  of  their 
own  classmates,  and  only  exceptionally  are  associated  with 
the  older  and  more  experienced  women  of  the  upper  classes. 
In  consequence,  they  do  not  get  out  of  their  university  life 
what  they  might,  and,  becoming  dissatisfied  or  indifferent,  do 
not  return  and  are  thus  cut  off  forever  from  these  great 
opportunities. 

"There  are  some,  however,  who  would  return,  but  circum- 
stances prevent.  Among  these  some  of  the  most  promising 
material  often  is  found,  and  it  should  be  the  pleasure,  as 
well  as  the  duty  of  the  older  women  of  the  University  to  find 
out  any  in  this  condition  and  see  what  can  be  done  to  help 
them. 

"There  are,  again,  who,  from  lack  of  home  culture,  need 
the  refining,,  broadening  influence  of  the  strong  women  of  the 
University  to  make  of  them  women  capable  of  getting  the 
most  of  life,  of  being  of  great  value  to  the  State  in  their 
quiet,  unassuming  way;  women  worthy  of  the  institution  which 
has  sent  them  forth. 

"Furthermore,  there  are  a  few  young  ladies  who  come  to 
the  University  not  for  its  education  advantages  primarily, 
but  rather  for  the  social  life — the  social  prestige  that  they 
can  win.  For  the  benefit  of  these,  as  also  for  the  safeguards 
of  the  rights  of,  and  in  justice  to,  the  serious  young  women, 
it  becomes  necessary  to  declare  the  intention  of  'fostering  and 
maintaining  the  highest  standards  and  ideals  of  conduct  and 
scholarship.' " — Themis   of   Zeta  Tau  Alpha. 


The  college  fraternity  has  taken  deep  root  and  will  stay, 
and  it  may  be  wise  to  have  something  nearly  like  it  for  the 
non-fraternity  men  in  every  college  able  to  join  an  inde- 
pendent organization  with  a  proper  and  attractive  name,  so

that  these  independent  college  households  may  be  something 
like  the  college  fraternities.  In  this  way,  non-fraternity  men 
may  also  share  in  the  life  and  traditions  of  a  special  estab- 
lishment. This  will  help  preserve  the  democratic  spirit,  and 
will  tend  to  save  the  self-respect  of  such  college  men,  as, 
by  reason  of  their  own  choosing  or  other  circumstances,  are 
not  members  of  college  fraternities. — Shield  of  *  K  4^. 


CONFESSIONS    OF    A    PSI    UPSILON 

*  T  is  a  small,  so-called  conservative,  self-styled  exclusive, 
and  really  very  snobbish  fraternity.  At  the  Inter-Fraternity 
Conference  last  November,  ^  T  and  A  4^  were  conspicuous 
by  their  absence.  *  T  has  made  several  attempts  to  publish 
a  journel,  but  has  never  been  able  to  support  one.  Its 
members,  therefore,  have  no  vehicle  for  the  expression  of 
their  views  regarding  questions  of  fraternity  policy.  When 
a  Psi  U.  has  something  of  the  kind  on  his  mind,  it  is  some- 
thing comical  to  see  him  driven  to  the  necessity  of  airing 
his  views  through  the  medium  of  a  sorority  magazine.  So 
it  is  that  we  read  with  amused  interest  an  article  on  **The 
New  Spirit  in  Our  Universities,'*  by  Dr.  C.  M.  Moss,  '^  T, 
Professor  of  Greek  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  published  in 
the  Crescent  of  the  F  *  B  Sorority.  He  utters  the  following 
lament :  "Years  and  years  ago,  ^  T  ^turned  down'  a  fine 
body  of  young  men  at  Williams.  Conservative,,  of  course. 
And  ^  T  has  been  shedding  tears  ever  since !"  He  also 
laments  the  fact  that  "^I'  T  is  a  sectional  fraternity,  confined 
mainly  to  the  East,  saying:  "As  I  look  over  our  alumni  list, 
and  see  how  many  of  the  members  live  in  a  few  cities,  and 
how  sparsely  the  rest  are  scattered  over  this  great  country, 
it  seems  to  me  an  open  bid  for  alumni  to  forget  what  they 
once  felt."  He  declares  that  it  would  be  well  for  "some  of 
the  better  fraternities"  not  only  to  enter  but  to  "seek  oppor- 
tunity to  enter  some  of  these  establi«;hcd  and  powerful  State 
universities  of  the  West,  possibly  some  well-known  colleges." 
He  especially  mentions  "those  two  lusty  young  giant  institu- 
tions"— the  University  of  Washington  and  the  University  of 
Oregon.  As  an  illustration  of  the  ignorance  more  or  less 
common  in  the  East  regarding  the  m«nrvclous  development 
of  western  in.stitutions.  Doctor  Moss,  himself  "an  easterner, 
eastern  trained,"  says:

**I  was  sitting  with  an  editor  of  a  great  eastern  daily  not 
long  since,  who  asked  me  some  questions  about  the  University 
of  Illinois,  and  the  state  of  college  and  university  education 
in  the  West.  When  I  told  him  what  our  income  is,  the  number 
of  students,  the  character  of  the  campus,  buildings,  etc.,  and 
the  aims  of  the  University  as  I  see  them,  it  made  no  impression 
upon  him.  He  could  not  believe  what  I  was  saying,  nor 
imagine  anything  like  it,  and  showed  his  disbelief  plainly." 

Doctor  Moss  proceeded  to  enlighten  further  his  conservative 
Psi  U.  brother,  who  was  not  only  so  ignorant  but  so  incredu- 
lous about  the  educational   development  of  the  West: 

"My  friend,  mentioned  above,  stood  open-eyed  when  I  told 
him  that  there  are  more  college  students  in  Illinois  now  than 
in  the  whole  United  States  when  he  graduated.  He  has  been 
repeating  ^conservative'  so  long  that  he  had  no  eye  to  see 
that  even  that  word  has  a  relative  significance.  So  a  fellow- 
member  of  my  fraternity,  when  told  rtcently  that  if  we  were 
as  'conservative*  now  as  when  he  and  I  were  in  college,  we 
ought  to  have  i8i  chapters,  he  merely  said,  'Impossible.'  A 
moment  later  he  said:  *I  never  thought  of  that.'  So  far  as 
I  can  see,  the  word  is  chiefly  a  confession  that  the  machinery 
of  the  organization  is  not  capable  of  working  beyond  a 
certain  little  limit  already  reached." 

The  last  sentence  is  about  the  best  description  we  have 
ever  seen  of  "conservatism"  of  the  variety  that  ^  T  and  a 
few  other  small  fraternities  prate  so  much  about.  Doctor 
Moss  is  not  blinded  by  prejudice;  realizing  the  wonderful 
changes  of  recent  years  and  the  still  greater  possibilities  in 
the  near  future,  he  says:  "The  country,  and  with  it  the 
college  world,  is  growing  with  such  bewildering  swiftness 
that  any  organization  that  stands  still  must  seem  like  a 
railway  train  disappearing  in  the  distance." — Scroll,  *  A  8. 


We  have  assumed  above — and  rightly,  I  believe — that  those 
who  stand  for  expansion  do  so  from  sincere  motives.  What 
it  seems  necessary  to  make  clear  is,  that  expansion  need 
not  militate  against  an  improved  internal  organization,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  may  promote  it.  It  is  true,  a  large  organiza- 
tion requires  more  efficient  direction  than  a  small,  but  with 
such  harmony  of  purpose  as  we  should  have,  this  very  require- 
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ment  gives  rise  to  the  improvement  sought.  Nor  should  we 
think  that  we  can  rest  on  our  past  laurels.  To  attempt 
this  means  first  stagnation,  and  then  inevitably  a  falling  awa}' 
from  the  standards  already  reached,  and  a  decadent  fra- 
ternity.—Quflr/«'/y  of  A  T,  in  K  A  6. 


Every  fraternity  worthy  of  the  name  has  a  mission  to  fulfill, 
a  duty  to  perform,  and  if  it  will  be  faithful  to  these  trusts, 
it  cannot  refuse  to  develop  or  fail  to  extend  the  territory 
of  its  influence  as  rapidly  as  suitable  opportunities  arise.  No 
fraternity  should  ever  say  that  its  chapter  roll  shall  not  be 
enlarged;  but  upon  receiving  an  application  should  make 
thorough  investigation  of  the  field  and  the  petitioning  body, 
and  if  conditions  appear  reasonably  satisfactory,  should  grant 
a  charter. — Delta  Chi  Quarterly,  in  K  A  8. 


We  must  give  our  fraternity  a  raison  d'eire — a  reason  for 
existing — and  that  reason  must  be  one  that  is  worth  while, 
both  for  now  and  for  the  future.  One  of  the  strongest 
weapons  we  possess  is  our  music.  Let  us  be  as  fearless  as 
Joan  of  Arc — buckle  on  our  armor  of  faith  and  fight  for  our 
idea.

Phi  Mu  has  established  a  graduate  schchrship.  The  Aglaia 
says  it  is  open  to  all  Phi  Mus  vrho  are  graduates  of  A-rank 
colleges;  three  universities  will  be  selected  by  the  Grand 
Council  and  the  winner  will  be  allowed  to  take  her  choice 
of  the  three. 


It  has  been  the  custom  with  us  for  several  years  to  keep 
a  file  of  examination  questions.  This  idea  was  first  put  into 
effect  by  our  older  girls  who  are  now  alumnre,  and  since 
then  it  has  been  kept  up  by  all  succeeding  members  of  the 
chapter.     It  has  proved  to  be  very  helpful   to  girls   taking 
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Up  courses  of  study  under  professors  with  whom  they  have 
previously  had  no  work.  Most  of  all,  it  is  helpful  to  the 
Freshmen,  for  it  gives  them  an  idea  of  what  kind  of  work  the 
University  expects  from  the  students. 

In  order  to  bring  alumnae  and  active  members  into  closer 
touch,  Nebraska  Beta  has  decided  to  invite  two  of  the  alumnae 
to  Sunday  dinner  each  week.  Thus  we  hope  all  will  become 
better  acquainted. 

When  a  chapter  initiates  a  girl  she  owes  it  to  the  fra- 
ternity to  stay  in  college  longer  than  the  Freshman  year.  A 
girl  cannot  apprecite  the  true  spirit  of  the  fraternity  until 
she  has  accepted  some  responsibility  of  the  chapter. — The 
Arrow  of  H  B  *. 


Our  alumnae  are  rapidly  making  themselves  heard.  In  this 
Anchora  we  introduce  a  new  chapter.  In  many  cities  the 
resident  alumnae  are  beginning  to  hold  meeting^.  Convention 
decreed  that  the  alumnae  in  each  city,  whether  organized  or 
not,  should  agree  on  some  headquarters,  which  should  be  pub- 
lished in  The  Anchora.  It  takes  some  time  to  do  this,  but 
in  this  number  we  have  quite  a  list.  All  visitors  in  a  city 
are  asked  to  notify  the  resident  alumnae  at  the  address 
given  or  to  meet  with  them  at  the  time  and  place  given.

"rushing  stunts"   is  good  singing.— K  A   O. 
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No  fraternity  grows  great  by  the  simple  process  of  having 
ideals.  A  fraternity  grows  great  by  the  difficult  process  of 
living  its  ideals.  The  ideals  are  the  tools  with  which  is 
wrought  the  manhood  of  the  brother:  see,  then,  that  these 
tools  be  well  edged  and  of  fine  temper;  but  never  allow  them 
to  rest  in  glass  cases  or  locked  within  the  strong-box  of  a 
chapter  hall;  while  other  inferior  tools,  borrowed  from  our 
Pan-Hellenic  inheritance  or  from  popular  stands  of  moraLs, 
do  the  actual  work,  and  half  secure  the  results  which  Chris- 
tian Faith  as  distinguished  from  "Christianity,"  high  and 
clean  morality  as  distinguished  from  "good  morals,"  brotherly 
love  as  distinguished  from  "fratemalism,"  and  manliness  as 
distinguished  from  popularity,  alone  can  secure. — Alpha  Chi 
Rho  Garnet  and  White,  May,  1909. 


Mrs.  Russell  Sage  has  given  $10,000  to  the  New  York  State 
Federation  of  Women's  Qubs,  provided  the  federation  will 
raise  $12,500  more.  The  object  of  the  gift  is  to  provide  an 
endowment  for  the  federation  out  of  which  the  expenses  of 
the  officers  may  be  paid  and  to  found  a  scholarship  in  some 
woman's  college.  Mrs.  Elmer  Blair,  President  of  the  New 
York  State  Federation,  on  making  the  announcement  at  the 
recent  convention  in  Rochester,  explained  that  as  matters 
now  stood  it  was  impossible  for  any  but  wealthy  women 
to  be  officers  because  of  the  expense  entailed.  Nearly  $2,000 
toward  the  fund  was  raised  in  the  convention. — New  York  Sun. 


June  I,  1910,  is  the  date  by  which  all  essays  submitted  in 
competition  for  the  prizes  of  $2,000  offered  by  Hart,  Schaffncr 
&  Marx  must  be  submitted.  Five  prizes  are  offered,  ranging 
from  $200  to  $600,  and  are  designed  to  stimulate  the  study 
of  topics  relating  to  commercial  economics  and  industry. 
Essays  are  to  be  submitted  to  Prof.  James  Laurence  Laughlin, 
at  the  University  of  Chicago,  chairman  of  the  committee  in 
charge  of  the  competition.  The  other  members  of  the  com- 
mitte  are:  Prof.  J.  B.  Clark,  Columbia  University;  Prof. 
Henry  C.  Adams,  University  of  Michigan;  Horace  White, 
Esq.,  New  York  City.    The  contest  is  classified,  and  is  open 
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(i)  to  any  American  without  restriction;  (2)  undergraduates 
of  any  American  college;  (3)  those  without  academic  training. 
These  contests  have  been  held  for  the  last  six  years. 

Senator  Guggenheimer  has  donated  a  new  law  building  to 
the  University  of  Colorado.  A  new  auditorium  is  also  being 
built,  at  a  cost  of  $250,000. 

A  $250,000  chapel  has  recently  been  dedicated  at  Washing- 
ton University,  St.  Louis,  and  a  new  $300,000  Agricultural 
Hall  at  Iowa  State  College. 

The  University  of  Missouri  has  opened  courses  for  the 
training  of  playground  directors  and  teachers.  The  courses 
are  supplemented  by  practical  work  in  the  city  playground. 

At  the  close  of  the  Alaska- Yukon-Pacific  Exposition,  the 
University  of  Washington  acquired  twenty-eight  buildings, 
an  open-air  theater  seating  15,000  persons,  beautiful  asphalt 
roads,  a  $40,000  sewer  system,  and  extensive  gardens. 

Two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  raised 
by  special  tax  for  the  future  development  of  the  University 
of  Oklahoma.  It  is  planned  to  build  one  new  building  e.ich 
year  for  ten  years.  The  University  has  an  endowment  fund 
of  over  $9,000,0000. 

After  more  than  1,000  years'  existence  as  an  institution 
for  men  alone,  Oxford  University,  in  England,  will  hereafter 
admit  women.  They  will  also  be  allowed  to  compete  for 
the   Rhodes   Scholarships. 

The  University  of  Wisconsin  has  completed  a  Women's 
Building,  which  provides  accommodations  for  women's  ath- 
letics and  for  the  literary  and  social  life  of  the  women  students. 

The  State  Universities  of  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Minne- 
sota, and  the  University  of  Toronto,  have  been  admitted  to 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching. 
Princeton,  Amherst,  Yale,  Harvard,  Columhia,  the  University 
of  Illinois,  and  Wellesley  are  charged  with  admitting  students 
without  the  necessary  requirements,  thereby  violating  condi- 
tions imposed  by  the  Foundation. 
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In  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  number  enrolled  in  the 
national  fraternities  has  risen  from  72,000  to  almost  270.000 
(of  these  30,000  are  women).  The  undergraduate  member- 
ship in  a  normal  year  now  ranges  between  30,000  and  35.000; 
and  of  the  more  than  1,700  branches  or  chapters  of  these 
societies,  1,100  own  or  rent  houses,  which  at  a  conservative 
estimate  are  valued  at  more  than  $8,000,000.  The  fraternity 
has  ceased  to  be  an  amusement  and  has  become  an  institu- 
tion.— New  York  Evening  Post. 

Six  University  of  Washington  women  have  organized  the 
Theta  Sigma  Phi,  which  is  designed  to  become  a  national 
journalistic  honor  society  among  college  women.  Its  member- 
ship is  limited  to  upper-class  women  of  the  department  of 
journalism  who  not  only  have  shown  ability  along  literary 
lines,  but  who  also  intend  making  journalism  their  life 
work.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  founders  to  establish  chapters 
in  other  colleges.  The  pin  is  a  reproduction  of  the  linotype 
machine  matrix,  with  a  torch  and  the  Greek  letters  for 
emblems. — American  College. 

The  women  students  of  the  Universities  of  Oregon  and 
Washington  have  formed  an  inter-collegiate  debating  league. 
Forensic  contests  will  be  held  between  the  two  universities, 
beginning  this  fall. 

In  the  engineering  courses  at  Wisconsin  there  are  three 
women  registered. 

The  students  of  the  University  of  California  celebrate  Labor 
Day  by  all  turning  out  to  beautify  the  campus.  The  civil 
engineers  superintend  the  grading  of  roads  and  cutting  of 
new  paths — the  arbor  culturists,  the  planting  and  trimming 
of  trees  and  shrubbery;  a  season  of  general  clearing  out  and 
putting  to  rights — a  working  day  of  socialistic  brevity,  for 
shortly  after  noon  the  boys  are  called  from  their  labors  to  a 
bean  feast  prepared  by  the  girls  in  the  gymnasium,  and  the 
afternoon  and  evening  are  spent  in  sports  and  merrymaking. 
The  value  of  the  work  done  last  Labor  Day  was  estimated  at 
$2^00,  but  the  greater  gain  to  the  University  in  the  develop- 
ment of  an  interest  in  the  looks  of  the  campus  cannot  be 
estimated  in  dollars.  This  Labor  Day,  however,  comes  only 
once  in  four  years,  the  date  being  February  29. — Independent. 
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The  October  number  of  Religious  Education  has  four  inter- 
esting articles  upon  fraternity  matters:  "The  College  Fra- 
ternity as  a  Factor  in  the  Religious  and  Moral  Life  of  the 
Student/'  by  Prof.  W.  A.  Scott,  of  Wisconsin;  "The  Fra- 
ternity in  the  State  University,"  by  Dean  T.  A.  Qark,  of 
Illinois;  "The  College  Fraternity  as  an  Ally  in  Maintaining 
Institutional  Standards,"  by  President  G.  P.  Benton,  Of  Miami ; 
and  "The  Fraternities  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,"  by 
Provost  Harrison  and  Dean  E.  F.  Smith. 

"Beginning  with  Garfield,"  says  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta,

*  T.  Vice-president  Arthur,  who  became  President  on  Gar- 
field's death,  was  a  member  of  ^  T.  Vice-president  Colfax 
was  an  honorary  member  of  B  8  n.  Vice-president  Fair- 
banks is  a  member  of  *  T  A.  Vice-president  Sherman  is  a 
member  of  2  *."— *  A  8  Scroll.

D.  C.  The  writer  must  confess  to  a  weakness  for  Eleusis. 
Perhaps  we  admire  the  courage  of  a  young  society  in  main- 
taining such  a  creditable  magazine,  when  its  membership  roll 
was  so  short,  and  in  holding  to  the  ideal  that  it  is  more 
dignified  for  a  fraternity  magazine  to  get  along  without  adver- 
tisements of  meat  markets,  dress  shields,  and  millinery.

With  these  words,  our  Presitlcnt  closed  the  most 
important  Convention  that  Chi  Omega  has  held.

When  she  had  told  us  that  her  twelve  years 
of  service  must  end,  we  had  no  tjuestion  as  to  the 
finality  of  her  decision.

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Lingeringly,  and  with  many  a  backward  glance  at 
the  flower-decked  platform,  the  departing  conven- 
tioners  passed  for  a  last  time  from  Morrison  Chapel, 
down  the  broad,  fine  steps  of  Morrison  Hall,  out  on 
the  spacious  bluegrass  campus  of  Transylvania.  Many 
a  heart  was  dreaming,  then,  of  the  historic  events  that 
Morrison  Hall  had  seen;  pictures  of  the  romances, 
of  the  tragedies,  of  the  comedies  enacted  behind  the 
hedge  in  the  peace  of  the  Kentucky  sunshine,  flitted 
through  the  mind. 

Transylvania  University !  What  a  host  of  phantasies 
cluster  round  the  name!

Into  such  dreams  came 
wafted,  delicious  scents  from  roses,  honeysuckle,  and 
mignonette;  and  a  drowsy  droning  of  bees  from  the 
neighboring  gardens,  almost  hidden  by  time-grown 
hedges. 

Day-dreaming,  the  groups  passed  from  the  shade 
of  the  great  trees  on  the  campus,  along  the  walks, 
checkered  by  sun  and  shade,  up  the  hospitable  steps 
into  fine  old  Hamilton  College. 

No  more  reveries,  here,  for  the  Delta  Delta  Delta  tea 
was  immediately  at  hand,  and  thoughts  of  the  even- 
ing's banquet  crowded  on  the  thoughts  of  the  tea. 
Every  one  was  supposed  to  rest.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
they  loitered  around  in  little  changing  groups,  living 
over  the  happy  week.  Over  in  the  cottage  sat  the  new, 
unhappy  editor,  arranging  for  articles,  cuts,  and  photo- 
graphs ;  trying  to  make  groups  of  delegates  add  up 
the  same  way  as  the  total  number  of  delegates.  The 
new  S.  M.  was  talking  excitedly  with  any  one  whom

should  wear  when  visiting  chapters.  Our  retiring 
president  was  handing  down  and  refitting  the  robe 
of  ofBce  to  its  new  wearer.  The  other  officers  were 
posing,  self-conscious  despite  best  efforts,  before  an 
admiring,  ever-changing  group  of  delegates. 

Happy,  happy  girls,  in  their  bright,  summer  dresses ! 
Carefree,  standing  on  the  threshold  of  womanhood, 
sensing  many  of  its  problems  but  none  of  its  disil- 
lusionments ! 


THE  CONVENTION,  DAY  BY  DAY 

Beginning  Thursday  morning,  all  the  members  of 
Chi  Chapter  were  assigned  to  meet  certain  trains ;  and, 
consequently,  each  new  delegate  was  given  a  personal 
reception  at  the  station  by  Miss  Frances  Frazee  or 
one  of  the  faithful  Chis,  and  the  good-looking  Chi 
Omega  reception  badge  The  present  editor  was  the 
envied  long  stayer,  having  reached  Lexington  one 
whole  week  before  Convention.  Mrs.  Sue  Bitting 
Hicks  came  second,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Love  Collins,  Miss 
Jessie  Parker,  Mrs.  May  G.Miller  Shapard,  and  Mrs. 
Purdue  were  met  by  the  whole  Chi  Chapter  on  Friday 
morning. 

With  Mrs.  Purdue's  arrival,  the  work  of  the  Council 
began,  and,  as  usual,  it  was  strenuous.  There  was 
much  to  be  got  in  shape.  Friday  evening,  the  Council 
and  several  other  early  arrivals  were  invited  to  Paris 
as  guests  of  Mary  Fithian  Hutchcraft  and  her  charm- 
ing mother  and,  incidentally,  to  eat  a  real  Ken- 
tucky dinner.  Edna  Earl  Hinton  and  her  gracious 
mother  called  after  dinner. 
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All  (lay  Saturday  the  Council  sat  behind  closed 
doors,  while  the  Chis  were  busily  opening  other  doors, 
unfastening  suitcases,  hunting  up  lost  luggage ;  useful 
porters  they  were,  and  delightful  hostesses. 

After  church,  Sunday,  the  Chi  Omegas  sat  about 
on  Hamilton's  shady  lawn  planning  for  "to-morrow." 
Late  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  parlors  of  Hamilton  Col- 
lege, the  impressive  Memorial  Service  was  conducted 
by  our  S.  H.,  assisted  by  Kate  Campbell,  who  gave 
the  oration.  The  hymns  were  beautifully  sung  by  a 
selected  quartet.  The  service  was  tender,  inspiring, 
solemn,  without  being  overpoweringly  sad ;  and  it  made 
a  fitting  prelude  to  the  most  dignified  and  yet  intimate 
Convention  that  Chi  Omega  has  ever  held. 

Monday  morning  at  nine  o'clock,  the  S.  H.  formally 
opened  the  Sixth  Biennial  Convention,  in  Morrison 
Chapel.  The  large  room  was  artistically  decorated 
with  college  and  chapter  flags,  while  the  platform  was 
banked  with  Kentucky  summer  flowers,  palms,  ferns, 
and  White  Carnations. 

The  seats  in  Morrison  Chapel  are  arranged  in  two 
sections.  To  the  delegates  from  the  active  chapters 
were  assigned  those  on  the  left,  the  delegates  from  the 
alumnae  chapters  and  the  alumnae  those  on  the  right. 
The  non-voting  actives  occupied  seats  behind  the  active 
delegates.  Martha  and  Anna  Coleman  Van  Meter 
were  appointed  ''pages/'  and  Martha  Land  was 
appointed  guardian  of  the  rear  door. 

Through  the  open  windows  one  caught  tantalizing 
glimpses  of  grass,  flowers,  shade,  shimmering  heat, 
fruitful  trees  and  gardens;  all  expressed  so  aptly  in 
Helen  Crew's  "August." 

After  the  opening  ceremony,  Mary  Fithian  Hutch- 
craft  gave  the  address  of  welcome,  which  was  received 
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with  pleasure  and  great  applause.  Mrs.  Purdue  then 
gave  her  address  of  greeting;  it  was  vigorously 
applauded.  The  Credential  Committee,  Mary  Bain 
and  Ruth  La  Dow,  arranged  the  "Convention  roll." 
Next  came  the  reports  of  as  many  chapter  delegates 
as  the  lateness  of  the  hour  permitted.  These  inter- 
esting reports,  as  well  as  those  read  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, were  full  of  inspiring  suggestions  and  plans,  espe- 
cially for  the  active  delegates,  who  listened  attentively 
and  took  copious  notes.  Honors,  special  marks  for 
good  scholarship,  and  activity  in  college  life  received 
the  applause. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  no  afternoon  sessions,  and 
begin  the  morning  session  at  eight  o'clock.  This 
arrangement  left  the  afternoons  free  for  visiting  and 
good-fellowship. 

Monday  afternoon  and  evening  were  given  over  to 
Chi's  garden  party,  Pi's  play,  and  to  getting  acquainted 
with  the  Lexington  Chi  Omega  mothers.  Splendid 
mothers  they  are !  How  proud  Chi  is  of  the  enthusiasm, 
devotion,  and  confidence  of  its  mothers! 

Tuesday  morning,  after  the  opening  ceremony,  the 
minutes  of  Monday's  session  were  read.  The  reports 
of  the  chapter  delegates  were  finished  and  reports  of 
the  Council  members  read.  Each  member,  and  each 
report,  received  applause,  but  after  Mrs.  Purdue's 
splendid  one,  she  received  an  ovation.  When  Mrs. 
Collins  gave  the  message  from  Mrs.  Nicholas,  there 
was  general  regret  at  her  absence  with  hearty  applause 
for  the  really  remarkable  amount,  and  quality,  of  work 
done  by  her.

Wednesday  morning,  after  the  opening    ceremony 

and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  Tuesday's  session, 

the  reports  of  the  alumnse  delegates  were  listened  to 

and  discussed.     Out  of  the  discussion  grew  the  plan 

for   a  Committee  on   Education   and   Social   Service. 

The  committee,  assisted  by  the  alumnae  chapters,  will 

make  a  study  of  educational  problems;  from  time  to 

time,  the  results  of  its  study  will  be  published  in  the 

Eleusis. 

Mrs.  Purdue  read  several  letters  from  a  corre- 
spondence which  she  and  Mrs.  Martin  have  held. 
There  followed  a  discussion  in  which  the  "Hand- 
book"   was     praised,    and    the     alumnae     especially 
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urged  to  own  copies  and  read  them,  in  order  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  general  development  of  all  the 
fraternities  for  women. 

The  report  of  the  Examination  Q)mmittee  brought 
out  an  interesting  discussion,  followed  by  important 
legislation 

The  report  of  the  Song  Book  Committee  was  read. 
The  Convention  authorized  the  committee  10  publish 
the  song  book  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Catalogue  Committee  reported  that  little  data 
had  been  sent  the  committee  and  asked  that  the  alumnae 
and  the  chapters  send  more  information. 

The  "Manual  of  Chi  Omega''  received  its  share  of 
discussion;  legislation  was  enacted  regarding  it. 

Mary  C.  Love  Collins  gave  her  report  of  the  Pan- 
Hellenic  Conference,  in  which  she  has  been  our  repre- 
sentative, Jobelle  Holcombe  having  been  unable  to 
attend  the  Conference. 

The  remainder  of  the  morning  was  occupied  by  the 
symposium.  One  of  the  papers  of  this  series  is  given 
in  the  August  Eleusis. 

Wednesday  afternoon  the  delegates  enjoyed  them- 
selves thoroughly  at  the  delightful  tea  given  by  Mrs. 
Garth,  one  of  Chi  Omega's  devoted  patronesses.  Every 
one  was  glad  to  meet  President  and  Mrs.  Crossfield, 
Dean  Myers,  the  Chi  Omega  mothers  and  patronesses, 
the  Delta  Delta  Delta  local  chapter,  and  Chi's  Kappa 
Alpha  friends.  General  regret  was  expressed  that 
Doctor  Richardson  was  not  present  to  enjoy  some  of 
the  good  times.  All  of  the  younger  Chi  Omegas  who 
had  never  met  Doctor  Richardson  were  inconsolable, 
while  those  who  have  had  that  pleasure  sorely  regretted 
his  absence.  A  picnic  supper  on  the  lawn  at  Hamilton 
was  next  in  order  of  amusements ;  in  the  evening,  Chi 
Chapter  and  her  alumnae  conducted  the  Model  Initia- 
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tion.  Some  time  during  the  night  the  stillness  was 
broken  by  serenaders.  For  an  hour  the  delegates  were 
entertained  with  splendid  singing,  the  graceful  com- 
pliment paid  the  Convention  by  a  number  of  Transyl- 
vania students. 

Thursday  morning  and  the  last  day  of  Convention 
came  all  too  soon !  Much  miscellaneous  business  came 
up  for  settlement.  The  plan  for  a  Founders'  Hall, 
introduced  at  an  earHer  session,  was  discussed  at 
length,  and  two  committees  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  business.  Ada  Neal  gave  a  very  interseting 
talk  on  some  phases  of  the  secret  work.  Virginia 
Foulk  spoke  of  the  emphasis  that  Chi  Omega  lays  on 

Hellenic  Culture  and  Christian  Ideals;"  that  the  Fra- 
ternity celebrates  the  Eleusinian  mysteries,  but  has 
no  celebration  growing  out  of  Christian  ideals.  Her 
suggestion,  adopted  by  the  Convention  to  become  a 

part  of  Chi  Omega's  policy,  was  that  the  chapters  cele- 
brate Christmas  as  our  festival  of  service.  If  possible, 
the  chapters  are  to  dress  dolls,  make  Christmas  presents 
for  some  needy  family,  or  assist  some  charity  in  what- 
ever way  possible. 

During  the  brief  recess  the  photographer  secured 
the  Convention  group. 

Immediately  before  luncheon,  the  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee read  its  report,  and  the  Convention  adjourned 
to  meet  in  extra  session  at  2  o'clock.

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MEMORIAL  ADDRESS 

Sister  S.  H.,  Members  of  the    Supreme    Governing 
Council,  and  Sisters  in  Chi  Omega: 

We  meet  this  afternoon  for  a  purpose  that  has  all 
the  dignity  and  tenderness  of  funeral  rites,  without 
their  sadness.  It  is  not  a  new  bereavement,  but  one 
that  time  has  softened,  that  brings  us  together.  We 
meet  not  around  new-made  graves,  covered  with 
flowers,  but  graves  of  memory  only,  where  each  may 
hang  her  garlands  of  love  and  true  devotion  in  memory 
of  those  who  have  worked  as  we  work,  lived  as  we 
live,  loved  as  we  love,  and,  finding  life's  pathway  too 
steep,  laid  down  their  burden,  answered  His  summons, 
and  passed  on. 

And  so,  in  our  symphony  of  otherwise  perfect  happi- 
ness, we  find,  this  afternoon,  a  note  of  sadness  whose 
entrance,  however,  produces  no  discord,  but  is  rather 
the  minor  strain,  without  which  life's  harmonies  would 
lack  something  of  richness,  beauty,  and  truth. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  deepest  of  our  thoughts 
and  emotions  are  always  dumb.  It  is  the  waves  on 
the  surface  of  the  ocean  that  roll  and  roar,  while  far 
beneath  lie  the  ocean's  treasures.  Deep  down  within 
every  one  of  our  hearts  there  are  thoughts  that  we 
cannot  speak,  and  emotions  that  find  no  language. 
And  so,  while  we  have  come  in  loving  memory  of  our 
sisters  in  Omega  Chapter,  I  will  not  even  try  to  tell 
you,  who  knew  so  many  of  them  personally,  how  much 
we  loved  them,  nor  how  deeply  and  tenderly  we  mourn 
their  loss. 

Their  service  is  ended.  Until  the  morning  light  of 
the  resurrection  shall  gleam  in  the  east,  we  shall  know 
them  no  more.  Yet  the  record  of  their  lives  is  not 
unworthy  of  Chi  Omega's  ideals.     To  say  that  they 
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added  to  the  sum  of  human  joy  and  left  the  world 
brighter,  happier  and  better  because  they  lived  in  it,  is 
not  an  unworthy  tribute. 

As  we  remember  how  nobly  and  bravely  life's  work 
was  done  by  those  whom  we  honor  to-day,  I  would 
not  have  you  believe  that  the  tie  that  bound  us  to 
them  is  wholly  dissolved.  Their  earthly  task  is  done, 
their  solemn  vow  which  we  all  have  taken  is  per- 
formed, while  for  us  life  brings  each  day  new  duties 
and  new  responsibilities.  Shall  not  these,  while  the 
dust  of  life's  conflict  is  yet  on  us,  inspire  us  to  loftier 
purposes  and  nobler  lines,  and  shall  not  we  go  forth 
exalted  by  our  communion  with  them? 

A  story  is  told  of  the  great  French  soldier.  La  Tour 
D'Annerg^e,  who  was  the  hero  of  many  battles,  yet 
remained  by  his  own  choice  in  the  ranks.  When  he 
was  killed  Naopleon  ordered  that  his  heart  should  be 
entrusted  to  the  keeping  of  his  regiment,  that  his  name 
should  be  called  at  every  roll  call,  and  that  his  next 
comrade  should  make  answer,  "Dead  upon  the  field 
of  honor."  In  our  memories  are  the  names  of  many 
dearest  sisters ;  their  lives  we  treasure  in  our  hearts, 
and  when  the  name  of  each  is  called  in  our  heart  of 
hearts  we  answer,  "Dead,  upon  life's  field  of  honor." 

All  their  names  we  do  not  know,  all  their  resting 
places  we  could  not  find,  but,  whether  sleeping  in 
the  sunniest,  loveliest  spot  in  Dixie  or  the  dreariest 
place  in  some  far-away  state,  we,  as  a  fraternity,  honor 
them  all  to-day  and  weave  a  wreath  of  sincerest  love, 
believing  that  in  that  eternal  home,  those  we  loved 
here,  now  radiant,  perfect,  glorified  beings,  know  and 
understand. 

Their  names  have  been  enrolled  in  Omega  Chapter ; 
of  their  bodies  we  were  forced  to  hear  it  said :  "Dust 
to  dust."    Their  lives  are  with  us  in  memory  forever 
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and  aye;  their  spirits  we  commended  to  the  Father 
of  life  and  love. 

No  more  beautiful  picture  of  a  passing  from  this 
to  that  better  land  can  be  found  than  the  words  of  our 
best-loved  poet,  Tennyson: 

Sunset  and  evening  star, 

And  one  dear  call  for  me. 
And  may  there  be  no  moaning  of  the  bar 

When  I  put  out  to  sea; 

But  such  a  tide  as  moving  seems  asleep, 

Too  full  for  sound  and  foam, 
When  that  which  drew  from  out  the  boundless  deep, 

Turns  again  home. 

Twilight  and  evening  bell, 

And  after  that  the  dark; 
And  may  there  be  no  sadness  of  farewell 

When  I  embark; 

For  though  from  out  the  bourne  of  Time  and  Place 

The  flood  may  bear  me  far, 
I  hope  to  see  my  Pilot  face  to  face 

When  I  have  crossed  the  bar. 

They  of  whom  we  speak  to-day  have  crossed  the 
bar,  they  have  met  the  Pilot;  and  when  the  light  of 
eternal  day  shall  break,  when  the  last  trumpet  shall 
sound  and  the  dead  be  raised,  may  Chi  Omega's  ranks 
stand  as  they  can  never  stand  on  earth — Omega  Chap- 
ter, unbroken  before  the  Throne  of  the  Most  High.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  S,  H, 

I  say  that  man  was  made  to  grow,  not  stop. 

Man  must  pass  from  old  to  new, 

From  vain  to  real,  from  mistake  to  fact, 

From  what  once  seemed  good,  to  what  now  proves  best. 

These  words  from  Browning  seem  to  outline  a  splen- 
did policy  for  Chi  Omega.  Perhaps  you  will  exclaim, 
"Surely  we  have  been  growing!'*  Yes,  the  Fraternity 
has  increased  in  years  and  numbers  and,  let  us  hope, 
in  wisdom.  But  we  are  at  a  stage  now  where  we 
shall  find  it  easy  to  stop  and  rest,  because  of  things 
already  done.  Undertakings  that  we  have  had  in  mind 
for  years  are  now  finished.  Chi  Omega's  outfit  is 
practically  complete.  The  most  exacting  cannot  think 
of  many  accessories  that  we  need.  We  have  worked 
so  long  on  material  things  that  we  are  in  danger  of 
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feeling  that  they  are  the  summum  bonum.  It  has 
been  said  that  this  is  a  materialistic  age  and  that  every 
phase  of  life  is  dominated  by  a  spirit  of  commercialism. 
Surely,  the  college  fraternity  should  regard  it  as  a 
birthright  to  remain  uncontaminated  by  it.  If  the 
delegates  may  but  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  higher  mean- 
ing of  fraternity  life  and  see  a  vision  of  the  rich  possi- 
bilities of  Chi  Omega,  the  Convention  will  be  a  suc- 
cess, should  nothing  else  be  done. 

With  a  reverent  spirit,  I  wish  to  use  the  parable 
of  the  rich  man's  ground: 

l^he  ground  of  a  certain  rich  man  brought  forth  plentifully; 
and  he  thought  within  himself,  saying,  What  shall  I  do,  because 
I  have  no  room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits?  And  he  said, 
This  will  I  do :  I  will  pull  down  my  bams,  and  huild  greater ; 
and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits  and  goods.  And  I  will 
say  to  my  soul,  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up  for  many 
years;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry.  But  God 
said  unto  him,  Thou  fool !  this  night  thy  soul  shall  be  required 
of  thee;  then  whose  shall  those  things  be  which  thou  hast 
provided  ? 

Let  us  keep  in  mind  especially  the  words,  ''Thy  soul 
shall  be  required  of  thee,"  and  apply  them  to  the 
Fraternity.  If  our  chapters  think  only  of  externals, 
the  vital  spark  will  be  lacking,  there  will  be  no  last- 
ing uplifting  influence,  the  soul  will  have  been  required 
of  it,  i.  c,  will  shrivel  into  nothingness. 

"From  vain  to  real.'*  There  may  be  a  well-organized 
chapter  of  girls,  of  strong  character  and  creditable 
appearance,  coming  from  homes  of  refinement.  They 
have  sensible  ideas  of  dress  and  expenditure,  and  wish 
to  make  the  most  of  youth's  opportunities,  realizing 
that  work  is  the  staff  of  life  and  play  the  sweetmeats. 
This  is  reality.  , 
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On  the  other  hand,  there  may  be  a  chapter  of  girls 
from  homes  where  everything  is  done  for  effect.  They 
go  to  college  only  for  a  good  time,  and  join  a  fra- 
ternity because  of  social  advantages.  They  attend 
classes  arrayed  as  for  an  afternoon  reception,  and 
merely  exist  from  one  social  affair  to  another.  This 
is  vanity. 

There  are  many  who  stand  between  the  two  classes 
and  may  easily  be  influenced  toward  vanity  or  toward 
reality.  Let  Chi  Omegas  see  to  it  that  their  chapter 
life  is  such  that  the  members  will  bear  the  stamp  of 
genuineness,  that  they  are  finer  women  in  every  way 
for  being  Chi  Omegas. 

We  are  not  expected  to  reduce  ourselves  to  sack- 
cloth and  ashes.  Dr.  Henry  Van  Dyke  has  a  beautiful 
exposition  of  simplicity.     He  says: 

Simplicity  is  less  dependent  upon  external  things  than  we 
imagine.  It  can  live  in  broadcloth  or  homespun;  it  can  eat 
white  bread  or  black.  It  is  not  outward  but  inward.  A  certain 
openness  of  mind  to  learn  the  daily  lessons  of  life;  a  certain 
willingness  of  heart  to  give  and  to  receive  that  extra  service, 
that  gift  beyond  the  strict  measure  of  debt  which  makes 
friendship  possible;  a  certain  clearness  of  spirit  to  perceive 
the  best  in  things  and  people;  a  peaceable  sureness  of  affec- 
tion and  taste;  a  gentle  straightforwardness  of  action;  a  kind 
sincerity  of  speech — these  are  the  marks  of  the  simple  life, 
which  is  within.  I  have  seen  it  in  a  hut.  I  have  seen  it  in 
a  palace. 

Fraternity  girls  need  eternal  self-control,  they  need 
breadth  of  vision  and  enlightenment  of  mind,  that 
they  may  be  free  from  prejudice  and  that  their  judg- 
ments may  be  fair.  If  these  traits  are  developed  in 
youth,  they  will  remain  with  you  in  later  years.  They 
need  to  consider  the  university,  the  national  fraternity. 
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and  the  chapter,  as  well  as  their  personal  preferences. 
I  wish  that  all  the  chapters  might  acquire  the  habit  of 
reading  The  American  College ,  a  magazine  not  yet  a 
year  old,  but  one  that  will  certainly  brush  the  cobwebs 
from  the  mind. 

"Christian  ideals"  and  "Hellenic  culture"  are  far- 
reaching  in  meaning  and  influence.  Culture  for  cul- 
ture's sake  is  worth  while,  and  since  we  are  never 
wholly  absent  from  ourselves,  it  is  a  valuable  asset 
toward  the  sane  enjoyment  of  life. 

It  has  been  recommended  that  each  day  a  person 
should  gaze  upon  a  beautiful  picture,  should  read  an 
uplifting  poem,  and  should  listen  to  good  music.  The 
picture  need  be  framed  only  by  a  window  casement, 
the  music  may  be  only  the  song  of  birds.  I  have  read 
of  an  experiment  that  a  settlement  worker  tried,  in  order 
to  enrich  the  lives  of  the  children  of  the  poor.  She 
asked  them  every  day  to  look  for  something  beautiful 
and  to  tell  her  about  it.  Often  they  had  difficulty  in 
finding  something  new  and  beautiful,  and  the  reports 
were  at  times  pathetic,  but  gradually  the  influence  of 
the  experiment  was  seen  and  felt. 

Culture  should  render  our  service  more  effective. 
President  Woodrow  Wilson  of  Princeton  writes: 

Culture  is  not  a  thing  produced  in  classrooms,  but  by  the 
subtler  influences  of  life  and  association  among  men  of  the 
finer  sort  of  taste  and  the  higher  kind  of  learning.  I  wish 
very  much  that  from  some  quarter,  light  might  be  thrown 
upon  the  processes  by  which  a  university  may  produce  those 
subtle  atmospheric  influences  in  which  culture  thrives,  while 
the  spirit  of  service  and  of  achievement  is  not  dampened  or 
slackened. 

It  is  possible  for  Chi  Omega  to  have  this  atmosphere 
of  culture  without  dampening  the   spirit  of  service. 
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Just  what  form  this  service  may  take  will  depend  upon 
environment  and  natural  ability.  Let  active  Chi 
Omegas  show  the  finest  university  spirit  and  try  to 
raise  student  sentiment  to  a  higher  plane.  Let  older 
Chi  Omegas  be  ready  to  be  leaders  or  supporters  of 
whatever  tends  to  uplift  the  human  race,  of  whatever 
tends  to  make  the  world  a  more  beautiful  and  joyous 
place.  May  the  spirit  of  the  fraternity  be  such  that 
one  who  fails  in  these  things  cannot  help  feeling  that 
she  is  recreant  to  the  duties  of  a  high  station. 

You  will  pardon  me  if  I  grow  retrospective.  Nearly 
twelve  years  of  active  service  have  I  given  to  Chi 
Omega,  and  many  things  have  happened  during  that 
time.  My  official  career  began  with  the  advent  of 
Chi,  the  oldest  of  Psi's  daughters.  I  am  pleased  that 
my  last  official  Convention  is  with  this  chapter.  From 
the  welcome  that  has  been  given  us  and  the  courtesies 
that  have  already  been  shown  us,  from  the  program 
that  has  been  prepared  for  us,  we  realize  that  Chi 
and  the  Lexington  alumnae  will  make  ideal  hostesses. 
We  wish  to  express  to  them  our  appreciation  of  their 
gracious  hospitality. 

I  had  hoped  that  we  might  have  with  us  Sister  Lucy 
Byrd  Mock,  who  founded  and  installed  Chi  Chapter. 
We  should  be  ever  grateful  to  her,  not  only  because 
she  has  given  us  this  fine  chapter,  but  because  there 
might  be  no  national  Chi  Omega  to-day,  if  Chi  had 
not  been  established  in  Kentucky. 

I  remember  well  when  Miss  Mock  first  entered  the 
University  of  Arkansas.  She  attracted  attention  as  the 
youthful  maiden  who  made  Sophomore,  instead  of 
Freshman,  upon  entering.  Throughout  her  course  she 
maintained  a  splendid  record.  After  her  graduation, 
she  taught  a  few  years,  but  journalism  is  her  chosen 
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work.  During  the  past  year  she  has  been  very  suc- 
cessful, and  her  articles  and  stories  are  in  great 
demand. 

With  what  thrills  of  delight  petitions  for  charters 
were  once  received !  Now,  they  cause  no  one's  heart 
to  beat  faster,  although  they  are  still  conscientiously 
investigated.  When  we  began  to  extend,  we  had  a 
hazy  idea,  perhaps  evolved  from  some  one's  inner  con- 
sciousness, that  we  should  be  national  when  we  had 
five  chapters.  Perhaps  we  were  again  feeling  the  influ- 
ence of  our  Five.  But  Upsilon,  Tau,  and  Sigma  came 
so  close  together,  that  we  hardly  knew  just  when  we 
first  had  five.  By  the  way,  the  five  was  afterward 
accepted  by  the  National  Pan-Hellenic,  at  Chi  Omega's 
suggestion,  as  the  number  of  chapters  that  a  fraternity 
must  have  before  being  eligible  to  membership  in  that 
body. 

Once  upon  a  time  some  editor  called  us  sectional, 
but  we  took  it  with  good  nature,  for  we  felt  that  we 
could  "bide  a  wee."  Then  how  elated  we  were  when 
we  read  in  the  Phi  Delta  Thcta  Scroll  that  every  fra- 
ternity that  had  first  seen  the  light  in  the  Mississippi 
Valley  had  grown  and  prospered.  We  took  this  as  a 
direct  prediction  of  Chi  Omega's  future.  We  have 
only  to  think  of  our  chapter  roll  or  glance  at  the 
map  of  geographical  distribution  of  chapters  to  see 
that  we  are  certainly  entitled  to  the  term  national  in 
the  broadest  sense.  It  is  a  far  call  from  Maine  to 
California,  from  Florida  to  Washington,  from  Wis- 
consin to  Louisiana. 

Now,  we  receive  letters  from  new  organizations 
asking  advice  about  extension.  There  must  have  been 
felt  the  need  of  another  fraternity,  else  Chi  Omega 
could  not  have  grown  so  easily  and  naturally  as   it 
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has.  We  did  not  have  to  ask  advice  of  any  one,  except 
Doctor  Richardson.  In  a  recent  article  it  is  stated 
that  "Greece  had  the  faculty  of  clear  conceptions,  of 
originality,  and  of  assimilation."  Does  it  seem  boast- 
ful to  say  that  these  qualities  in  a  mild  form  may  be 
attributed  to  Chi  Omega?  What  I  wish  especially  to 
note  is  that  Chi  Omega  has  assimilated  rather  than 
imitated.  If  the  policies  of  other  fraternities  have 
seemed  good  to  us,  we  have  adopted  them.  If  not, 
we  have  gone  our  independent  way. 

Also,  there  come  from  the  oldest  fraternities  letters, 
such  as  are  sent  to  all  others  of  good  standing,  asking 
questions  about  methods  of  work.  These  have  brought 
to  mind  the  homely  rhyme: 

Methods  are  many,  principles  are  few; 
Methods  often  vary,  principles  never  do. 

A  former  national  officer  of  Alpha  Chi  Omega,  who 
is  making  a  study  of  fraternity  mythology  for  a  maga- 
zine article,  wrote  to  Mrs.  Nicholas  for  such  informa- 
tion as  she  could  give.  Her  second  letter  contained 
the  following,  which  perhaps  reveals  another  incentive 
to  culture: 

I  think  that  the  way  in  which  Demeter  and  the  Eleusinian 
mysteries  have  been  incorporated  into  the  Chi  Omega  Ritual 
must  be  very  impressive  indeed.  I  should  say  that  Chi  Omega 
is  better  grounded  mythologically  than  any  of  the  other 
sororities. 

I  remember  well  the  courtesy  extended  the  editor 
of  the  Eleusis  in  pioneer  days  by  officers  of  other 
fraternities,  and  I  have  always  tried  to  pass  the  kind- 
ness on  whenever  an  opportunity  was  found.     Later 
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it  was  such  a  pleasure  to  have  the  Eleusis  quoted. 
There  was  one  little  poem  that  had  an  unusual  record. 
It  was  copied  and  recopied  for  more  than  two  years. 
It  was  written  by  Carrie  Callaway  of  Pi  and  was 
entitled  "Isn't  It  Strange?"  With  a  quiet  and  gentle 
voice  it  gives  us  a  call  to  service: 

Isn't  it  strange 

How  little  we  know 
The  people  we  meet  in  this  world  below? 
How  we  pass  our  friends  from  day  to  day, 
And  with  only  a  nod  we  go  on  our  way, 
When  there's  so  much  more  we  each  might  say — 

Isn't  it  strange? 

Isn't  it  strange 

How  little  we  show 
What  we  really  feel  in  this  world  below? 
How  we  hide,  or  pass  with  a  merry  jest. 
The  feelings  that  are  true  and  best; 
How  much  we  leave  by  a  clasp  of  the  hand 
Or  a  look,  our  friends,  as  best  they  can. 
To  find  what  we  mean,  and  to  understand — 

Isn't  it  strange? 

The  last  Mystagogue  has  made  me  realize  what  Chi 
Omega  is  capable  of  doing.  More  than  half  the  chap- 
ters have  taken  part  in  the  discussions  and  the  articles 
have  a  vigor  that  is  truly  refreshing.  I  have  no  fear 
for  the  future  of  our  organization. 

Fraternities  are  the  embodiment  of  eternal  youth. 
The  chapters  are  constantly  being  renewed,  and  the 
women  who  keep  in  close  touch  with  them  retain  at 
least  their  youthful  feelings.  They  are  able  to  under- 
stand and  sympathize  with  the  youthful  point  of  view. 
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They  do  not  forget  that  they  have  once  been  young. 
The  following  thought  from  Dr.  Stanley  Hall  of  Clark 
University  is  worth  remembering: 

The  eternal  womanly  is  no  iridescent  fiction,  but  a  very 
definable  reality,  and  means  perennial  youth.  It  means  that 
woman  at  her  best  never  outgrows  adolescence  as  man  does, 
but  lingers  in,  magnifies,  and  glorifies  this  culminating  stage 
of  life  with  its  all-sided  interests,  its  convertibility  of  emotions, 
and  zest  for  all  that  is  good,  beautiful,  true,  and  heroic.  This 
constitutes  hei'  freshness  and  charm,  even  in  ag^,  and  makes 
her  by  nature  more  humanistic  than  man,  more  sympathetic 
and  appreciative. 

May  we  strive  to  be  at  our  best,  and  deserve  this 
tribute  to  the  eternal  zvomanly.  I  think  the  Sixth 
Biennial  Convention  will  be  an  exemplification  of  Chi 
Omega's  perennial  youth.  For  a  week  we  shall  live 
together,  forgetting  all  differences  of  age,  of  training, 
and  of  former  experience.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
extend  to  you  both  a  personal  and  an  official  greeting.

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Terpsichore  herself  must  have  left  Olympus  and 
come  down  to  Kentucky  to  lend  an  unseen  hand  to  our 
Chi  sisters  on  the  27th  of  June. 

It  would  be  a  vain  attempt  to  pick  out  any  one 
detail  of  our  wonderful  Convention  program  as  being 
superior  to  the  rest,  yet  if  that  task  were  mine,  I 
believe  I  should  say  the  Greek  natural  dancing  was 
the  most  exquisite  treat  Chi  gave  us.

Joined 
by  the  nymph,  the  happy  five  (is  not  five  a  happy 
number?)  dance  off  to  offer  thanks  in  the  temple 
of  the  gods. 

The  spectators*  eyes  are  dim  with  the  very  beauty 
of  it  all,  and  the  sense  of  a  newly-felt  delight  in  the 
mysteries  of  Chi  Omega!

For  all  her  gentle,  womanly  subor- 
dination before  her  marriage,  found  Bassanio  out  aft- 
erward, and  that  legal  mind  of  hers  made  it  very 
hard  for  her  to  put  up  with  his  pecadillos.  It's  all  very 
well  to  be  generous  during  your  honeymoon,  but  it's 
another  matter  to  have  an  impecunious  friend  like 
Antonio  hanging  to  your  skirts  forever  after,  and 
leading  you  back  to  the  clutches  of  Shylock — and 
all  because  Bassanio  must  go  a-courting  gayly.  To 
Portia's  ingenuous  youth  his  selection  of  the  leaden 
casket  had  seemed  guided  by  benignant  gods — and 
she  found  out  afterward  that  Nerissa  had  winked  at 
him  when  he  came  to  the  right  one!  (Ye  gods!  think 
of  a  Shakespeare  woman  outside  of  'The  Merry 
Wives"  winking!) 

Ophelia,  however,  is  happy.  She  has  fulfilled  her 
ultimate  mission  and  become  the  faithful  and  delight- 
fully indiscriminate  echo  of  the  melancholy  Dane. 
And  any  one  who  has  loved  that  gloomy  egotist  can 
imagine  his  satisfaction  with  his  wife.  He  zvanted  that 
there  should  be  "more  things  in  heaven  and  earth"  than 
ordinary  mortals  could  understand,  and  he  could  always 
be  sure  besides  that  his  slightest  word  would  be  sown 
broadcast.     The  quality  that  made  the  old  lady  from 
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the  country  exclaim,  after  her  first  performance  of 
"Hamlet,"  "1  liked  it  real  well,  but  it  is  right  full  of 
quotations" — this  quality,  I  say,  mast  have  been  a  god- 
send to  Ophelia  and  kept  her  from  much  petty  gossip. 
Always  "Ha-am  said"  something  pertinent  to  the  con- 
versation, even  when  Portia  complained  of  the  hot 
weather.  "Does  vour  too,  too  solid  flesh  melt?  as 
Ha-am  says,"  inquires  Ophelia,  genially.  Hamlet  may 
well  be  happy  in  the  possession  of  such  an  non-irritant 
spouse. 

Pathetic,  haunted  Ladv  Macbeth  had  suffered  like 
the  rest,  though  she,  poor  soul,  stood  up  for  her  hus- 
band nobly.  "Juist  a  wee  bit  unhappy  accident,  and 
that  donnert  fule  Shakespeare  makes  such  a  havers 
consaming  it!"  And  she  holds  up  to  feminine  and 
housewifely  scorn  that  sleepwalking  scene  where  the 
poet  makes  her  orate  at  her  bloody  finger  instead  of 
using  soap.  At  last,  she  warns  the  others  of  the  treat- 
ment to  be  expected  from  that  wild  young  man  Shake- 
speare, and  together  they  concoct  a  letter  of  angry  but 
dignified  remonstrance  against  the  use  of  their  names 
in  such  misleading  ways — a  beautiful  collection  of 
Latin,  slang,  legal  phrases,  and  dignified  reproof,  with 
a  liberal  sprinkling  of  ladylike  invective — a  letter  so 
mirthfully  heterogeneous  that  Lady  Macbeth  finally 
decides  to  write  one  herself  and  submit  it  to  them  for 
approval. 

Eliza  Nelson,  as  Juliet,  imparted  a  delicious  touch 
of  shrewishness  to  the  disillusioned  girl,  with  an  up-to- 
date  sconi  for  her  lovesick  youth  that  was  irresistible. 
Rose  Keller's  Portia  had  a  Latin  or  near-Latin  phrase 
for  every  occasion,  and  gave  a  suffragette  effect  to 
that  lady's  character  that  should  shed  new  light  on 
the  study  of  it.     Ophelia  was  played   by   Margaret 
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Moses  with  so  much  humor  and  such  audacious  tam- 
pering with  Shakespeare's  Sacred  Book  that  the  audi- 
ence greeted  each  thing  that  "Ha-am  said"  with 
hilarious  applause.  And  Helen  Gordon,  as  the  canny 
Scotchwoman  trying  to  hide  decently  the  family  skele- 
ton, was  worth  the  price  of  admission  alone.  And 
that  price,  a  laugh,  was  paid  so  many  times  over  that 
no  one  could  doubt  our  joyful  appreciation  of  Pi's 
clever  presentation.

CHAPTER  COURTESY 

Dear  Sisters  in  Chi  Omega: 

The  very  pleasant  duty  has  devolved  upon  me  of 
addressing  you  on  the  subject,  "Chapter  Courtesy." 
When  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Supreme  Council 
asking  if  I  would  not  take  up  this  subject  before  you. 
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it  was  my  hope  to  be  with  you  in  person;  but  other 
necessary  plans  precluded  all  possibility  of  my  being 
with  you  in  Lexington.  However,  these  unfortunate 
circumstances  did  not  in  any  way  lessen  my  interest 
in  our  Convention,  and  if  this  paper  shall  be  of  any 
service,  it  will  afford  me  the  deepest  gratification. 

Chapter  Courtesy,  it  seems  to  me,  has  rather  broad 
ramifications.  Courtesy,  the  true  courtesy,  comes  not 
from  without,  but  from  within,  and  is  an  everflowing 
spring  of  pure  love  rising  from  the  heart  of  every 
sincere  Chi  Chnega.  The  real  conception  of  true 
sorority  spirit  and  ideals  rests  upon  love,  that  founda- 
tion without  which  there  can  be  no  real  courtesy. 
Kindness  and  helpfulness  toward  one's  chapter  sisters, 
cordiality  and  a  royal  welcome  for  sisters  from  other 
schools,  and  politeness  and  good  fellowship  toward 
members  of  each  sorority  in  school — these  constitute 
chapter  courtesy  in  its  broadest  meaning. 

There  are  a  number  of  points  of  contact  among  the 
girls  of  a  sorority  chapter,  Chi  Omega  as  well  as  any 
other,  where  the  individual,  as  well  as  the  chapter 
as  a  whole,  has  an  opportunity  to  show  that  gentle 
breeding  and  true  love  which  is  real  courtesy.  During 
my  active  membership  and  as  a  Denver  akimna,  I  have 
been  able  to  notice,  I  believe,  some  of  the  faults  which 
we  girls  have  allowed  to  creep  into  our  sorority  life. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  fault  of  envy,  envy  of  other 
girls'  good  fortune,  and  particularly  their  popularity, 
is  one  of  the  most  serious  of  all.  Not  all  can  be  most 
popular,  and  it  should  be  the  pleasure  of  every  affec- 
tionate sister  to  be  a  genuine  "booster"  for  every  girl 
in  her  chapter.  In  my  own  experience  I  have  several 
times  seen  girls  well  liked  by  the  majority  of  the 
chapter,  and  who  would  have  been  strong  Chi  Omegas, 
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barred  out  through  jealous  dislike  formed  by  one  or 
two  girls.  I  believe  this  is  wrong.  The  creating  fac- 
tor in  the  success  of  the  Chicago  "Cubs,"  perhaps  the 
greatest  baseball  aggregation  in  the  world,  is  not  star 
individual  performance,  but  team  work ;  and,  likewise, 
to  be  truly  great,  Chi  Omega  must  depend  upon  the 
efforts  of  all  her  girls,  working  hand  in  hand. 

There  might  be  pointed  out  an  easy  way  for  a  Chi 
Omega  to  add  another  star  to  her  crown  after  she  had 
proved  herself  to  be  a  good  team-mate,  and  that  is 
to  settle  promptly  and  fully  with  the  steward  of  her 
chapter,  a  matter  in  which  some  of  the  best  girls  are 
often  careless.  This  is  not  only  a  duty,  but  is  a 
decided  courtesy  in  helping  the  girl  who  has  imder- 
taken  the  financial  responsibilities  of  the  house.  She 
who  forms  lax  habits  in  this  regard  during  her  college 
life  is  too  apt  to  become  the  wife  of  a  man  who  worries 
himself  into  an  early  grave  trying  to  make  his  $2,500 
salary  meet  her  $5,000  obligations.  It  is  a  credit  to 
any  girl  to  be  generous,  but  to  no  one  always  to  be 
*'broke"  a  week  before  remittance  day. 

While  it  is  part  of  the  policy  of  Chi  Omega  that 
active  chapters  be  not  interfered  with  in  the  manage- 
ment of  their  affairs  by  alumnae,  it  has  occurred  at 
times  to  me  that  the  younger  girls  of  an  active  chapter 
often  show  a  grave  lack  of  courtesy  in  the  treatment 
they  accord  their  own  alumnae,  particularly  when  they 
undertake  to  advise  the  actives.  It  must  be  conceded 
that  four  years  of  college  and  sorority  life,  and  per- 
haps several  more  of  intelligent  observation  of  sorority 
conditions,  must  necessarily  give  to  them  a  knowledge 
and  experience  which  is  invaluable  to  the  chapter. 
A  properly  trained  child  will  obey  her  parents,  and 
when   she  becomes  of   age   her   mind   should   be   so 
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cultivated  that  she  may  judge  for  herself;  but  as  a 
young  woman  she  ought  never  to  feel  that  she  can 
with  wisdom  fail  to  take  into  account  the  advice  of 
those  who  brought  her  into  the  world,  and  helped  to 
make  her  what  she  is.  So  with  an  active  chapter ;  she 
should  have  ideas  of  her  own,  and  should  use  her  own 
judgment,  never  failing,  however,  carefully  and  with  due 
appreciation  to  weigh  the  advice  of  her  alumnae,  the 
alumnae  who  initiated  her  into  the  mysteries  of  Chi 
Omega  and  who  cherish  a  deep  interest  in  her  welfare. 

I  wish  particularly  to  emphasize  inter-chapter  cour- 
tesy. Chi  Omega  is  not  a  federation  of  college  girls' 
clubs :  Chi  Omega  is  a  sorority,  a  coordinate  g^up  of 
sisters  bound  not  by  ties  of  blood,  but  by  ties  of  adop- 
tion. In  connection  with  chapter  work,  I  spoke  of 
barring  a  girl  through  the  dislike  of  one  member  for 
no  good  reason.  Should  this  be?  When  one  chapter 
has,  however,  in  its  best  judgment,  decided  not  to  bid 
a  certain  girl,  should  she  ever  be  rushed,  much  less 
bid,  by  another  chapter,  without  their  sanction? 

With  these  courtesies  of  sorority  life,  we  have  secured 
real  sisterhood,  and  opportunity  comes  of  showing 
courtesy  in  our  relations  with  other  sororities.  This 
has  been  the  rule  of  inter-fraternal  social  gatherings, 
but  too  often  in  fierce  contests  for  desirable  girls,  as 
eagerly  sought  after  by  other  sororities,  there  is  a 
tendency  to  knock.  The  old  adage,  "Every  knock  is  a 
boost"  is  applicable  to  college  girls  as  well  as  to  those 
in  other  spheres  of  life.  It  should  be  the  desire  of 
every  Chi  Omega  to  avoid  discussing  either  the  merits 
or  demerits  of  any  other  sorority  before  a  rushee,  but, 
if  mentioned,  have  nothing  but  good  words  for  others. 
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Last  of  all,  we  must  not  fail  to  remember  that  Chi 
Omega  owes  its  opportunities,  its  very  life  to  the  col- 
leges of  which  we  are  a  part.  The  highest  aspiration 
of  a  college  fraternal  order,  aside  from  the  upbuilding 
of  refinement  and  intellect  among  its  own  members, 
should  be  to  promote  the  social  and  educational  better- 
ment of  the  university.  That  sorority  which  has  so 
mean  a  conception  of  the  mission  to  which  she  owes 
her  existence  as  to  concentrate  her  every  eflFort  merely 
upon  her  own  social  advancement  has  fallen  far  short 
of  a  truly  great  ideal  of  genuine  worth  and  usefulness. 
To  us,  dear  Chi  Omegas,  who  alone  know  the  high 
ideals  and  purposes  upon  which  our  organization  is 
founded,  comes  the  task  of  making  the  name  of  Chi 
Omega  stand  for  all  that  her  solemn  and  sacred  vows 
imply.

A  RARE  TREAT

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SOME  BUSINESS  PHASES  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

Intimacy  was  the  keynote  of  the  Convention.  An 
intimacy  nurtured  by  faith  and  confidence  in  each 
other's  desires  and  efforts — an  intimacy  out  of  which 
warm  affection  and  deep  respect  grew.  We  were  a 
family  there  in  Lexington — a  family  believing  that  life 
is  wondrously  sweetened  by  the  exercise  of  choice 
courtesies  within  the  family  group.  Now,  it  is  not 
my  part  to  write  in  this  strain  of  the  Convention,  for 
Mrs.  Purdue  asked  me  to  write  on  its  "Business 
Phases,"  but  even  the  "business"  was  so  colored  by 
what  I  have  pointed  out  that  such  an  introduction  is 
necessary.  Yes,  this  intimacy  breathed  out  of  all  the 
reports,  from  the  strong,  sweet  address  of  Mrs.  Purdue 
to  the  pronouncements  by  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions— it  met  our  problems  half  way  and  made  the 
talk  easy ;  it  enriched  the  telling  of  those  things  which 
brought  inspiration. 

It  is  in  the  same  spirit  that  I  am  presenting  a  brief 
summary  of  some  Convention  items,  very  brief,  for 
no  doubt  many  of  the  points  touched  here  will  be  elab- 
orated elsewhere  in  the  Eleusis  or  in  the  Mystagogue, 
But  the  placing  together  of  a  few  of  the  strongest 
points  may  make  ground  for  new  appeal  to  the  thought- 
fulness  of  us  all. 

In  the  way  of  largeness  of  undertaking,  with  a  view 
to  early  completion,  is  Founders'  Hall.  A  few  of  the 
men's  fraternities  have  in  similar  fashion  made  col- 
lectively a  sign  of  their  appreciation,  but  Chi  Omega 
is  the  first  of  the  women's  fraternities  to  so  express 
themselves. 

The  fraternity  examinations  for  the  next  two 
years  will  follow  a  different  course  from  that  of  pre- 
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vious  years.  The  division  to  be  worked  out  in  them 
will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  be  very  helpful  to  us  as  indi- 
viduals, and  to  the  Fraternity,  calling,  as  it  will,  for 
earnest  study. 

The  reports  from  the  alumnae  chapters  that  were 
officially  represented  were  inspiring.  In  addition  to 
their  attitude  of  assistance  to  neighboring  active  chap- 
ters, their  activities  may  be  checked  somewhat  as 
follows:  Chicago  Alumnaj  have  luncheon  together 
once  each  month  at  Fields' ;  Denver  alumnae  are  inter- 
ested in  the  Denver  Pan-Hellenic  and  in  charities,  last 
year  giving  $150  toward  charitable  projects;  Wash- 
ington alumnae  aid  in  pleasure  hours  at  the  Home  for 
Incurables;  Lexington  alumnae  engage  in  settlement 
work  and  are  founders  of  a  library  for  the  settlement 
district;  Atlanta  alumnae  have  looked  after  the  library 
and  bath  facilities  of  the  mill  district;  New  Orleans 
alumnae  are  interested  in  a  night  school  and  in  building 
a  maternity  ward  for  one  of  the  hospitals.  The  alumnar 
chapters  that  are  looking  for  a  "purpose,''  as  Edna 
Evans  of  our  Dcs  Moines  Chapter  phrased  it,  can 
surely  find  some  stimulus  in  the  worth  and  variety 
of  the  work  being  done  by  other  chapters. 

It  is  because  of  this  work,  and  because  of  the  gen- 
eral interest  now  being  taken  by  fraternities  in  edu- 
cational matters,  that  a  new  department  will  be  added 
to  the  Eleusis,  to  be  known  under  some  such  head  as 
"Education  and  Social  Service."  In  subsequent  num- 
bers of  the  Eleusis,  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
department  will  give  detailed  accounts  of  alumnae 
chapter  activities.  And  I  might  say  here,  witliout 
encroaching  on  the   plans  of  the   committee   for   its 
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first  editorial,  that  Chi  Omega's  educational  policy- 
will  have  a  wider  purpose  than  the  policy  now  most 
popular  among  fraternities. 

At  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  in  Chicago 
last  year,  the  rule  was  proposed  that  no  girl  who  has 
broken  her  pledge  to  a  fraternity  be  admitted  to 
another  fraternity  for  one  year.  The  rule  was  approved 
by  the  Conference,  but  was  defeated  by  the  vote  of 
two  grand  presidents.  In  convention,  Chi  Omega 
passed  the  rule  as  applicable  to  itself.  For  Chi  Omega 
has  taken  the  position  that  Pan-Hellenic  movements 
are  only  new  avenues  for  realizing  the  ideals  of  one's 
fraternity,  and  that  the  success  of  Pan-Hellenic  move- 
ments will  be  measured  by  the  understanding  and  pur- 
pose one  has  about  the  ideals  of  one's  own  fraternity.

Everv  curve  and  cor- 
ner  of  those  nineteen  letters  is  filled  with  the  sweetest 
of  memories. 

From  the  very  moment  that  our  trains  puffed  into 
the  Lexington  stations,  and  our  hands  were  grasped  in 
the  hearty  grips  of  our  Chi  sisters,  until  the  last  fare- 
well was  waved,  we  were  all  made  to  feel  perfectly  at 
home.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  NATIONAL  PANx 
HELLENIC  CONFERENCE  AS  AMENDED  BY 
THE  VOTE  OF  THE  GRAND  PRESIDENTS  OF 
THE  CONFERENCE  SORORITIES,  MARCH.  1910 

ARTICLE  I 

Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  National  Pan- 
Hellenic  Conference. 

ARTICLE    II 

Object 

The  object  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  shall  be  to  improve 
the  methods  of  rushing  and  pledging,  and  to  consider  ques- 
tions of  general  interest  to  the  sorority  world. 

ARTICLE    III 

Organisation 

The  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from 
each  national  sorority  represented. 

ARTICLE    IV 

Eligibility  to  Membership 

Section  i.  No  sorority  shall  be  represented  in  the  Confer- 
ence which  has  less  than  five  chapters,  or  which  has  any  chap- 
ter in  an  institution  below  collegiate  rank. 
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Sec.  2.  The  application  of  any  fraternity  for  membership  in 
the  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  shall  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three,  which  shall  investigate  the  standing  of 
the  petitioning  body,  and  report  on  same  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  National  Pan-Hellenic  GMiference.  The  Secretary  shall 
refer  the  report  to  the  grand  presidents,  whose  unanimous  vote 
shall  be  required  to  admit  the  petitioner  to  the  Conference. 
If  elected,  full  membership  shall  be  accorded  the  petitioner 
at  the  first  Conference  following  the  election. 

ARTICLE    V 

Meetings 

The  Conference  shall  assemble  annually,  time  and  place  of 
following  meeting  to  be  arranged  each  year. 

ARTICLE   VI 

Calling  of  Meetings 

Section  i.    The  meetings  of  the  Conference  shall  be  called 
by  the  sororities  in  rotation. 
Sec.  2.    The  official  list  shall  be: 

1.  Pi  Beta  Phi. 

2.  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

3.  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma. 

4.  Delta  Gamma. 

5.  Alpha   Phi. 

6.  Gamma  Phi  Beta. 

7.  Alphi  Chi  Omega. 

8.  Delta  Deha  Delta. 

9.  Alpha  Xi  Delta. 

10.  Chi  Omega. 

11.  Sigma  Kappa. 

12.  Alpha  Omicron  Pi. 

13.  Zeta  Tau  Alpha. 

14.  Alpha  Gamma  Delta. 

15.  Alpha  Delta  Phi. 

Sec.  3.  Additions  to  official  list  shall  be  made  in  order  of 
election  to  membership. 
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Sec.  4,  The  delegate  from  the  sorority  calling  the  Con- 
ference shall  act  as  chairman,  and  the  delegate  from  the 
sorority  next  in  order  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  infer- 
ence, and  shall  continue  in  office  until  she  calls  the  next  Gmi- 
ference. 

ARTICLE    VII 

Powers 

The  powers  of  this  organization  shall  be  two-fold:  First 
to  propose  legislation  to  the  sororities;  second,  to  act  upon 
request  as  a  standing  court  of  appeal  to  settle  local  difficulties 
reported  to  it  by  the  sororities,  or  by  the  Pan-Hellenic 
Association. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Duties  of  Officers 

Section  i.  Chairman:  The  chairman  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings. 

Sec  2.  Secretary:  The  duties  of  the  secretary  shall  be  as 
follows : 

She  shall  keep  the  minutes. 

She  shall  send  reports  of  the  Conference,  within  two  weeks 
after  adjournment,  to  the  members  of  the  Conference  and 
to  all  grand  secretaries  of  the  sororities  represented  in  the 
Conference,  for  distribution  to  chapters  and  officers  of  their 
sororities. 

She  shall  issue  questions  proposed  by  the  Conference  to  the 
grand  secretaries  for  presentation  to  their  sororities  and  shall, 
upon  receipt  of  the  result,  send  notice  of  same  to  all  grand 
secretaries. 

She  shall  report  all  measures  of  inter-sorority  interest  passed 
by  any  Grand  Council,  or  by  any  convention,  at  once  to  the 
Conference. 

She  shall  send  to  each  grand  secretary  voting  blanks  for 
all  motions  submitted  to  the  sororities  by  the  Conference. 

She  shall  prepare  the  program  of  the  next  Conference  meet- 
ing and  the  instructions  to  delegates,  and  shall  issue  the  call 
for  the  next  meeting. 
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She  shall  have  power,  on  application  from  any  Pan-Hellenic 
Association,  to  appoint  a  member  of  the  Conference  whose 
sorority  interests  are  not  involved  in  the  question  at  issue,  to 
investigate  and  arbitrate  any  difficulty  arising  in  the  Pan- 
Hdlenic  Expenses  of  the  one  sent  are  to  be  paid  by  the 
local  Pan-Hellenic. 

ARTICLE   IX 

Methods  of  Procedure 

Section  i.  Actions  of  Pan- Hellenic  interest  passed  by  any 
Grand  Council  or  at  any  Grand  Convention  shall  be  reported 
at  once  to  the  secretary  of  the  Conference,  and  also  to  the 
grand  secretary  of  each  sorority  represented  in  the  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Suggestions  offered  by  the  Conference  shall  be 
submitted  as  soon  as  possible  by  the  secretary  to  all  the  grand 
secretaries  of  the  sororities  represented  in  the  Conference. 
Voting  blanks  may  be  used  for  all  motions  submitted  to 
the  sororities,  and  the  result  of  the  vote  announced  by  each 
grand  secretary  to  the  secretary  of  the  Conference  within  two 
months. 

Sec.  3.  The  Conference  secretary  shall  then  announce  the 
result  to  all  Grand  Councils  and  chapters.  The  motions  that 
have  received  a  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  sororities  shall  at 
once  become  binding  upon  all  chapters,  the  Grand  Councils 
being  responsible  for  the  observance. 

ARTICLE  X 

Legislation 

Legislation  enacted  by  a  sorority  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Conference  can  be  repealed  or  modified  only  by  formal  action 
of  the  sororities,  who  must  follow  the  regular  order  of  pro- 
cedure (Art.  IX).  Legislation  cannot  be  changed  by  any  one 
sorority,  or  by  the  National   Pan-Hellenic  Conference. 

ARTICLE   XI 

Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
all  the  sororities  represented  in  the  National  Pan-Hellenic 
Conference.

Have  you  thought  how  much  meaning,  how  much  joy,  how 
much  real  living,  lie  in  acts  of  sharing?  But  this  beautiful 
instinct  of  sharing  may  be  dwarfed  and  choked  out  of  being 
altogether.  Like  all  things  else,  if  it  does  not  grow,  it  must 
die.  And,  if  we  are  guilty  of  allowing  that  great  gift  to  lie 
unused  until  it  withers  so  that  no  one  would  know  we  ever 
had  it,  what  results?  Our  lives  are  narrowed,  warped,  mis- 
shapen. And,  too,  we  miss  the  knowledge  of  that  wonderful 
relation  called  friendship,  for  sharing  is  its  essence. 

And,  if  sharing  is  so  essential  to  friendship,  should  not  we, 
who  are  members  of  a  fraternity,  be  careful  to  share  the  things 
that  are  best,  not  only  with  each  other,  but  with  other  girls?—

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Every  now  and  then  it  is  said  in  eulogy  of  some  one  who 
has  died,  "What  a  genius  he  had  for  friendship!''  That 
he  was  likewise  a  good  husband  and  a  good  father  is  simply 
taken  for  granted.  But  here  is  something  exceptional  enough 
to  arrest  attention,  and  the  implication  seems  to  be  that,  if 
not  a  higher,  at  any  rate  a  rarer  type  of  man  is  demanded 
for  a  noble  friendship  than  for  an  exemplar  of  the  virtues 
of  domestic  love.

with  us,  while  in  France  and  Italy  they  abound,  and  bear  the 
strain  of  lifelong  test. 

We  know  so  little  of  what  true  friendship  means  because 
we  sacrifice  so  little  to  it.     Any  and  everything  is  allowed 
to   break   it   up   when   just   beginning  to  strike  deeper   root. 
A     virile     love,     wrought    out    not     through     caresses,     but 
through    manly    interest     in     one     another's    welfare,    brave 
encouragements,     heroic    defense     of     one     another's     name 
and   fame;    moral   and   intellectual   exchange  of   the   deepest 
thought  excited  in  the  soul — this  is  too  largely  an  undiscov- 
ered world.     Life  is  too  crowded  and  business  too  pressing, 
it  is  thought,  to  admit  of  the  leisure  and  sympathy  for  this. 
Very  likely.     But  none  the  less  true  is  it  that  no  one  has  as 
yet  been  more  than  half  evolved  out  of  the  lower  brute  stage 
of  existence,  who  has  not  known  the  triumph  of  loving  some 
man  with  heart  and  soul  and  mind  and  strength,  and  having 
that  man  loyally  love  him  in  return.    The  thing  is  possible  only 
through  their  meeting  on  a  high,  generous,  and  disinterested 
plane,  and  sharing  together  noble  convictions  in  whose  light 
they  see  light. — Phi  Gamma  Delta.

For  this,  the  whole  feminine  army  of  college  women  may  be 
grateful.  That  wise  thinking  and  witty  speaking  may  go  hand 
in  hand  with  a  gracious  presence  and  a  skilled  hospitality 
is  triumphantly  shown  by  the  college  fraternities,  who  see 
to  it  that  their  membership  shall  know  the  art  of  pleasing. 
If  they  have  added  nothing  more  to  the  college  atmosphere, 
this  contribution  alone  would  put  many  of  our  universities 
in  their  debt.  We  can  never  know  too  well  how  to  meet  our 
fellows,  nor  can  we  cultivate  too  carefully  the  social  arts. — 
Key  of  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma. 


Adaptability  to  the  society  of  one's  fellows  is  indispensable 
in  the  fraternity  man.     It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  the 
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fraternity  relation  itself  brings  out  the  social  qualities — the 
friendliness — of  many  a  youngster  whose  external  bearing, 
from  shyness  or  other  natural  defect,  does  not  suggest  his 
real  quality  to  the  casual  observer;  a  fact  that  is  brought 
home  almost  every  year  to  almost  every  chapter,  both  by  its 
hits  and  its  misses.  But  even  oftener  than  a  chapter  goes 
wrong  in  not  taking  the  right  fellow,  because  of  the  failure 
to  sec  the  fraternity  man  in  him  behind  some  thin  mask  or 
disguise,  it  goes  wrong — and  further  wrong  at  that — in  taking 
the  wrong  fellow,  solely  because  of  some  accidental  or  unes- 
sential gift  or  requirement  that  makes  for  easy  popularity, 
but  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  real  man  or  his  fraternal 
quality.  It  may  be  prowess  or  promise  in  athletics,  or  a  singing 
voice,  or  a  gift  for  story-telling.  All  of  these  things  attract, 
and  all  of  them  are  ornaments — but  they  are  not  substance. 
Now,  we  do  in  fact,  whether  we  know  it  or  not,  choose  our 
chapter-mates  in  no  small  proportion  of  cases,  not  merely  for 
intimate  associates  through  two  or  three  or  four  years  of  col- 
lege residence,  but  for  lifelong  acquaintances,  possibly  lifelong 
friends.  And  it  is  the  real  man  and  his  capacity  for  friend- 
ship that  finally  count,  for  whatever  term  the  engagement  is 
entered  into. — Beta  Theta  Pi,  copied  in  Arrow  of  Pi  Beta  Phi. 


But  fraternity  should  mean  that  we  recognize  a  certain 
fundamental  decency  in  each  brother,  a  certain  sense  of  honor, 
a  certain  willingness  to  accept  and  fulfil  obligations.  As 
members  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  we  have  accepted  and  stand 
ready  to  fulfil  cheerfully,  not  only  the  gentleman's  obliga- 
tions of  courtesy,  but  the  fraternal  obligation  of  aid  and 
cheer.  Being  self-respecting,  we  will  not  call  for  aid  except 
where  either  the  smallness  of  the  favor  or  the  greatness  of 
the  necessity  will  make  a  brother  glad  to  lend  his  hand.  This 
spirit,  born  in  a  protective  community,  and  therefore  permitted 
to  grow  to  a  lusty  maturity,  seems  worth  while  preserving  for 
the  common  good  in  an  individualistic  state  of  society.  We 
find  enough  interests  in  common  so  that  the  preservation  of 
this  brotherhood  should  be  a  pleasure  and  not  a  task. — 
Phi  Gamma  Delta,  copied  in  the  Arrow  of  Pi  Beta  Phi. 
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How  many  chapters  give  much  thought  to  the  development 
of  a  chapter  policy  ?  How  often  does  it  happen  that  the  failure 
of  the  members  of  a  chapter  to  cooperate  in  the  affairs  of  the 
college  life  which  affect  them,  and  which  they  affect,  destroy 
the  chapter's  influence? — Alpha  Xi  Delta. 


Each  chapter  is  not  a  single  unit,  responsible  only  to  itself. 
Every  college  chapter  is  intended  to  be  only  a  perfect  part 
of  an  ideal  whole.  Some  of  us  lose  at  times  that  relation  to 
the  sorority  as  a  whole,  and  it  is  a  sure  sign  of  weakness 
in  that  particular  chapter,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  as  we  grow 
in  numbers  our  spirit  of  nationalism  will  also  grow  as  it  should 
and  our  touch  with  our  sister  chapter  be  so  keen  and 
responsive  that  our  influence  in  every  good  thing  will  be 
felt  as  the  formidable  strength  of  many  and  not  the  scattered 
efforts  of  the  few. — Crescent  of  Gamma  Phi  Beta. 


The  foundation  for  a  successful  chapter  lies,  first,  in  the 
choice  of  men.  This  responsibility — and  it  is  a  grave  one — is 
placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  old  men  of  the  chapter.  Theirs 
is  the  duty  to  direct  and  to  see  that  the  men  initiated  into 
the  chapter  arc  students  of  true  worth  and  characters,  who 
arc  capable  of  making  men  to  whom  it  will  he  a  pleasure  for 
us  as  a  fraternity  to  point  in  after  years. 

The  manner  of  initiating  a  man  into  a  chapter  is  a  great 
thing — a  power  that  will  influence  his  fraternal  career  there- 
after. A  man  being  initiated  realizes  that  he  is  entering  a 
sphere  hitherto  unknown  to  him,  save  by  rumor,  and  has  his 
mental  faculties  keyed  to  the  highest  pitch.  He  is  keenly 
alert  and  sensitive  to  the  slightest  things  that  are  going  on 
around  him  during  the  ceremony.  The  first  impression  a  man 
gets  of  anything  is  always  a  strong  one,  and  one,  too,  that 
other  later  impressions  of  a  diff^erent  nature  have  difficulty  in 
effacing.  How  important  it  is,  then,  that  the  man  just  enter- 
ing the  chapter  should  be  allowed  to  observe  and  feel  things 
that  will  ennoble  him  and  inspire  him  with  love,  loyalty,  and 
the  highest  regard  for  his  fraternity. 
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After  his  initiation  he  should  be  made  to  understand  that 
just  what  he  puts  in,  that  will  he  get  out.  If  he  puts  in  work, 
inspiration,  and  the  tireless  energies  of  a  faithful  member, 
he  will  be  thrice  benefited.  He  will  have  the  sweet,  satisfying 
knowledge  of  having  done  his  duty;  he  will  see  his  efforts 
bring  results,  and  he  will  grow  and  develop  into  a  broad* 
minded  fraternity  man. — Shield  and  Diamond  of  Pi  Kappa 
Alpha. 


This  year  we  have  inaugurated  in  our  chapter  meetings  a 
new  system  of  criticism.  At  first  it  seemed  a  well-nigh 
impossibly  delicate  and  difficult  task.  Delicate  and  difficult  it 
has  proven,  but  not  impossibly  so,  for  our  criticism  has  all 
been  prompted  by  the  spirit  which  "condemns  the  fault  and 
not  the  actor  of  it." 

But  to  understand  how  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  this 
out,  something  of  the  system  itself  must  be  explained.  Each 
week  our  president  appoints  a  "critic."  This  appointing  is 
not  done  in  fraternity  meeting;  indeed,  only  two  persons  know 
who  the  critic  is — the  girl  herself  and  tlie  president.  And 
thus  far  every  critic  has  been  able  to  so  entirely  conceal  her 
identity  that  no  one  else  has  had  even  an  inkling  who  she 
has  been.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  critic  to  write  out  a  little 
criticism  of  every  girl  in  the  chapter,  herself  included;  of 
course,  not  always  an  unfavorable  criticism  by  any  means, 
but,  when  deserved,  a  word  of  commendation.  And  the 
eagerness  with  which  even  some  of  the  most  listless  of  us 
have  striven  to  deserve  this  word  of  praise  has  surprised  us  all. 

With  us,  this  system  has  had  many  advantages.  Wc  cer- 
tainly have  profited  by  the  criticism  itself,  for  the  little  word 
of  reproof,  coming  as  almost  an  impertinence  from  girl  to 
girl,  is  taken  in  good  part  and  acted  upon  when  coming  from 
an  unknown  source,  even  though  the  criticism  is  read  by 
our  president   in   the  chapter  meeting. 

Moreover,  this  systematized  criticism  has  done  away  with 
what  was  formerly  the  bane  of  our  fraternity  life — personal, 
individual  criticism,  made  not  to  the  subject  of  it,  but  to 
another  person,  sanctioned  by  the  name  of  Theta  interest, 
but  in  reality  nothing  more  nor  less  than  common  gossip, 
benefiting  no  one  and  undermining  peace  of  fraternity  life. — 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  copied  in  Alpha  Phi  Quarterly. 
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No  better  endeavor  could  be  undertaken  than  to  continually 
impress  upon  undergraduates  and  alumni  alike  the  fact  that 
they  do  not  belong  to  a  college  club,  to  an  organization  of 
interest  only  through  four  college  years,  but  rather  to  a  con- 
tinuing force  which  is  a  part  of  a  great  movement  in  which 
they  should  be  actively  and  earnestly  interested  after  student 
days  are  a  memory  and  active  life  with  its  responsibilities  a 
stem  reality. — Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi. 


Kappa  Alpha  Theta  is  not  an  organization  of  college  girls 
alone,  but  covers  a  broader  field  in  that  it  is  an  organization  of 
college  women  both  active  and  alumnae.  There  are  alumnae 
chapters  as  well  as  active  chapters.  The  officers  of  the 
fraternity  are  all  college  graduates  not  actively  connected 
with  any  college  chapter.  The  very  make-up  shows  that 
graduation  from  college  does  not  mean  graduation  from  the 
fraternity,  but  merely  the  passing  on  from  the  undergraduate 
days  of  Thctahood  to  the  graduate  days,  whether  one  be 
fortunate  enough  to  be  located  near  an  alumnae  chapter  or 
not. — Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 


It  may  be  treated  as  a  conceded  fact  that  practically  every 
man  desires,  upon  leaving  college,  to  keep  in  touch  with  his 
fraternity  and  old  friends,  and  the  resolve  and  promise  at  the 
final  chapter  meeting  is  that  he  will  maintain  his  allegiance 
and  not  forget  the  fraternity  nor  what  he  owes  it.  So  fre- 
quently, however,  the  resolve,  made  in  the  best  of  faith, 
comes  to  naught  and  maybe  for  no  other  reason  than  that 
the  maker  does  not  get  the  right  start  to  that  end. — Kappa 
Alpha  Journal. 


No  chapter  office  should  be  given  a  man  merely  because 
his  brothers  like  him  and  he  is  a  good  fellow.  The  duties 
of  these  offices  require  too  much  hard  work,  too  much  unself- 
ishness, and  too  much  devotion,  to  be  given  as  premiums  for 
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an  engaging  personality.  Then,  too,  the  internal  success  of 
the  chapter  and  its  representation  to  its  sister  chapters,  as 
well  as  its  reputation  with  the  Arch  Chapter,  rests  almost 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  its  officers.  A  negligent  secretary 
can  create  in  the  minds  of  the  officers  of  the  fraternity  and 
in  the  eyes  of  the  fraternity  at  large  the  worst  kind  of 
reputation  for  a  chapter  that  is  really  in  good  shape.  A 
negligent  treasurer  can  in  a  few  months  seriously  cripple 
a  chapter  and  in  a  very  short  time  bring  its  life  into  serious 
jeopardy.  It  also  follows  that  where  a  mistake  has  been 
made  and  the  wrong  man  has  been  put  in  office  he  should 
be  removed  as  quickly  as  possible. 

The  tasks  before  our  newly  elected  officers  are  no  light  ones. 
These  duties  will  make  heavy  demands  on  time  and  patience. 
They  will  involve  personal  sacrifices  which  nothing  but  a 
sincere  love  for  the  fraternity  could  make  worth  while,  and 
most  of  the  reward  will  merely  be  the  satisfaction  which 
comes  from  consciousness  of  a  service  for  Delta  Tau  Delta 
faithfully  discharged.  There  will  be  an  additional  advan- 
tage that  is  not  at  once  appreciated.  It  comes  from  the  train- 
ing for  many  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  real  world,  which 
is  gained  in  the  discharge  of  such  duties. — Rainbow  of  Delta 
Tau  Delta. 


We  are  indebted  to  the  Key  of  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma 
for  the  following: 

After  more  than  i,ooo  years'  existence  as  an  institution  for 
men  alone,  Oxford  University,  in  England,  will  hereafter  admit 
women.  They  will  also  be  allowed  to  compete  for  the  Rhodes 
scholarships. 

Wellesley  College  girls  sent  $i,ooo  to  New  York  to  help  the 
cause  of  the  striking  shirtwaist  makers.  They  also  gave  an 
order  for  i,ooo  shirtwaists  to  be  made  by  the  girls*  cooperative 
factory. 

The  New  York  Sun  gives  some  interesting  figures  of  the 
number  of  foreign  students  in  American  colleges  during  IQ08- 
1909.    There  were  1,467  in  all,  of  whom  the  largest  number, 
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225,  were  registered  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  the 
majority  of  them  in  the  Dental  School.  There  were  298 
Americans  enrolled  in  German  universities  during  the  summer 
of  1909. 

The  Inter-fraternity  Council  of  the  University  of  Nebraska 
ruled  this  year  that  no  Freshman  should  be  initiated  without 
twelve  hours  of  work  to  his  credit.  The  fraternities  have 
agreed  that  each  shall  give  a  formal  party  but  once  in  two 
years. 


The  A  T  Quarterly  has  a  circulation  of  3,000  copies,  of 
which  1,912  go  to  alumni.  This  is  probably  a  larger  list  of 
alumni  subscribers  than  any  other  fraternity  journal  can  boast 
of.  The  Quarterly  also  manages  somehow — we  wish  we  knew 
how — to  secure  more  general  advertising  than  any  other. —

The  college  board  of  the  Oklahoma  State  Baptist  Confer- 
ence has  selected  a  site  at  Oklahoma  City  for  the  location  of 
a  university,  to  which  John  D.  Rockefeller  has  promised  to 
give  $500,000.  It  will  be  one  of  the  largest  denominational 
colleges  in  the  Southwest,  and  will  cost  probably  $1,000,000. — 
American  Educational  Reziew.

Radcliff  has  begun  the  publication  of  a  new  monthly,  Shop, 
to  represent  the  most  serious  thinking  done  in  Radcliff  in 
regard  to  important  questions  of  the  day,  political,  social, 
and  artistic. — Triangle  of  Sigma  Kappa. 


At  the  University  of  Washington  a  novel  organization  is 
the  Inter-sorority  Qub  of  Freshmen.  It  was  started  last  year 
among  the  sororities  to  foster  a  better  acquaintance  between 
the  various  Greek-letter  pledges.  Every  two  weeks  a  social 
time  is  held,  and  business  meetings  arc  called  whenever  neces- 
sary.— American  College. 


A  marked  increase  is  noted  in  the  number  of  women  stu- 
dents at  German  universities.  An  enumeration  taken  at  the 
commencement  of  the  present  winter  session  disclosed  1,856 
women,  as  compared  with  t,io8  a  year  ago.  The  favorite 
universities  among  female  students  are  Berlin  with  638. 
Munich  with  183,  the  Gottingen  with  160;  then  follow  Heidel- 
berg with  142,  and  Bonn  with  135.  The  entire  number  of 
matriculated  students  at  the  German  universities  during  the 
winter  session  has  been  returned  as  52,456,  an  increase  of 
3,739  since  the  corresponding  period  in  1908.  Of  these  Berlin 
has  9,249,  Munich  6.537,  Leipsic  4,761,  Bonn  3,652,  Brcslau 
2.405,  Halle  2,393,  Gottingen  2.230,  Freiburg  2,167,  Stras- 
burg  1,995,  Heidelberg  1,934,  Mnnster  1,906,  Marburg  1,878. 
Tubingen  1,760,  Jena  1,496,  Wiirzburg  1,424,  Konigsberg  1,367, 
Kiel  1,290,  Giessen  1,261,  Erlangen  1,221,  Greifswald  930,  and 
Rostock  707. — American  College. 


By   a   vote   of   eleven    to   ten    the   congress,    consisting   of 
twelve  undergraduates,  twelve  alumnae,  four  faculty  members. 
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and  President  Hazard,  which  was  selected  to  decide  the 
future  of  the  six  secret  societies  of  Wellesley  G)Ilege,  has 
decided  that  the  societies  should  be  opened  to  any  eligible 
student  on  application  without  any  voting  on  the  part  of  the 
societies. 

It  was  voted  that  opportunity  for  membership  in  the 
societies  should  be  limited  to  three  classes  of  diploma  grade 
students,  these  grades  to  consist  of  those  of  high  academic 
standing,  those  showing  unusual  excellency  in  any  depart- 
ment, and  those  who  have  given  evidence  of  public-spirited 
service  in  aid  of  the  college.  The  latter  qualification  is  to 
be  determined  by  a  committee  or  organization  other  than 
the  societies  alone.  Each  society  will  continue  to  occupy  its 
own  fraternity  house. — New  York  Sun.

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TUFTS  COLLEGE 

Tufts  College  was  founded  in  1852  by  the  energy 
of  a  few  Universalists  who  saw  the  need  of  a  college 
for  the  children  of  their  denomination.  In  1847  it 
was  first  talked  of,  and  a  charter  was  granted  with  the 
right  to  confer  all  degrees  except  that  of  M.D.  This 
was  amended  in  1867  to  include  this  degree.  Although 
the  college  began  as  a  denominational  school,  as  dtd 
Harvard,  it  soon  became  non -sectarian. 

Charles  Tufts,  for  whom  the  college  was  named, 
gave  part  of  his  farm  for  a  site,  always  having  said, 
when  asked  what  he  was  going  to  do  with  tlie  bare  and 
wind-swept  hill,  that  he  would  some  day  "set  a  light 
upon  it." 

In  the  fall  of  1855  Tufts  was  opened  to  students 
with  one  building.  Ballon  Hall,  named  for  the  first 
president,  the  Reverened  Hosea  Ballon. 

The  college  has  steadily  increased  in  size  as  well  as 
in  the  number  of  departments.  It  is  now  made  up  of 
the  Department  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  Engineering  and 
Bromfield-Pearson  Schools,  the  Crane  Theological 
School,  and  the  Medical  and  Dental  Schools  which  are 
situated  in  Boston.  The  catalog  for  1910  gave  the 
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total  number  of  students  as  1,128,  while  the  teaching 
staff  is  composed  of  231  members. 

The  campus  of  Tufts  College  is  considered  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  in  the  United  States.  Situated 
near  Boston  in  the  old  town  of  Medford,  the  Hill  is 
high  above  its  environs.  It  has  many  gems  of  archi- 
tecture, among  them  Stoddard  Chapel  whose  tower 
can  be  seen  for  miles  around,  and  Bamum  Museum 
which  contains  the  remains  of  the  "Immortal  Jumbo." 

In  1894  women  were  admitted  to  Tufts.  In  the 
spring  of  1910  the  trustees  deemed  it  advisable  to 
segregate  the  sexes  creating  a  new  college  called  Jack- 
son College  which  is  now  collateral  with  the  Liberal 
Arts  Department  of  Tufts.  At  the  present  time  classes 
are  conducted  in  Miner  Hall  which  was  previously 
occupied  by  the  Theological  School.  In  a  few  years 
Jackson  College  will  have  buildings  of  its  own,  where, 
it  has  been  prophesied,  a  woman's  college  as  strong  as 
the  strongest  will  thrive.  The  prophecy  bids  fair  to 
be  fulfilled  as  the  enrollment  for  1914  is  larger  than 
that  of  any  previous  class. 


THE  INSTALLATION  OF  CHI  ALPHA 

Our  new  S.  H.,  Mary  C.  Love  Collins,  who  had 
charge  of  the  installation  of  Chi  Alpha  Chapter, 
wrote  me  in  advance,  that  the  initiation  would  take 
place  September  17,  and  asked  me  to  meet  her  at  Tufts 
College  the  afternoon  of  the  sixteenth  to  talk  over 
preparations.  As  I  am  living  in  Cambridge  my  jour- 
ney was  a  short  one — only  thirty  minutes  by  trolley.  At 
Metcalf,  the  woman's  residence  hall  at  Tufts,  I  found 
Mrs.   Collins  and  several  of  the  members  of  Alpha 
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Kappa  Gamma.  Some  of  the  other  Chi  Omega's  who 
were  to  take  part  in  the  installation  had  arrived  but 
were  still  in  Boston — shopping,  I  think!  Or  was  it 
sight-seeing?  A  little  later  Lelia  Harwood,  Xi,  came 
in.  The  members  of  Alpha  Kappa  Gamma  kept  ar- 
riving during  the  afternoon  and  the  forenoon  of  the 
next  day. 

When  we  met  on  the  morning  of  the  seventeenth  to 
rehearse  and  prepare  for  the  initiation  there  were  pres- 
ent besides  Mrs.  Collins,  Delta,  Lelia  Harwood,  Xi, 
Marguerite  Munson,  Sigma,  Estelle  Ellison,  Georgiana 
Sandford,  Mary  Godley  Emily  MacEwan,  Epsilon, 
and  Eleanor  Duncan  Shannon,  Psi.

A  Friend  of  Lambda, 
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A  DAY  IN  ROTHENBURG,  THE  MEDIAEVAL 

All  afternoon  long  our  train  crept  leisurely  past  red- 
roofed  hamlets,  sloping  hills  on  which  flocks  of  sheep 
were  nibbling,  and,  most  thoroughly  in  accord  with  the 
Germany  of  the  gaily  illustrated  linen  picture  books  of 
one's  youth,  flocks  of  geese  guarded  by  buxom  Ganze- 
madchen  who  knitted  while  they  walked  among  their 
clamorous  charges.  Indeed,  so  slowly  did  the  train 
move,  that  I  was  able  to  count  the  number  of  geese  in 
one  flock,  and,  I  am  tempted  to  add,  the  number  of 
stitches  in  the  girl's  knitting.  Such  quiet  scenes  as 
these  made  a  fitting  prelude  to  our  entrance  to  Roth- 
enburg,  the  most  persistently  mediaeval  city  in  bustling 
Germany.  So  great  an  aversion  do  the  citizens  of 
Rothenburg  feel  to  "modern  improvements"  that  the 
railway  is  not  permitted  to  approach  nearer  than  half 
a  mile  to  the  city  walls.  As  the  'bus  sent  for  us  from  the 
"Eisenhut"  was  soon  full,  the  younger  of  our  party 
set  off  at  a  brisk  pace  on  the  high  road.  Since  tourists 
are  rare  in  Rothenburg,  our  progress  was  marked  by 
flaxen  heads  stuck  out  over  the  pots  of  scarlet  gera- 
niums in  the  windows,  and  by  doorways  filled  with 
women  and  children.  Entering  the  city  by  the  Roeder- 
thor,  which  is  flanked  on  either  side  by  a  "low,  squat, 
tower,"  each  one  capped  by  a  red  roof  shaped  like  a 
hay-cock,  we  soon  found  ourselves  in  the  Markt,  and, 
passing  the  graceful  Herterich  Brunnen,  or  fountain 
of  Saint  George,  we  found  the  hotel  "Eisenhut"  by  the 
obvious  helmet  above  the  door.  The  Eisenhut  lavs 
claim  to  fame  because  it  was  once  the  home  of  a  Bur- 
gomeister. 

Ascending  the  wide  carved  stairway,  I  found  that 
the  window  in  my  room  framed  a  charming  vista  of 
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the  hills  which  lie  over  against  the  city.  Feasting  my 
eyes  on  scenery  was  well  enough,  but  a  more  substan- 
tial repast  was  welcome,  so  the  call  to  supper  sent  me 
flying  down  the  stairs.  Between  the  courses  of 
"echtes"  German  cooking,  prepared  in  a  kitchen  which 
was  once  the  chapel,  we  exclaimed  delightedly  over 
the  panelled  dining-room  with  its  row  of  pewter  plates 
and  steins,  the  faded  oil  portrait,  the  stained  glass 
window  over  which  was  painted  the  Bavarian  coat  of 
arms,  the  coarse  embroidered  curtains,  and  the  gera- 
niums massed  in  the  window  box.  A  little  later 
we  walked  aimlessly  down  the  Herrenstrasse,  past 
the  Franciscan  church,  past  noble,  timbered  houses 
bearing  over  their  doors  quaint  mottoes  or  inscrip- 
tions stating  that  at  such  and  such  a  date,  often  in  the 
fourteenth  century.  Kaiser  So-and-so  was  entertained 
there.  Passing  under  the  arch  of  the  Burgthor,  we  found 
ourselves  in  an  enchanted  land ;  a  triangular  park  which 
juts  out  from  the  city  and  overlooks  the  the  valley  of 
the  Tauber.  Later,  we  learned  that  this  Burg-Garten 
was  once  the  site  of  a  castle  of  the  Hohenstaufen. 
Leaning  over  the  western  parapet,  we  watched  the  sun 
sink  beyond  the  hills,  then,  casting  our  eyes  over  the 
opalescent  skies,  we  discovered  a  rival  to  the  sun  in  the 
harvest  moon,  rising  over  the  opposite  range  of  hills. 
Long  we  stood  watching  it  outline  with  chalky  white- 
ness, the  highroad  along  the  Tauber,  the  glistening 
river  itself,  and  the  walls  of  the  hamlet  in  the  valley. 
From  this  group  of  houses  rose,  softened,  the  voices 
of  gossiping  neighbors,  the  distant  creaking  of  wagons, 
and  faint  flute  notes  in  contented  piping.  Leaving 
this  enchanted  land,  we  passed  under  the  massive  dou- 
ble gateway,  and  walked  along  the  city  wall,  back  to 
the  "Eisenhut/*  in  front  of  which  a  group  of  belated 
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travelers   sat   at   small   tables   set   among  the  potted 
shrubs. 

Early  the  next  morning,  the  ducks  and  the  roosters 
woke  me  from  a  peaceful  sleep  with  their  loud  "Good- 
morrows,"  so  I  rose,  and,  leaning  out  of  the  deep  win- 
dow, saw  the  mists  over  the  Tauber  melt  before  the 
rising  sun.  At  eight  o'clock,  we  set  out  in  carriages  to 
see  the  city.  It  seems  fitting  to  state  here  that  Rothen- 
burg  was  mentioned  as  a  town  in  a  document  of  942 
A.  D,,  and,  until  early  in  the  nineteenth  century,  was 
a  free  city  of  the  Empire.  During  the  Reformation, 
its  citadels  were  besieged  and  taken  repeatedly.  Out 
from  its  gate  have  wound  bands  of  Crusaders,  and 
groups  of  pilgrims,  in  order  to  kneel  before  the  drop 
of  the  Saviour's  blood  treasured  in  the  Jacob's  kirche, 
have  toiled  up  the  slopes  to  this  city,  which,  like  Jeru- 
salem, crowns  a  hilltop.  The  Jacob's  kirche  was  our 
first  stopping  place.  Here  the  sexton  showed  us  an 
altar  with  carvings  by  Riemenschneider  representing 
the  Last  Supper,  the  entry  into  Jerusalem,  and  the 
scene  on  the  Mount  of  Olives.  Driving  to  the  still 
more  ancient  Franciscaner  Kirche,  we  were  shown  a 
statue  of  Dietrich  von  Berlichingen,  the  grandfather  of 
the  redoubtable  Goetz ;  several  old  tombs,  and  a  unique 
division  of  the  church  and  laity.  The  brothers  sit  in  a 
room  divided  from  the  rest  of  the  church  by  a  high 
pulpit  and  gallery.  Leaving  this  musty  church,  we 
drove  past  the  Gothic  Saint  Wolfgang's  church,  the 
outer  wall  of  which  is  part  of  the  city  wall.  The  tim- 
bered houses  of  Rothenburg  surpass  in  design  those 
of  Nuremburg  and  of  Chester.  Over  a  house  door  we 
noticed  this  stanza: 

Tm  Hause  meiner  Viiter 

Klof  ich  allhier  das  Leder, 

Und  mache  meinen  Reim  dazu, 

Ich  serge  nicht  wer's  nach  mir  thu'. 
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The  merry  sunlight  made  iridescent  the  tiny  panes 
of  glass  in  the  many  projecting  oriel  windows  which 
the  architects  of  this  mediaeval  city  delight  to  build  on 
prominent  comers  of  the  houses.  How  we  chuckled 
over  the  aptly  named  "busybodies,"  the  mirrors  set 
out  at  an  angle  from  the  second-story  windows.  By 
means  of  these,  the  mistress  of  the  house,  herself  un- 
seen, can  view  the  passerby.  Leaving  the  city,  wc 
drove  down  to  the  valley,  through  clusters  of  farm- 
houses built  close  together  for  protection  from  ma- 
rauders, under  stately  poplar  trees,  past  the  old  mill 
and  past  the  quaint  Topplerschosschen  which  is  shaped 
like  one  of  a  pair  of  dice.  Here  three  American 
women,  artists  of  course,  (who  could  live  here  and  be 
aught  else?)  live  during  the  summer.  The  shape  of 
the  house  recalls  a  story  told  about  its  building.  Per- 
haps the  story  found  me  too  gullible,  but  I  will  let  you 
enjoy  it.  Once  upon  a  time  the  Emperor  came  to 
Rothenburg  and  sat  throwing  the  dice  with  Toppler, 
the  Burgomaster.  As  he  was  in  duty  bound,  the  Burgo- 
master lost  repeatedly.  Finally  the  stake  was  Rothen- 
burg itself.  The  Emperor  won,  but,  in  kingly  mood, 
gave  back  the  city,  merely  ordering  in  recompense  that 
a  castle  in  the  shape  of  the  die  be  built  in  the  valley 
of  the  Tauber.  So  it  was  built  in  1388,  and  is  called 
either  the  Kaiserstuhl  or  the  Topplerschlosschen. 

Our  way  led  along  the  Tauber,  which  mirrored  the 
walls  and  red  turrets  of  the  city,  over  the  ancient  double 
bridge,  and  then  up,  past  the  Wildbad  sanatorium, 
and  under  the  towering  Spitalthor,  on  which  is  carved 
the  lines,  "Pax  Intrantibus,  Salus  Effleuntibus.*'  This 
motto  seems  at  variance  with  the  cannon  which  still 
project  from  the  loopholes  in  the  wall.  Up  the  hilly 
street  we  rattled  over  the  cobblestones,  past  gabled 
houses  so  old  that  their  sides  buldged,  under  lanterns 
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suspended  from  iron  chains  hung  across  the  street, 
"Am  Plonlien,"  and  back  down  the  Schmied  Strassc 
to  the  Rathaus.  Here  we  left  our  carriages  and 
climbed  up  a  winding  staircase  whose  steps  are  worn 
into  hollows,  and  entered  a  great  hall,  on  the  walls  of 
which  are  painted  scenes  from  Rothenburg's  stirring 
history. 

In  the  lofty  council  room  is  the  stone  seat  of  judg- 
ment used  long  ago  when  the  court  met  under  the 
open  sky  in  the  Burg-Garten.  Near  this  seat  is  a 
painting  which  represents  Christ  as  Judge.  Hung 
along  the  walls  are  tattered  flags  which  were  car- 
ried by  citizens  of  Rothenburg  during  the  Thirty 
Year's  War.  At  the  opposite  end  of  the  room  is  a 
platform  on  which  are  placed  highbacked,  carved 
chairs,  a  table,  and  a  massive  chest.  From  this  chest 
the  caretaker  produced  a  faded  crimson  velvet  cushion 
on  which  rested  the  seven  huge  iron  keys  which  still 
unlock  the  seven  gates  of  the  city.  Whenever  the  Em- 
peror visited  the  city,  these  keys  were  presented  to 
him  by  the  Burgomeister.  The  caretaker  showed  as 
his  chief  treasure,  however,  a  glass  stein  that  looks  as 
if  it  might  hold  a  gallon.  From  thi^  stein,  Citizen  Nusch 
drank  the  draught,  the  "Meister  Truk,"  which  freed 
Rothenburg.  The  story  goes  that  Tilly  conquered 
the  city  and  threatened  to  reduce  it  to  ruins.  A  young 
girl  brought  Tilly  food,  and,  after  she  had  ministered 
to  him,  she  asked  him  if  there  were  no  condition  on 
which  the  city  might  be  freed.  Catching  up  the  stein, 
he  replied  that  there  was  only  one,  and  that  that  stein 
be  filled  with  wine  and  drained  at  one  gulp.  The 
father  of  the  girl  did  the  deed,  and  thereby  won  back 
the  city. 

The  Museum  is  worthy  of  mention  because  of  its 
inner  gallery  which  runs  around  the  flower-decked 
courtyard.     One  could  spend  hours  in  looking  at  the 
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drawings,  the  furniture  and  such  relics  exhibited  here. 
We  found  the  "Lebkuchen"  (gingerbread)  shops  fas- 
cinating just  at  this  time,  and  several  of  us  amused 
ourselves  in  childish  fashion  by  selecting  one  cake  of 
each  of  the  many,  fantastic  shapes,  and  then  sat  in  the 
low,  dark  inner  room  of  the  shop,  and  consumed  them 
all.  On  our  way  back  to  the  "Eisenhut"  we  noticed  a 
stork's  wheel  built  on  one  of  the  roofs.  Time  would 
fail  me  should  I  try  to  tell  you  of  the  delights  of  the 
shop  where  china,  painted  in  soft  blues,  and  browns  was 
sold,  or  of  the  shop  where  a  most  attractive  display 
of  etchings  and  of  postal  cards  emptied  our  purses. 
Many  were  our  regrets  as  the  train  bore  us  away  from 
Rothenburg  that  afternoon.  As  one  of  the  younger 
girls  in  the  party  said,  "No  other  German  city  has 
seemed  half  so  Dutch  to  me."

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THE  RELATIONS  BETWEEN  THE  UNIVERSITY 

AND  THE  STATE 

In  the  course  of  his  Commencement  Address  at 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  Mr.  C.  R.  Van  Hise,  president 
of  the  University,  gave  the  following  definition  of 
the  relations  between  the  University  and  the  State: 

The  strength  of  the  State  University  lies  in  its 
close  relations  to  the  State.  The  State  demands 
service;  the  University  feels  a  peculiar  obligation. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  University  to  instruct 
young  men  and  women;  it  is  its  duty  to  advance 
knowledge,  and  especially  those  lines  of  knowledge 
which  concern  the  development  of  the  State.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  staff  of  the  State  University  to  be 
at  the  service  of  the  State  along  all  lines  in  which 
their  expert  knowledge  will  be  helpful;  it  is  their 
duty  to  assist  in  carrying  knowledge  to  the  people. 
These  relations  between  the  University  and  the  State 
bind  them  closely  together.  The  growth  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  dependent  upon  the  State.  The  State  owns 
the  University ;  and  every  citizen  feels  himself  to  be 
a  stockholder  in  that  ownership.  But  associated  with 
these  close  relations,  which  are  the  strength  of  the 
State  University,  are  also  its  most  serious  dangers. 
These  are  that  the  University  may  be  politically  con- 
trolled, and  that  it  may  be  hampered  in  its  work. 

To  the  first  of  these  dangers  the  State  University 
is  especially  exposed  in  its  youth.  It  speaks  well  for 
the  democracy  of  this  country  that  as  the  States  have 
developed,  the  danger  of  political  interference  in  uni- 
versity government  has  steadily  become  less. 

The  other  danger  of  the  close  association  of  the 
ITniversity     with     the     State — interference     with     its 
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work — has  two  aspects;  first,  it  may  be  demanded 
that  the  teaching  which  looks  toward  material  ends 
shall  be  strong,  while  the  humanities  are  allowed  to 
remain  weak  or  not  properly  developed,  and  second, 
freedom  of  teaching  and  investigation  may  be  inter- 
fered with.  The  former  is  probably  the  more  immi- 
nent danger  for  the  majority  of  institutions.  It  is 
natural,  indeed  inevitable,  that  the  people  shall  de- 
mand that  effective  teaching,  research,  and  extension 
of  knowledge  shall  be  done  in  agriculture,  in  engi- 
neering, and  in  other  lines  from  which  a  financial  re- 
turn may  be  shown  from  the  investment.  These  de- 
mands are  right  and  should  be  fully  met  by  the  Uni- 
versity; but  also  the  people  should  appreciate  that 
all  material  gains  are  for  men  and  women.  Why  do 
we  wish  to  produce  more  wheat  and  cotton  ?  In  order 
that  human  beings  may  be  fed  and  clothed.  But, 
"The  life  is  more  than  meat  and  the  body  is  more 
than  raiment."  Shall  the  people  demand  of  their 
University  that  it  provide  for  their  material  needs 
and  neglect  the  people  themselves — their  intellectual, 
artistic,  moral,  and  spiritual  development?  The  ca- 
pacity of  a  State  University  to  make  the  man  him- 
self, as  a  subject  of  study  and  advancement,  main- 
tain a  paramount  position  will  be  the  crucial  test  of 
the  State  University.  The  University  authorities 
must  insist  that  man  shall  not  become  subordinate  to 
material  gain*.  If  the  people  will  support  a  State 
University  in  which  these  ideals  obtain,  then  can  it 
be  truly  said  that  a  democracy  is  a  success. 

The  remaining  danger  of  the  close  association  of 
the  State  with  the  University  is  the  possibility  of  in- 
terference with  the  freedom  of  teaching  and  investi- 
gation. If  such  interference  occurs,  it  is  likely  to  be 
indirect   rather  than  direct,  and   is  therefore  all   the 
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more  insidious.  A  sentiment  may  be  developed  or  a 
situation  may  arise  in  a  State  such  that  the  professor 
feels  he  is  not  free  to  teach  the  truth  as  he  sees  it; 
and  to  quote  a  phrase,  he  may  feel  that  he  must 
'shade  the  truth'  somewhat. 

For  my  own  part,  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  all  the 
States  in  which  the  State  Universities  are  strongly 
established  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the  pec^le 
are  in  favor  of  absolute  freedom  of  teaching  and  in- 
vestigation. But  frequently  the  deep-seated  domi- 
nant sentiment  does  not  express  itself,  and  there  are 
always  some  who  would  place  limitations  upon  the 
field  of  a  Unversity.  But  a  University  must  insist 
that  the  whole  domain  of  physical  and  human  phe- 
nomena belong  within  its  scope — pure  science,  ap- 
plied science,  politics,  morals,  religion,  are  proper 
fields  of  study.  In  making  this  statement  I  do  not 
mean  to  imply  that  the  State  University  should  dog- 
matize; but  this  is  no  more  true  of  politics  and  re- 
ligion than  it  is  of  agriculture.  In  no  field  should  the 
method  of  the  University  be  that  of  dogmatic  teach- 
ing. The  facts  concerning  any  subject  should  be 
broadly  dealt  with;  none  slibuld  be  hidden;  their 
bearings  should  be  considered  with  reference  to  the 
principles  which  flow  from  them;  and  always  with- 
out bias.  The  attitude  of  the  professor  in  reference 
to  every  subject  should  be  that  of  a  candid  judge, 
not  that  of  an  advocate,  but  an  absolutely  free  and 
fearless  judge  who  feels  heavily  the  responsibility  of 
his  position  of  trust.  Shall  the  University  be  free  to 
teach  that  a  certain  practice  in  agriculture  is  wrong 
and  advocate  a  new  and  improved  practice,  and  the 
same  principle  not  apply  in  politics  and  in  morals? 
Such  position  would  be  intolerable.  No  institution 
which   does   not  handle   the   humanities   in   all   their 
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amplifications  under  the  same  principles  that  it  han- 
dles the  pure  and  applied  sciences  is  worthy  of  the 
name  of  a  University. 

In  taking  part  in  the  work  of  advancement  of  the 
State,  the  staff  of  the  University  should  be  free  from 
intellectual  arrogance  and  devoid  of  any  attempt  to 
force  their  ideas  upon  the  people.  If  the  State  gives 
freedom  of  teaching  and  investigation  to  the  Uni- 
versity staff,  also  the  people  of  the  State  should  be 
free  to  accept  or  reject  as  their  judgment  may  dic- 
tate. It  is  bv  the  free  contest  of  ideas  and  ideals, 
often  widely  diverging,  that  progress  is  made.  It  is 
self-evident  that  no  man  or  group  of  men  have  the 
right  to  assume  that  they  have  a  monopoly  of  truth. 
The  staff  of  a  University,  above  most  groups  of  men, 
should  recognize  the  complexity  of  the  facts,  the  im- 
possibility of  arriving  at  the  absolute,  and  so  without 
fear  and  without  bias,  with  firmness,  but  with  pro- 
found humility,  present  their  ideas  to  the  world  to 
be  accepted  if  found  good  and  to  be  rejected  if  found 
inadequate.  It  is  incumbent  that  the  Universities 
play  their  part  in  leadership.  Times  of  unrest,  of 
changing  ideas  and  ideals,  are  above  all,  the  times 
when  the  Universities  should  be  most  effective  in  the 
guidance  of  public  opinion. — Reprint  from  the  Mining 
and  Scietitific  Press,

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COLLEGE  WOMEN  AND  SOQAL  RESPONSIBIUTY 

Naturally  stronger  than  woman,  man  for  many  cen- 
turies has  been  the  dominant  factor  in  the  physical  ad- 
vance of  civilization.  War,  conquest,  discovery  of 
new  lands,  and  building  of  new  nations  has  been  his 
work.  As  civilization  has  progressed  and  social  vir- 
tues have  emerged,  the  need  of  another  element  in 
society  has  been  felt.  Those  feminine  qualities  which 
soften  the  outlines  of  life  and  make  for  beauty  and 
spirituality  have  come  to  occupy  a  more  important 
place  in  the  world's  work. 

In  the  past,  woman's  influence  has  been  exercised 
in  making  homes  and  her  activity  has  been  expended 
in  cultivating  the  domestic  virtues.  Public  opinion  no 
longer  confines  woman  within  the  four  walls  of  her 
own  household  for  two  reasons:  (i)  To  preserve  the 
home  and  to  keep  her  place  as  homemaker  she  must 
see  that  the  health,  food,  clothing,  recreation,  and  edu- 
cation of  her  family  are  adequate.  All  activities  which 
concern  these  must  be  properly  studied  and  directed. 
(2)  Woman's  influence  is  distinctly  needed  in  the  life 
of  the  town  and  city.  Man  has  never  interested  him- 
self in  the  details  of  housekeeping  and  the  administra- 
tion of  the  town  or  city  is  but  the  keeping  of  a  larger 
home.  Sympathy,  tact,  innate  penchant  for  cleanli- 
ness, for  order,  for  beauty,  and  a  spirit  of  helpfulness 
which  are  the  peculiar  qualities  of  woman,  make  her 
a  most  effective  worker  in  the  upbuilding  of  a  society 
where  joy  and  beauty  shall  be  the  common  heritage. 

Whatever  the  work  of  woman,  it  touches  life  in  so- 
siety,  in  educational  work,  or  through  social  service. 
Too  seldom  do  we  consider  society  in  its  broader  rela- 
tions to  the  life  of  the  town  or  city.  To  the  majority, 
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social  life  means  parties,  dinners,  dances,  and  perhaps 
nothing  more.  In  an  article  on  "The  American  Wo- 
man," Ida  Tarbell  says,  "Those  who  would  pass  so- 
ciety by  as  a  frivolous  and  unworthy  institution  are 
those  who  have  never  learned  its  real  functions — who 
confuse  the  selfish  business  of  amusement  with  the 
serious  task  of  providing  an  intimate  circle  for  free 
exchange  of  dieals  and  of  service,  for  stimulus  and  en- 
joyment. It  is  through  society  that  the  quickening  of 
mind  and  heart  come  about — the  nature  is  aroused,  the 
fancy  heightened.  It  is  the  very  foundation  of  civili- 
zation— society.  The  church,  the  state,  work  through 
it.  Worlds  are  made  or  unmade  in  it.  Ideas  find  life 
or  death  there.  Every  community,  big  or  little,  is  what 
society  is,  dull,  unwise,  ambitionless,  alert,  happy, 
achieving.  What  society  is  depends  on  women.  Any 
man  or  woman  who  will  search  his  experience  can  find 
proof  of  the  statement.  Recall  the  American  towns  of 
to-day  you  know  and  you  will  find  if  you  really  know, 
that  those  in  which  the  traditions  of  temperance,  cour- 
tesy, dignity,  and  thrift  rule  are  held  to  their  standards 
by  some  woman  or  group  of  women.  Take  a  town  of 
corrupt  and  extravagant  habits  and  it's  the  women 
who  set  the  pace  and  follow  it." 

With  the  wide  range  of  knowledge  that  the  modem 
college  curriculum  brings  easily  within  her  reach,  and 
the  many-sided  social  training  that  college  life  affords, 
a  woman  may,  in  whatever  position  she  finds  herself, 
bring  together  men  and  women  of  broad  catholic  tastes, 
who  are  living  intensely  in  their  own  time,  and  are  alive 
to  modem  ideas  and  problems.  She  can  make  a  home 
where  tolerant,  frank  and  open  discussion  of  ideas  and 
problems  may  be  enjoyed.  Can  any  one  estimate  the 
result  of  such  a  group  of  people  on  the  thought  and 
life  of  a  community?     It  is  true  that  dinners,  parties, 
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receptions,  are  a  means  for  this  good  work,  but  never 
let  the  college  women  make  the  mistake  of  prizing  the 
means  rather  than  the  great  end  of  social  growth. 
Modem  psychologists  say  that  effective,  complete  do- 
ing is  conducive  to  richest,  happiest,  and  most  worth- 
while life.  Let  every  college  woman  ask  herself,  "Are 
we  training  ourselves  for  this  life  ?" 

Many  of  our  college  graduates  go  into  educational 
work  when  college  days  are  over.  The  vision  of  the 
rich  human  life  with  which  the  school  system  is  deal- 
ing gives  the  practical  problems  much  more  absorbing 
interest.  The  relation  between  feeling  and  doing  is  a 
much  discussed  phase  of  present  education,  and  a  grow- 
ing need  is  felt  for  manual  training,  cooking,  sewing, 
and  school  gardens  in  our  schools.  The  problems  of 
school  hygiene  is  imperative.  How  many  schools  make 
a  pretense  of  proper  conditions  in  regard  to  plumbing, 
ventilation,  lighting  and  cleanliness?  The  esthetic 
side  of  school  room,  school  house,  and  surroundings, 
the  playgrounds,  are  another  set  of  problems.  What 
about  the  defective  children  who  are  hindering  the  pro- 
gress of  the  normal  ones  and  are  unhappy  themselves? 
The  problems  of  administration  are  many :  Teacher's 
salary ;  proper  apportionment  of  state  money  that  the 
most  remote  schools  may  be  properly  equipped;  the 
providing  of  high  schools  for  all  districts.  Then,  too, 
we  have  the  vast  variety  of  problems  in  connection 
with  curriculum  and  methods  of  teaching.  Surely, 
education  needs  earnest,  efficient  women  in  its  field. 

When  we  turn  to  social  service  work  there  is  no  end 
to  the  activities.  Setting  aside  the  school  problems,  we 
still  find  a  large  number  of  bewildering  evils  to  combat. 
Among  the  problems  before  us  are  those  of  child  labor, 
the  juvenile  court,  pure  food  legislation,  regulation  of 
the  conditions  and  hours  of  woman's  work  in  factories 
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and  shops,  civil  service  reform,  civics,  conservation  of 
natural  resources,  immigration,  and  these  are  only  a 
few.  Have  we  ever  stopped  to  find  out  if  work  is 
needed  in  our  own  community  in  one  or  all  of  these 
lines?  Have  we  seen  our  beautiful  natural  resources 
ruthlessly  destroyed,  or  little  children  stunted  by  too 
early  labor  ?  Have  we  watched  the  pitiful  strugigle  of 
the  immigrant  to  adapt  himself  to  his  new  environment  ? 
Have  we  seen  our  neighborhood  boys'  and  girls'  whole 
life  vitiated  because  of  the  lack  of  proper  wholesome 
recreation?  Let  us  express  our  lives  in  thoughtful, 
intelligent  doing  in  one  of  these  lines. 

It  is  a  great  joy  to  me  that  Chi  Omega  has  realized 
these  opportunities  and  in  the  establishing  of  this 
new  alumnae  committee  for  educational  and  social  work 
has  entered  so  fully  into  the  life  of  our  age.  This  new 
work  will  enable  us  to  realize  more  fully  our  own  high- 
est development  and  make  us  of  the  highest  social 
worth.  For  many  years,  I  have  had  the  conviction 
that  college  girls  did  not  understand  that  their  lives 
must  be  of  more  service  to  the  world  than  other  women, 
that  the  great  wealth  bestowed  upon  them  entailed  on 
them  also  a  greater  social  responsibility.  An  apprecia- 
tion of  the  world  problems  and  her  better  ability  to 
solve  them  has  not  always  been  vivid  in  her  conscious- 
ness. K  Chi  Omega  can,  through  her  influence, 
arouse  all  active  and  alumnae  members  to  their  wonder- 
ful opportunity,  taking  efficient  part  in  our  twentieth 
century  life,  she  will  be  g^iving  the  world  an  inestimable 
gift.

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OPPORTUNTTIBS  FOR  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

No  call  has  made  itself  more  imperatively  heard 
than  that  voiced  at  the  present  time  by  the  various 
causes  which  need  the  services  of  trained  women.  The 
cry  for  help  is  most  penetrating  and  has  been  most 
clearly  vocalized  in  the  great  cities  in  which  there  are 
crowded  quarters  inhabited  by  those  who  are  strange 
and  poor,  but  eager  for  the  best  which  modern  life  in 
America  can  give  to  their  children.  In  every  city  that 
has  been  considerably  invaded  by  groups  of  Italians, 
Poles,  and  Bohemians,  to  say  nothing  of  the  nationali- 
ties from  which  our  earlier  immigration  was  supplied, 
there  is  a  real  and  appealing  opportunity  for  help 
which  can  be  best  rendered  by  well  trained  and  un- 
selfish young  women  of  the  professional  and  leisure 
classes,  and  particularly  by  the  young  women  who  have 
had  the  advantage  of  a  fairly  complete  training  in 
science  and  in  sound  economies.  One  need  not  refer 
to  the  great  centers  of  population  like  New  York, 
Chicago,  and  St.  Louis.  It  is  most  unlikely  that  any 
city  of  over  75,000  inhabitants  through  the  Eastern  and 
Middle  Western  portion  of  the  country  is  without 
groups  in  whose  behalf  this  intelligence  may  find  a 
fine  and  satisfactory  opportunity.  Nor  is  the  need  any 
less  appealing  in  the  smaller  centers,  in  which  there 
are  perhaps  fewer  persons  of  foreign  birth,  but  in 
which  there  are  found  those  of  American  descent  who, 
because  of  weak  inheritance  or  unfortunate  surround- 
ings in  childhood  find  themselves  inadequate  to  the 
strugfgle  with  modern  life  and  modern  industry;  and 
nowhere  is  there  need  of  such  insight,  such  foresight, 
and  such  intelligent  sympathy,  as  in  protecting  our 
rural  communities  against  the  exploitations  of  the  big 
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business  and  the  competitive  ideal.  The  problems  con- 
nected with  the  preservation  of  the  public  health,  suci' 
as  the  sweatshop  problem,  and  the  pure  food  problem, 
need  intelligent  treatment  in  every  corner  of  the  coun- 
try. A  pure  water  supply,  a  safe  drainage  system,  a 
wholesome  milk  supply,  clean  meat,  and  clothing  free 
from  infection  are  things  needed  in  every  corner,  how- 
ever remote  it  may  be,  and  those  who  are  looking  for 
opportunity  to  uphold  standards  of  righteousness  may 
be  sure  that  with  the  railway,  the  postal  system  and  the 
telephone  there  has  already  been  an  invasion  of  the 
forces  dominated  by  motives  of  greed  and  selfishness. 
No  neighborhood,  therefore,  is  represented  in  the 
membership  of  Chi  Omega,  in  which  opportunities  in 
behalf  of  neglected  childhood  and  helpless  womanhood 
do  not  present  themselves.  The  exploitation  of  the 
weak  is  to  be  found  everywhere.  The  background 
and  settings  differ  from  place  to  place;  the  essential 
injustice  and  the  conditions  giving  rise  to  it  are  univer- 
sal. It  might  be  worth  while  to  enumerate  the  forms 
which  this  exploitation  takes  in  order  that  in  its  many 
guises  it  may  be  more  easily  discerned.  There  is  ttrst 
the  employment  of  children  to  an  extent  unsuitable  to 
their  tender  years,  sometimes  accounted  for  by  the  pov- 
erty of  the  parents,  often  due  to  an  apparent  thrift  on 
the  part  of  the  parents  (notably  true  perhaps  of  the 
Italians),  sometimes  due  to  the  greed  of  the  parents. 
It  needs  no  argument  to  convince  the  educated  young 
woman  of  today  that  the  overworked  child  of  this  year 
is  the  helpless  or  incompetent  boy  or  girl  of  three  or 
four  years  later ;  nor  need  appeal  be  made  to  the  sense 
of  justice  in  us  all,  which  would  demand  that  for  every 
individual  once  admitted  to  the  feast  of  life  there 
should  be  some  opportunity  for  enjoying  its  good 
things.      The    intelligence    of    today    recognizes    that 
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those  good  things  are  sources  of  enjoyment  that  are 
not  dependent  upon  pecuniary  competence  but  do  de- 
pend on  a  childhood  reasonably  free  from  exploitation 
and  used  to  a  reasonable  extent  for  training  of  the  fac- 
ulties and  capabilities.  In  the  city  this  exploitation 
may  take  place  in  the  factory.  In  the  village  or  small 
town  and  in  the  country  it  may  take  place  in  the  midst 
of  the  fairest  scene  of  sunshine  and  green  fields,  or  in 
connection  with  the  rendering  of  services  about  shops 
and  offices  and  streets.  The  contest  between  helpless- 
ness on  the  one  side  and  greed  and  uiiintelligence  on 
the  other  is  going  on ;  it  needs  but  a  closer  and  more 
interested  glance  to  discover  both  its  victims  and  the 
best  point  at  which  to  lend  a  helping  hand.  The  work- 
ing child  then,  the  child  who  is  not  securing  an  ade- 
quate training,  the  child  who  is  given  insufficient  op- 
portunity for  recreation,  and  particularly  the  girl 
about  whose  feet  there  are  perils  of  every  kind,  con- 
stitute a  plea  for  help  in  every  comer  of  our  common 
country.  In  behalf  of  these  weaklings  there  are  na- 
tional organizations  with  which  it  is  not  difficult  to 
ally  oneself.  The  National  Child  Labor  Committee, 
The  National  Playground  Association,  the  National 
Association  for  Industrial  Education,  the  National 
Consumers'  League,  and  the  National  Housing  Asso- 
ciation, are  all  organizations  with  which  it  is  possible 
to  cooperate. 

Everywhere,  too,  there  is  the  problem  of  poverty 
and  consequently  everywhere  there  is  the  problem  of 
sound  and  wholesome  and  adequate  relief.  Perhaps 
no  dilemma  presents  itself  to  the  modern  community 
more  puzzling  than  that  growing  out  of  the  double 
realization  that  in  the  past  our  charity  has  been  far  too 
niggardly,  at  the  same  time  that  our  psychology  points 
out  sources  of  weakness  connected  with  every  substi- 
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tute  of  external  help  for  individual  effort.  How  to 
render  a  support  which  shall  be  adequate,  under  condi- 
tions which  shall  be  stimulating,  is  a  question  which 
will  engage  the  best  ability  of  the  most  highly  trained 
intelligence  in  any  given  neighborhood.  In  the  past 
we  have  been  fairly  well  satisfied  to  give,  and  have 
laid  such  special  stress  on  the  requirement  that  we 
should  not  let  our  left  hand  know  what  our  right  hand 
was  doing,  that  we  have  given  little  heed  to  the  effect 
of  our  left  hand's  doings,  upon  the  recipient  of  its 
bounty.  We  know  now  that  we  must  take  careful  note 
of  what  either  hand  is  doing.  We  know  that  the  one 
thing  perhaps  more  perilous  than  not  to  give  and  not 
to  give  adequately  is  to  give  inadequately  and  unwise- 
ly, and  yet  we  know  we  must  give.  The  methods  of 
relief  employed,  then,  by  every  agency  in  every  neigh- 
borhood in  the  care  of  those  to  whom  relief  is  given, 
whether  this  be  in  the  form  of  support  as  in  our  poor 
houses,  or  in  the  form  of  custodial  care  as  in  our  in- 
sane asylums,  orphan  asylums,  and  institutes  for  de- 
fective children,  or  in  the  form  of  a  pension  to 'the 
widowed  mother  which  enables  her  to  retain  the 
guardianship  and  direction  of  her  orphan  brood — these 
are  subjects  for  intelligent  scrutiny,  wise  and  sympa- 
thetic criticism,  and  earnest  and  unremitting  coopera- 
tion everywhere.  Here,  too,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  there  are  national  organizations  with  which  one 
may  ally  herself,  and  by  which  one  may  be  greatly 
aided.  The  National  Conference  on  Charities  and 
Corrections,  and  the  Charity  Organization  Extension 
Division  of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  supplement 
each  other  by  furnishing  an  almost  unlimited  supply 
of  literature  together  with  the  wisest  counsel  on  ques- 
tions of  detail. 
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In  addition  to  these  national  organizations  there  are 
the  local  agencies  with  which  to  cooperate.  If  there  is 
not  a  well  organized  settlement  movement,  or  if  there 
is  no  carefully  conducted  Charity  Organization  So- 
ciety, there  will  be  the  relief  officers  of  the  town  or 
county,  since  "the  poor  we  have  always  with  us,"  and 
there  is  the  ever-interesting  question  of  the  giving  of 
relief  by  the  churches.  In  many  cases  quite  enough  in 
the  way  of  money  and  goods  is  distributed  to  secure 
comfort  and  well  being  among  those  cared  for;  in 
more  cases  the  relief  is  so  given  as  to  dull  the  sense  of 
independence  and  strength  of  the  beneficiary.  It 
would  be  safe  to  venture  the  statement  that  in  no  place 
is  the  work  so  well  done  as  not  to  call  for  additional 
help  of  an  intelligent  and  unselfish  kind. 

For  interesting  and  suggestive  reading,  reference 
may  be  made  to  the  writings  of  Miss  Octavia  Hill, 
"Homes  of  the  London  Poor ;"  of  Mrs.  Helen  Bosan- 
quet,  "Rich  and  Poor,"  and  "The  Standard  of  Life;" 
Miss  Loane,  "The  Queen *s  Poor;"  Lady  Hugh  Bell, 
"At  the  Works,"  besides  studies  of  special  problems 
which  may  be  easily  obtained  by  referring  to  any  of 
the  national  organizations  to  which  reference  has  been 
made.  In  these  books,  all  of  which  happen  to  be  Eng- 
lish, the  general  value  is  to  be  found  perhaps  in  the 
careful  attention  to  method,  while  they  offer  the  charm 
of  delightful  English,  wide  knowledge  and  keen  sym- 
pathy. Suggestions  of  a  similar  character  can  be  got- 
ten in  Miss  Mary  E.  Richmond's  "Friendly  Visiting 
Among  the  Poor"  and  "The  Good  Neighbor,"  in  Miss 
Addams'  "Spirit  of  Youth  in  the  City  Street,"  "Newer 
Ideals  of  Peace,"  "Democracy  and  Social  Ethics." 
There  is  then  no  reason  why  any  individual,  however 
remote  from  the  ordinary  centers  of  interest,  or  how- 
ever subtly  the  needs  may  make  themselves  felt,  should 
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resist  the  appeal  which  has  been  realized  during  her 
college  course  to  "come  over  and  help."  There  is  a 
way  of  "learning  how"  open  to  every  one,  and  there 
is  a  point  at  which  the  help  of  every  one  is  needed.

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THE  EDUCATION  OF  WOMEN 

Every  Chi  Omega  should  read  and  study  Dean  Tal- 
bot's 'The  Education  of  Women,"  published  by  the 
University  of  Chicago  Press,  April,  1910.  Miss  Tal- 
bot's material  has  been  carefully  prepared;  her  out- 
lines, statistics,  and  tabulated  facts  are  wonderfully 
clear  and  convincing;  the  whole  atmosphere  of  the 
book  reflects  the  author's  penetrating  and  logical  in- 
tellectuality, her  sympathy  with  her  fellowmen,  and 
her  wide  experience  in  various  educational  fields. 

The  first  section  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  the  sub- 
ject, "Women's  Activities,  Past  and  Present."  A  sur- 
vey of  the  change  in  the  activities  and  interests  of 
women  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  will  convince 
one  that  their  preparation  and  training  should  be  of 
such  a  character  as  will  fit  them  for  their  new  responsi- 
bilities and  duties.  The  most  striking  change  is  that 
due  to  the  industrial  revolution  or  the  introduction  of 
the  factory  system.  Vei^  important,  also,  is  the 
change  of  women's  interests  in  educational  standards. 
Women  have  proved  their  ability  to  enter  every  realm 
of  knowledge,  and  the  author's  statistics  showing  the 
proportion  of  women  as  teachers  and  in  the  profes- 
sions prove  conclusively  that  they  are  using  every 
educational  opportunity  open  to  them.  Again,  the 
development  of  urban  life  has  modified  the  responsi- 
bilities of  women;  they  must  learn  not  only  to  direct 
their  own  individual  households,  but  to  co-operate 
intelligently  with  the  other  members  of  the  community 
in  such  things  as  the  control  of  light,  water,  food  sup- 
plies, plumbing,  contagious  diseases,  and  care  of  the 
sick,  the  infirm,  the  insane,  and  the  criminal.  The 
greater  amount  of  time  and  energy  which  women  are 
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now  devoting  to  philanthropic  and  social  work  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  change  in  domestic  life. 
Women  are  leading  in  all  charitable  organizations,  the 
social  instinct  having  found  expression  in  the  sane 
social  life  of  the  club  movement,  rather  than  in  ex- 
pensive and  formal  social  functions.  The  wonderful 
work,  for  instance,  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  has  proved  the  effective  power  of 
social  organization. 

It  is  very  comforting,  in  this  age,  to  hear  Miss 
Talbot's  admonition  to  remember  that  while  the  in- 
dividuality should  be  developed,  still  "the  home  is 
woman's  sphere,  and  always  will  be  for  most  women" 
— though  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  "the  home  is 
no  longer  what  it  formerly  was,  that  it  is  destined  to 
undergo  still  more  profound  changes,  and  that  efforts 
to  retain  it  on  its  old  basis  will  be  for  the  most  part 
futile." 

In  the  second  section  of  her  book,  Miss  Talbot  dis- 
cusses the  changes  in  the  "Educational  Machinery" 
at  the  present  time,  showing  how  the  school  cur- 
riculum is  slowly  responding  to  the  needs  created  by 
industrial,  civic,  domestic,  and  social  changes.  First, 
she  gives  a  comparison  of  the  conditions  of  forty  years 
ago  and  of  the  present  time  in  the  public  schools,  ele- 
mentary and  secondary,  of  Boston  and  Chicago;  then, 
a  comparison  of  conditions  prevailing  in  a  typical 
woman's  college  (Vassar)  and  in  a  state  university 
(Wisconsin),  as  they  existed  forty  years  ago,  and  as 
they  exist  now. 

The  third  section  treating  of  "The  Collegiate  Edu- 
cation of  Women,"  is  probably  the  most  interesting 
to  college  women.  In  the  chapter  on  "The  Elective 
System,"  there  are  several  motives  given  for  the  choice 
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of  subjects  in  making  up  a  program:  (i)  limited  op- 
portunity for  choice  in  preparatory  school ;  (2)  desire 
to  equip  herself  for  a  chosen  occupation;  (3)  hope 
of  an  early  pecuniary  return  for  her  expenditure  of 
time,  strength,  and  money;  (4)  desire  for  a  snap 
course;  (5)  popularity  of  an  instructor;  (6,  general 
student  sentiment  as  to  the  value  of  a  course ;  (7)  con- 
sideration of  the  needs  of  her  sex;  (8)  simple  love 
of  a  subject. 

In  the  chapter  on  the  "College  Curriculum,"  the 
author  severely  criticises  any  collegiate  training  in 
which  the  student  is  under  the  thraldom  of  the  curri- 
culum, and  deplores  the  emphasis  so  generally  placed 
by  the  faculty  on  the  importance  of  the  subject,  ignor- 
ing the  needs  of  the  individual  student.  The  student 
should  start  upon  her  college  course  with  the  idea  of 
fitting  herself  for  a  vocation  in  the  large  sense;  in 
all  her  work  and  studies  and  activities,  she  must  have 
a  definite  goal  in  mind. 

Any  brief  discussion  of  social  activities  in  the  col- 
lege must  necessarily  be  somewhat  limited  and  incom- 
plete, owing  to  the  great  lack  of  similarity  in  the  vari- 
ous educational  systems  in  the  country:  nevertheless, 
the  chapters  on  "Social  Activities"  and  "The  Domestic 
Environment"  are  presented  in  an  entirely  new  and 
unusual  manner.  Miss  Talbot  takes  a  very  broad  vtew 
of  the  social  function  of  the  college  experience.  It 
should  be  a  term  of  years  to  be  spent  in  training  in- 
tellect and  character — in  learning  to  order  the  daily 
life  with  a  view  to  the  greatest  enjoyment  and  use- 
fulness. Often,  the  college  has  allowed  amusement 
in  the  form  of  dissipation  to  flourish,  while  amuse- 
ment which  might  serve  as  recreation,  and  social 
agencies  which  could  be  employed  as  a  part  of  the 
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educational  process,  have  been  neglected.  Naturally, 
the  social  life  of  the  college  woman  is  largely  deter- 
mined by  her  college  home.  It  is  essential,  then,  that 
the  hall  in  which  she  spends  so  large  a  part  of  her 
time  should  be  organized  as  much  as  possible  like  the 
ideal  family.  The  first  aspect  of  the  family  which 
should  characterize  the  residence  hall  is  corporate 
life;  the  organization  of  the  group  living  in  the  hall 
should  be  such  as  to  bring  all  into  relation  with  all, 
and  to  have  all  realize  the  privileges  and  obligations 
which  must  be  recognized,  if  the  life  is  to  bring  ade- 
quate results.  This  corporate  life  may  be  developed 
by  very  simple  means;  such  as  the  exercise  of  hos- 
pitality, each  member  of  the  household  sharing  in  pre- 
liminary preparation;  by  a  corporate  interest  in  some 
charity  or  in  the  different  official  affairs  of  the  insti- 
tution ;  or  by  means  of  discussion  and  formulation  of 
house  rules  and  customs.  By  all  means  the  argument 
for  economy  in  the  corporate  life  should  be  recognized.

Collier's  for  September  24  gives  the  follo>ying  para- 
graph in  connection  with  Miss  Florence  Nightingale, 
who  died  August  14.  Her  idea  of  the  value  of  definite 
work  for  women  is  expressed  in  her  saying  that  "three- 
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fourths  of  the  whole  mischief  in  women's  lives  arises 
from  their  excepting  themselves  from  the  rules  of 
training  considered  needful  for  men."  That  Miss 
Nightingale  has  diagnosed  the  case  correctly  we  feel 
strongly.  The  failure  of  woman  today,  in  some  ways, 
may  be  laid  to  no  other  cause.  What  woman  ex- 
pects of  herself  she  can  do.  Ill-health  is  often  the 
excuse  of  laziness,  delicacy  is  often  given  instead  of 
weakness  caused  by  lack  of  exercise;  and  women  too 
often  excused  because  they  are  not  feeling  just  well 
when  a  man  would  shake  himself  and  set  off  for  work 
without  further  remark.  Too  often  college  girls  who 
are  excused  from  recitations  for  illness  feel  better 
in  time  for  a  four  o'clock  tea,  and  are  sufficiently  re- 
covered by  night  to  dance  past  midnight.  Real  ill- 
ness is  beside  the  question,  and  should  always  receive 
proper  consideration,  but  laziness  under  any  guise 
should  be  frowned  out  of  the  chapter  house,  college, 
and  women's  lives.  Only  hard,  conscientious  work, 
hour  in  and  hour  out,  can  lead  woman  to  the  prizes 
of  fullest  womanhood,  which  are  becoming  almost 
limitless.

For  us,  the  very  beginning  of  the  school 
session  is  shadowed  and  saddened  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
anti-fratemity  fight,  which  has  been  waged  incessantly 
for  the  last  few  years,  has  resulted  in  a  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  abolish  the  fraternities  and  societies  of  the 
University,  or  rather  to  let  them  die.  The  charters  can  be 
held  until  June,  1912,  but  after  the  present  school  year  no 
initiations  can  take  place  and  during  this  session  only  those 
who  are  eligible  according  to  the  year  pledge  rule  can  join  a 
fraternity.  Only  those  who  have  gone  through  a  similar  ex- 
perience can  know  what  it  is  to  have  a  fraternity  that  jrou 
have  loved,  and  thought  of  and  worked  for  all  the  years  of 
your  college  life,  thus  suddenly  taken  away.

Not  at  all  strange  that  a  definite  ques- 
tion has  come  to  be  asked  very  frequently,  "What  is 
to  be  got  out  of  college?" 

There  are  many  things  to  be  gotten,  but  because 
scholarly  attainments  were  the  inspiration  in  early 
education,  and  because  scholarship  is  a  much  discussed 
question  now,  we  are,  in  this  issue,  trying  to  present 
it  from  the  standpoint  of  the  fraternities.  And  until 
this  has  been  done  we  reserve  our  own  opinion.  In  a 
future  issue  we  hope  to  set  forth  the  matter  from  the 
standpoint  of  college  educators.

In  a  table  showing  the  relative  scholarship  of  the  four  fra- 
ternities at  the  University  of  Missouri  for  the  second  semester 
of  last  year.  Delta  Gamma  is  in  the  lead  by  a  wide  margin. 
— Qiapter  correspondence  in  Anchora  of  Delta  Ganffma. 


The  Record  has  compiled  a  list  of  103  members  of  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  who  are  also  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
There  are  chapters  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  thirty  of  the  seventy 
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colleges  where  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  maintains  chapters. 
Their  earliest  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  a  founder,  Noble  L.  De 
Votie,  '56.  Sigma  Xi  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  meet  in  thir- 
teen institutions,  and  thirty-one  members  have  received  elcc 
tion  to  Sigma  Xi.  Five  members  are  wearers  both  of  the 
plain  key  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  the  monogram  of  Sigma  Xi. 


Interesting  light  on  the  comparative  scholarship  standing 
of  men  and  women  college  students  is  furnished  by  the  annual 
report  of  the  President  of  the  University  of  Giicago,  just 
issued.  In  the  proportion  of  students  receiving  conditions 
during  the  year  the  men  vary  from  20  to  10  per  cent,  while 
from  10  to  4  per  cent  of  the  women  were  conditioned.  From 
10  to  17  per  cent  of  the  men  failed,  according  to  the  report, 
while  the  number  of  women  who  failed  was  only  from  2  to  8 
per  cent. — To  Dragma  of  Alpha  Omicron  Pi. 


Last  year  the  number  of  students  suspended  at  Stanford 
for  delinquent  scholarship  was  232.  Three  and  two-tenths 
of  the  sorority  women  were  suspended,  3.6  of  non-sorority 
women,  28  per  cent  of  fraternity  men,  12J/2  per  cent  of  non- 
fraternity  men.  Thus,  comparing  the  records  of  the  women 
living  in  the  six  sorority  houses  on  the  campus  with  the 
non-sorority  women  living  in  the  college  dormitory,  we  see 
they  are  practically  identical,  yet  the  sorority  women  are 
much  more  given  to  society.  There  are  fewer  failures  in 
scholarship  among  women  than  among  men,  among  non- 
fraternity  men  than  fraternity  men. — Independent. 


The  ratio  of  young  men  and  women  seeking  a  higher  edu- 
cation is  greater  in  California  than  in  any  other  state  in  the 
Union. — Chicago  Record  ^Herald. 
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Men  are  more  likely  than  women  to  fail  in  college.  Of 
the  graduates  of  private  schools  15  per  cent  are  on  the  lag- 
gard list  of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  while  only  8.1  per 
cent  of  the  graduates  of  public  schools  are  unsuccessful. 
The  handicap  of  wealth  is  indicated  not  only  by  a  larger 
percentage  from  the  wealthiest  district  in  the  city,  but  by 
the  relatively  large  number  from  private  schools.  The  best 
group  of  students  is  from  the  public  schools  outside  of  the 
Twin  Cities.  The  men  who  are  in  fraternities  stand  about 
twice  the  chance  of  flunking  as  do  those  who  are  not  mem- 
bers of  fraternities.  On  the  other  hand,  the  women  who 
are  outside  of  the  sorority  stand  nearly  twice  the  chance 
of  reaching  the  flunk  list  as  those  who  are  members  of 
sororities.  The  four  most  frequently  mentioned  environ- 
mental causes  of  failure  were :  Too  much  society,  30  cases ; 
fraternity  life,  18^  cases;  living  conditions  unfavorable  for 
study,  14  cases ;  insufficient  personal  help  by  university  faculty, 
14  cases. — Crescent  of  Gamma  Phi  Beta,  quoting  Prof  J.  B. 
Miner  of  the  University  of  Minnesota. 


Lehigh  University  is  the  first  college  to  install  the  "Con- 
ference School  System."  This  is  a  means  of  coaching  de- 
linquent students,  which  is  open  to  all,  especially  the  two 
lower  classes.  A  nominal  fee  is  charged  for  the  instruc- 
tion.— American  College. 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Senior  Skulls,  a  most  commend- 
able action  was  taken,  one  which  is  certain  to  reap  a  good 
harvest.  It  was  decided  to  write  to  the  Senior  Skull  alumni, 
asking  for  subscription  toward  the  purchase  of  a  cup,  to  be 
awarded  yearly  to  the  fraternity  which  maintains  the  highest 
average  scholarship.  The  active  members  will  make  up  the 
required  amount  of  money  to  buy  the  cup.  Rules  for  award- 
ing it  will  be  formulated  soon  and  the  first  award  will  proba- 
bly be  made  in  June. — Maine  Campus,  quoted  by  Beta 
Theta  Pi. 
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At  a  mass  meeting  held  in  the  chapel  the  students  of  the 
University  of  Arkansas,  by  a  vote  which  lacked  only  three 
of  being  unanimous,  decided  to  adopt  the  following  system 
to  prevent  cheating  on  examinations: 

The  presidents  of  the  four  collegiate  classes  are  to  appoint 
each  year  students  to  serve  on  a  jury  whose  duty  it  is  to  hear 
the  trial  of  all  students  accused  of  cheating  on  examination. 
This  jury,  composed  of  four  Seniors,  three  Juniors,  two 
Sophomores,  and  one  Freshman,  is  to  meet  and  elect  one 
of  its  own  members  as  foreman,  to  whom  all  accusations  are 
to  be  turned  in.  The  accused  party  is  to  have  an  open  trial 
before  this  jury,  having  all  the  witnesses  he  wants,  and  the 
jury  is  to  decide  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty.  A  vote 
of  all  the  members  is  necessary  for  the  verdict.  On  the  first 
offense  the  guilty  student  is  to  lose  credit  on  the  term's  work, 
and  on  the  second  offense  he  is  subject  to  expulsion  from  the 
university. — American  College. 


California  Freshmen  are  allowed,  except  on  special  occa- 
sions, to  go  out  only  two  evenings  a  week,  and  these  two 
must  be  chosen  from  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday  even- 
ings. They  must  also  be  in  their  rooms  and  studying  by  eight 
o'clock  every  evening.  On  the  wall  in  the  second  floor  hall 
is  a  chart  with  the  names  and  schedule  of  recitations  of  all 
the  Freshmen  and  Sophomores,  and  whenever  they  are  caught 
cutting  a  class,  or  in  any  way  failing  in  any  of  their  hun- 
dreds of  duties,  they  are  chalked  down  with  a  "tubbing"  by 
an  upper  classman. — Kappa  Alpha  Journal. 


A  reading  of  the  Chapter  letters  for  the  present  academic 
year  and  a  study  of  the  programs  of  section  conventions  show 
that  the  Fraternity  is  now  taking  the  scholarship  of  its  mem- 
bers as  seriously  as  it  used  to  take  their  athletic  prowess. 
Indeed,  we  are  taking  it  more  seriously;  for  we  are  now  de- 
manding that  all  our  members  shall  do  creditable  college 
work,  while  we  never  demanded  that  quite  all  our  members 
should  be  athletes. — Phi  Comma  Delta. 
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A  "Roll  of  Honor"  is  a  plan  recently  inaugurated  by  A  T  O 
in  an  effort  to  stimulate  application  to  their  studies  on  the 
part  of  undergraduate  members.  Every  member  is  urged  to 
feel  that  there  is  a  record  for  him  to  strive  for,  and  that  his 
Chapter  is  interested  in  his  achievements.  The  chief  officer 
of  the  Chapter  (who,  in  the  case  of  A  T  O,  bears  the  title 
of  Worthy  Master)  makes  reports  to  the  High  Council,  and 
on  such  reports,  as  well  as  other  information,  certificates  of 
honor  are  awarded  to  such  members  who  may  succeed  in 
attaining  a  distinguished  position  in  studies  or  intellectual 
pursuits.  While  worded  in  a  rather  broad  manner,  it  is  not 
understood  that  the  "distinguished  position"  means  any  more 
than  a  relative  one.  The  position  of  a  student  who  may 
graduate  magna  cum  laude  is  a  decidedly  distinguished  one, 
and  so,  in  a  lesser  degree,  is  that  of  the  undergraduate  who 
wins  a  scholarship.  There  must  be  a  decided  stimulus  in  the 
thought  that  the  achievement  of  a  position  on  the  Roll  of 
Honor  means  the  scattering  broadcast  to  the  Fraternity  of 
the  name  of  the  one  so  honored.  The  plan  has  much  to 
recommend  it,  and  its  effect  will  be  watched  by  other  fra- 
ternities.— Sigma  Chi  Quarterly. 


The  Fraternity  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  effort  being 
made  in  many  of  the  Chapters  to  improve  the  scholarship  of 
the  undergraduates.  It  was  needed.  The  Chapters  have  not 
heeded  previous  warnings  on  the  part  of  their  elders,  but  the 
attitude  of  college  authorities  is  changing  from  one  of  ob- 
servation and  discontent  to  activity  of  a  radical  kind.  With 
the  opportunities  which  the  Fraternity  men  have,  which  are 
denied  to  those  outside  of  their  ranks,  they  simply  ought  to 
be  ashamed  of  themselves  that  they  do  not,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  secure  all  the  prizes  of  scholarship.  In  a  Chapter 
House  the  underclassmen  always  have  the  upperclassmen  to 
go  to  for  information  and  explanation  of  difficulties  which 
he  encounters,  and  the  upperclassman  has  the  benefit  of  dis- 
cussion with  his  intimates  or  the  help  of  the  faculty,  many 
of  whom  he  can  approach  familiarly  and  with  the  certainty 
of  a  cordial  reception  on  a  fraternity  basis.  Moreover,  each 
Chapter  ought  to   accumulate  a  valuable   "plant"  to   aid  its 
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members.  Full  sets  of  examination  paper  could  readily  be 
secured  and  maintained,  lectures  should  be  written  out  and 
transmitted  for  future  members.  The  solution  of  difficult 
problems  should  be  preserved  for  the  future,  and  full  sets 
of  annotated  text  books  kept  for  use.  A  Chapter  organi- 
zation is  ideally  fitted  for  just  such  work,  and  it  is  a  dis- 
grace that  no  proper  use  is  commonly  made  of  it  in  this 
direction.  We  know  some  Chapters  have  adopted  this  plan, 
and  for  years  maintained  a  high  standard  of  scholarship. 
Then  along  came  the  man  who  did  not  care  for  such  things 
and  who  demoralized  the  Chapter  and  broke  the  continuity  of 
effort.  The  maintenance  of  such  a  system  of  helps  and  aids 
ought  to  be  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  a  district  chief. — 
Beta  Theta  Pi. 


The  primary  reason  for  a  man's  attending  college  is  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge  and  culture  and  a  development  of 
those  powers  which  will  fit  him  the  best  to  take  his  proper 
place  in  life  and  discharge  his  duties  as  a  citizen. 

We  have  already  expressed  our  belief  that  in  producing 
this  result  the  college  fraternities  and  those  activities  outside 
the  provisions  of  the  college  curriculum  are  the  most  im- 
portant factors.  Still,  we  would  not  at  all  belittle  the  re- 
sponsibility of  every  fraternity  man,  both  for  the  reputation 
of  his  fraternity  and  for  his  own  best  interests,  to  apply  him- 
self to  his  regular  college  work  with  sufficient  closeness  to 
maintain  at  least  a  satisfactory  standing  in  scholarship. 

In  recent  years  most  fraternities  have  been  devoting  their 
attention  to  this  particular  point;  and  by  its  action  at  the 
recent  Kamea  Delta  Tau  Delta  has  taken  a  decided  step  in 
this  direction  in  its  scheme  of  chapter  visitation  and  super- 
vision of  the  scholarship  of  its  members.  In  the  final  work- 
ing out  of  our  plan  there  are  many  details  yet  to  be  settled. 
If  we  were  a  smaller  fraternity  with  less  than  twenty  chap- 
ters it  would  be  possible  to  have  one  officer  devote  his  entire 
time  to  this  phase  of  our  work,  but  with  the  fifty-three  chap- 
ters on  our  roll,  and  their  wide  geographical  distribution,  this 
plan  is  impractical.  The  supervision  of  scholarship  has  been 
placed  under  the  direct  charge  of  our  Ritualist,  and  we  may 
find  the  visitation  of  our  chapters  can  be  best  divided  among 
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the  officers  of  the  Arch  Chapter,  alloting  to  each  man  a  cer- 
tain section  which  he  can  comfortably  cover.  Time  and  ex- 
perience will  perfect  the  details  of  the  work.  The  important 
thing  is  that  the  start  has  been  made  and  funds  have  been 
appropriated  for  this  purpose. — Rainbow  of  Delta  Tau  Delta. 


Scholarship  deterioration  is  a  frequent  refrain  in  the 
present  day  criticism  of  our  colleges.  While  we  would  in  no 
way  belittle  true  scholarship,  we  confess  to  being  somewhat 
amused  at  the  almost  hysterical  note  this  cry  takes  at  times. 
Is  it  quite  sane  to  compare  the  average  scholarship  of  today 
with  that  of  fifty  years  ago,  when  today  college  is  a  matter 
of  course  for  every  boy,  and  most"  girls,  who  can  afford  it, 
while  then  it  was  only  the  so-thought  particularly  gifted  who 
entered  college  halls?  Can  anyone  be  found  to  maintain  that 
the  grade  records  of  an  institution  are  any  true  criterion  of 
the  scholarship  of  its  students?  Yet  many  of  these  criticisms 
are  based  entirely  on  such  records  while  anyone  at  all  familiar 
with  college  life  knows  that  high  grades  are  often  the  result 
of  "midnight  crams,"  while  a  student,  deeply  interested  in  a 
subject,  reading  widely  along  lines  opened  up  by  the  particular 
course,  and  carrying  into  after  life  a  continued  love  and  in- 
terest in  the  subject,  may  have  only  average  or,  perhaps,  eveif 
mediocre  grades.  Which  stands  for  scholarship,  the  cram 
and  high  grade  or  the  average  grade  and  a  continued  interest 
in  the  subject.  Grades  do  not  necessarily  mean  even  ex- 
cellence in  study  which  is  also  a  thing  quite  apart  from  real 
scholarship. 

Our  colleges  may  in  their  inception  have  been  primarily 
for  the  training  of  intellectual  leaders,  for  the  encouragement 
of  thinkers  and  experimenters,  who,  in  advance  of  the  thought 
of  the  age,  raised  the  nation's  ideals.  Today  the  unanimous 
ideal — if  we  can  trust  the  words  of  our  educators — is  that  a 
college  shall  train  for  effective  citizenship.  Is  there  any  com- 
munity where  the  venerated  scholar,  the  recluse  student,  is 
listed  among  the  most  effective  citizens?  College  life  at  its 
best  is  a  life  apart,  and  four  of  the  most  impressionable  years 
of  life  spent  in  this  apart  college  community  makes  necessary 
some  effort  for  adjustment  to  one's  place  afterward  as  a  part 
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of  the  every-day  life  of  the  real  world.  Will  the  student  who 
at  college  does  nothing  but  study  be  the  most  skillful  or  the 
most  quick  to  become  an  effective  unit  of  real  life?  Yet,  if 
taxed  with  his  non-participation  in  college  activities,  he  will 
generally  confess  it  is  a  choice  between  a  fine  record  as  a 
scholar  or  a  reputation  for  usefulness  in  college  life.  Can 
a  university  that  boasts  of  training  citizens  reconcile  its  ideal 
with  scholarship  attained  at  such  cost?  Today  not  one's  own 
success  but  one's  service  is  the  measure  of  a  successful  life. 
Is  it  possible  for  the  average  person — and  in  the  present  col- 
lege constituency  we  deal  with  average  people — to  excel  in 
any  one  line  except  at  the  expense  of  other  phases  of  life? 
College  is  primarily  a  place  to  learn,  but  all  learning  is  not 
found  in  books  and  class-rooms,  and  no  system  of  measure- 
ment will  really  measure  learning,  to  say  nothing  of  scholar- 
ship. The  many  demands  of  the  complex  life  of  today  are 
hard  to  meet  adequately;  just  as  soon  as  the  pursuit  of  knowl- 
edge forces  one  to  relinquish  other  phases  of  life  it  is  time 
(unless  you  be  one  of  the  rare  genuises  destined  to  lead  the 
ilfe  apart  for  the  good  of  future  mankind)  to  call  a  halt 
though  it  be  to  destroy  one's  chances  for  scholarship  honors. 
Scholarship,  like  anything  else,  can  be  acquired  at  too  great  a 
cost.  We  have  but  to  compare  the  undergraduate  scholar- 
ship records  of  alumni  of  whom  any  college  is  proud  with  its 
citizenship  records  of  alumni  who  were  prize  undergraduate 
scholars,  to  demonstrate  beyond  cavil  that  undergraduate 
scholarship  records  are  no  criterion  of  a  university's  success- 
ful work  for  its  ideal  of  effective  citizenship. 

We  urge  upon  our  college  members  serious  study,  earnest, 
hard  work  which  means  sane  scholarship,  not  high  grades. 
So  often  the  girl  whose  scholarship  is  the  boast  of  the  Chapter 
so  obviously  lacks  those  things  which  the  world  rightly  deems 
as  essential  results  of  a  college  education  that  claims  to  make 
effective  members  of  society.  Appeals  for  higher  scholarship 
usually  reach  the  very  students  who  need  other  things  while 
passing  over  the  heads  of  the  more  careless  students  whose 
scholarship  might  be  improved  without  serious  loss  to  their 
development  along  other  lines.  But  after  all,  most  of  the 
world  is  already  too  serious,  and  it  is  only  after  years  out 
of  college  that  the  true  significance  of  college  days  can  be 
justly  gauged — and  scholarship  grades  will  play  a  small  part 
in   that   estimate. — Editorial   in   Kappa  Alpha  Theta.

The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  reports  that  during  the  academic 
year  active  and  Alumnae  members  of  the  Fraternity  received 
nine  fellowships,  seventeen  elections  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and 
four  scholarships. — Arrow  of  Pi  Beta  Phi. 


Realizing,  then,  that  the  man  whose  college  education  covers 
one  or  two  years  is  not  doing  himself  justice,  not  aiding  the 
Chapter  as  he  should,  should  not  the  Fraternity,  as  a  fra- 
ternity, do  more  to  keep  its  members  in  college  for  the  full 
term?  Should  it  not  almost  be  a  condTlion  precedent  to  a 
man's  initiation  that  his  intention  is  to  remain  four  years? 
It  is  hardly  possible  that  every  man  can  be  expected  to  stay 
in  college  for  four  years,  but  why  cannot  all  the  Chapters 
attain  the  standard  of  Pennsylvania  Beta,  which  has  80  per 
cent  of  its  initiates  graduate? 

To  formulate  a  theory  for  the  attainment  of  this  end  is  a 
difficult  matter,  and  indeed,  it  would  be  impossible  to  make 
any  one  rule  which  would  universally  apply,  owing  to  dif- 
ferent conditions  in  different  institutions. 

However,  the  habits  and  general  trend  of  a  student  are 
formed  in  his  freshman  year.  Here  the  seeds  of  industry 
are  sown,  or  the  weeds  of  idleness  put  in  an  appearance. 
Special  care  should  be  taken  with  the  Freshmen  that  they  at- 
tend to  their  studies.  How  this  should  be  done  is  a  matter 
for  consideration  of  the  individual  chapters.  But  more  em- 
phasis should  certainly  be  put  on  scholarship  and  on  the  im- 
portance of  a  complete  college  education. — Shield  of  Phi 
Kappa  Psi.

evolution,  in  growth  that  one  particular  way  is  not 
marked  out.  Growth  comes  through  a  variety  of 
ways.  However,  there  is  a  phase  of  this  question  that 
may  be  worth  while  mentioning.  It  is  suggested  by 
two  facts — that  the  extravagance  of  our  age  is  so 
widely  lamented,  and  that  women  are  more  and  more 
interesting  themselves  in  large  civic  and  philanthropic 
enterprises  that  require  healthful  ideas  of  economy. 

These  facts  have  made  the  Editor  wonder  whether 
a  sizing  up  of  our  college  expenses,  on  the  one  side, 
and  what  we  feel  we  are  getting  out  of  college,  on  the 
other  side,  might  not  prove  a  rather  practical  and 
valuable  lesson.  Five,  six,  seven,  eight  hundred  or  one 
thousand  dollars  during  the  school  year.  Put  the  same 
amount  into  business.  We  want  to  make  a  creditable 
showing  at  the  end  of  the  year,  don't  we?  And  so 
should  we  at  the  end  of  the  college  year — a  creditable 
showing  all  around,  not  only  for  the  sake  of  having 
a  fair  return  on  the  investment  (perhaps,  least  of  all 
for  that),  but  for  the  sake  of  ourselves  and  for  the 
sake  of  the  big,  wholesome  principles  back  of  educa- 
tion itself.  And  let  us  remember  that  a  creditable 
showing  of  this  sort  is  bound  to  make  us  more  com- 
panionable with  ourselves  and  more  useful  in  the 
world.

A  fellowship  lately  established  by  the  Woman's  College  of 
Madrid,  Spain,  has  been  awarded  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Wallace, 
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Assistant  Professor  of  French  Literature  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  The  intent  of  this  fellowship  is  to  encourage  liter- 
ary work  in  Spain  along  the  lines  of  research. 


Miss  Laura  Drake,  chairman  of  the  educational  committee 
of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  announces  the 
conditions  of  the  $1,500  scholarship  at  Oxford  which  the 
Federation  will  award  for  the  year  beginning  19 10.  Each 
state  has  the  privilege  of  submitting  a  candidate,  and  in  case 
of  a  tie  the  state  which  has  contributed  toward  the  scholar- 
ship will  get  the  preference.  Every  candidate  must  be  the 
graduate  of  an  American  college  in  good  standing,  unmar- 
ried and  not  over  twenty-seven. — New  York  Sun. 


Our  freshmen  girls  are  now  required  to  choose  an  advisor 
from  either  the  Junior  or  Senior  girls,  said  advisor  to  be 
ready  and  willing  to  direct  and  help  her  protegee  when  need 
arises. — Nebraska  Chapter  letter  in  the  Lyre. 


As  soon  as  a  girl  is  pledged  she  is  assigned  to  the  care 
of  an  upper  class  girl  who  is  her  adviser  and  guide  in  both 
her  college  and  fraternity  life.  The  little  details  of  personal 
conduct,  dress,  and  general  deportment  come  under  the  super- 
vision of  this  girl,  who  is  playfully  called  her  Chapter  mother. 
— Anchora  of  A  r. 


Every  Tuesday  of  the  college  year  is  set  aside  for  sorority 
visiting.  The  scheme  has  worked  out  in  this  way:  For  the 
first  dinner  two  girls  from  the  first  sorority  established  in 
the  university  went  to  the  house  of  the  second  established, 
two  from  the  second  to  the  third,  and  so  on  until  two  from 
the  last  established  went  to  the  ho"se  of  the  first.  For  the 
second  dinner,  two  other  girls  of  the  first  went  to  the  house 
of  the  third,  etc.,  thus  giving  all  sororities  an  opportunity  to 
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visit  all  the  houses.  Each  Chapter  sends  different  representa- 
tives each  time.  The  dinner  is  the  usual  evening  meal,  served 
at  six  o'clock,  and  the  guests  leave  before  eight  Being  an  in- 
formal affair,  it  is  not  considered  a  social  function,  and  is  at 
the  cost  of  no  extra  effort  on  the  part  of  hostesses  or  guests.

B  8  II,  so  far  as  membership  in  Chapters  is  concerned,  cer- 
tainly ran  the  whole  gamut  with  a  Chapter  roll  of  four  at 
Hampden-Sidney  College,  and  a  membership  of  forty-two  at 
Dartmouth  and  reaching  eighty-six  at  Yale.
